We obſerve in the Rajah's Letter, a ſtrong Diſlike to Sitteramrauze renting the Havelly Land, 
from an Apprehenſion, in caſe of Failure in fis Payments, that he will want him to be reſponlibic 
for his Balance; therefore, as it his Determination not to pay any ſuch Balance, he requeſts your 
Honour, &c. will not liſten to any Propoſals Sitteramrauze might make for renting thoſe Lands. Ii 
the Rajah is ſo averſe to his Brother becoming a Renter, for the. Reaſons already ſet forth, it“ 
beyond a Doubt his Objection to his being appointed Zemindar of Ancapille muſt be inſuperable, 
as there is no leſs than Seven Lacks of Rupges- due to him from the mortgaged Lands: Indeed,

The many Complaints received on my Arrival from the Northern Settlements, the large Balances 
that appeared due from the Zemindars, induced me to propoſe, that the beſt Method to ſettle all Dif. 
ferences, to ſecure the Balances, and to fall on ſome Plan for eſtabliſhing a fixed Revenue to the 
Company, would be to order the Zemindars to the Preſidency. f 


The Board were pleaſed to agree with me in Opinion, and ſeveral of them are accordingly come 
up. But it appears from Enquiry they are ſo loaded with Debt, as well to the Company as to Indi. 
viduals, that I obſerve, with great Concern, the little Proſpect there is of any great Increaſe of Re. 
venue from their Lands, or the ſpeedy Payment of what remains due from them; it ſeems abſolutely 
neceſſary that they ſhould be at ſome Certainty, and that for a Length of Time, what Tribute the 
are to pay; that their Jemmabundy ſhould be ſettled accordingly, that they may not be liable to fre. 
quent Calls for making a freſh Settlement, which is ever attended with Inconveniences and Try. 
ble. The Situation of their ſeveral Countries is at preſent in ſuch a State as to require Indulcence 
and Time to recover them. I will not determine where Miſmanagement has firſt ariſen; but we fd, 
in April One Payment of the laſt and Six of the preſent Year were due, and not the leaſt Part of ſo 
heavy a Debt likely to be received. Since that, another Payment has become due, the 31ſt of Augut, 
which greatly increaſes their Arrears to the Company. I ſpeak of the Zemindars in the Maſulipatam 
Diſtrict alone, and have been at ſome Pains to enquire into their ſeveral Circumſtances,

Coldinda Trippetty Rauze, was formerly punctual in his Payments to the Company, is ſaid to be a 

good and able Manager of his Country, and well verſed in Buſineſs, and at little Expence for Sib- 
bendy; has been extremely uſeful to the Company's Revenues, in aiding the different Chiefs to ſettle 
the Jemmabundy, by ſubſtituting himſelf Security for Zemindars, who otherwiſe could not have found 
it; and has hitherto preſerved great Influence among the Zemindars ; he is ſaid to have loſt conlide- 
rably by the Countries under his Management, for which he became Security, and has paid on that 
Account what Money he may have ſaved by his former good Management. At preſent he is much 
in Arrears, both to the Company and his Soucars, and is greatly embarraſſed to make good his Pay- 
ments. He aſſures me, if Time is allowed, and he is not much preſſed at preſent, the whole of tus

Read the following Minute of Mr. Smith. 

Having n and conſidered the Petition and Repreſentation of Ball Kiſtna, together 
with the Preſident's Minute thereon, I beg Leave to ſubmit to the Board my Reaſons for diſapproving 
ef the propoſed Meaſure of giving Ball Kiſtna, or any other Perſon, the Rent of the Itchapore 
Diſttrict. 1 | e 5 


The Collections and Management of the Company's Revenues in the Itchapore Diſtrict, have hi- 
therto been in the Hands of their Servants, whoſe Conduct has from Time to Time received the molt 
honourable Teſtimonies, of the Approbation of this Government. The Country was found in a State 
of Anarchy, to which it had been 25 accuſtomed. Ihe Zemindars looked upon themſelves as in- 
dependent, and many of them were poſſeſſed of ſtrong Holds, which, with the ſmalleſt Degree of Re- 
ſolution would have made them ſo; theſe have all been ſucceſſively reduced, and the Company's 
Authority eſtabliſhed throughout the Diſtrict. In accompliſhing which important Works, and 
bringing the Company's Affairs in the Itchapore Diſtrict into their preſent ſecure State, much Ex- 


pence has been incurred; yet the Treaſury; here has ſeveral Times received Supplies from Ganjam in 


Money and Drafts, and the Inveſtment at Vizagapatam has been conſiderably aſſiſted from thence, 
lt is a Circumſtance well known; and has been often ſtated in the Records, that ſo long as the Goom- 
bor Rajah*s Force remained unbroken, the Tranquillity of the Diſtrict would be inſecure, and the 
Revenue uncertain. Equity and Policy equally dictated, that he ſhould be brought to a Level 
with the reſt. The Undertaking was long deferred, from an Idea of his Strength, and an Apprehen. 
lon of involving the Company in Diſputes with the Maratta Government, to which he had been 
formerly tributary ; at length the refractory Conduct of the Rajah made it abſolutely neceſſary to 


proceed agzinſt him, and it fell to the Lot of the preſent Chief and Council to aſſume the Manage- 


ment of the Company's Affairs at Ganjam, preciſely at the Commencement of the Tfoubles in the 
Goomſoor Country. Can it then be juſtly Matter of Reproach to the Chief and Council, if, during 
| theſe Troubles, the Revenues have fallen ſhort of their uſual Amount? But the following Fact will 
bew that little can be urged againſt them on this Score. FO: | 


The Balances outſtanding at Ganjam on my Arrival, or rather on the goth September 1774, 
mounted to Pagodas 301,437. The goth April laſt they amounted to Pagodas 378,467, fo that in 
| the Space of Five Years, during which the Goomſoor Country has been reduced, the Balances have 
nereaſed only 77,000 Pagodas. It cannot here eſcape the Obſervation of the Board, how conſiderable 
a Part of the Arrears now due was incurred during the Adminiſtration of a Man, to whoſe ſpirited and 
| Jdicious Conduct the Company are, indebted for the Advantages they have received, or may hereafter 
receive from that Diſtrict, After my Arrival at Ganjam with Mr. Hollond, in February 1774, one of 
the Firſt Objects to which we directed our Attention, was the Recovery of theſe Balances. The then 
Preſident and Council, in their Letter of the 13th July 1774, deſired our Opinion on that Subject, 
nd with great Candour obſerved, that when Mr, Cotsford was tent to Ganjam, the natural Situa- 
non of the Country, and the ſtrong Holds poſſeſſed by the principal Zemindars, ſo favoured their 
Idea of Independer;ce, that they frequently withheld the Sums they had agreed to pay, and reduced 
bim to the Neceſſity of collecting what he was able by marching a Force againſt them.“ In this 
date of Affairs it is not at all ſurpriſing that conſiderable Balances ſhould have ariſen, particularly as 
r. Cotsford debited the Zemindars for a Twelvementh's Arrears on his Arrival at Ganjam.

That the Bullocks and Coolies 
were diſpatched the ſame Night for Bazalet's Jung's Camp, with ſome Pieces of large and ſmall 
Cannon, ſeveral Cheſts of ſmall Arms, and a Quantity of Ammunition and other Stores, all which 
had been laying ſome Time at Mootapillee ; that beſides theſe, had been landed there from a Veſlel 
that arrived So Pondicherry on the 26th Inſtant, Four Pieces of large Cannon, Eight of ſmall

Lally, have arrived at Nairpilly and 
Mootapilly, which lies on the Sea Coaſt; they have come at different Times, and now amount to at 
leaſt, Seven or Eight hundred Men, Horſe and Foot, and amongſt the former is a good many Euro- 
peans. They have had Sixty or Seventy Camels with them, and a Number of Bullocks, and have 
already ſent off one Convoy of Military Stores from thence, which has not taken the Rout to his 
(Bazalet Jung's) Camp, but is gone to Guntoor or Cundur. Their Stores have been juſt landed from 
ſome Veſſels lately arrived there, (and Two of which are till lying there) and conſiſt of Guns, Muſ- 
quets, Shot, Powder, Lead, and Iron in Bars. I have a particular Information of Eight Guns of a 
middling Size, and from 1000 to..1 500 Stand of Arms, which it is ſuppoſed are. immediately to 
follow What is already ſent off. There are ſome French People ſettled at Nairpilly in a Commercial 
Way, who I am told have had a few of theſe Stores ſome Time by them, but the greateſt Part have 
come in their Veſſels ; 1 have not been able to learn from whence, but they are navigated moſtly by 
Europeans, ot whom about Twenty are landed. Monſ. Lally has his Camp and People in good 
Order, and under ſtrict Dilcipline, fires his Morning and Evening Gun, and ſeems very jealous of 
any People ſpying into his Tranſactions. It is reported, (with what Certainty I know not) he, with a 
conſiderable Party, are to remain in the Guntoor Circar.—Bazalet Jung has not yet ſettled with his 
Zemindars, but it is ſuppoſed will ſoon, and then return Home.

Two hundred Cheſts of Arms, and Fifty large Caſks, likewiſe Four Soldiers came on Shore with 
them; there is no Veſſel within Sight of Land, from which they could bring theſe Things; nor 
could the Hircarrah hear that any had been ſeen off Mootapille, only ſaw the above mentioned Stores 
when landed. Fifty Coffries and Twenty Troopers (who were left by Monſieur Lally) took Charge 
of them, and ſent them away immediately; to what Place he does now know. LIED 


The Hircarrah I ſent to Camp is allo returned with Account that Bazalet Jung is encamped, with 
Eight thoulaad Horſe and abour Three hundred Sepoys, at Doollah, which is Thirteen Cofs from 
Inacondah. Manuar Cawn, Nabob of Condanoor, is encamped with him, with Three hundred 
Horſe; they have with them Ten Guns and Ten Tumbrils. Divechundah, whom he calls Bazalet 
Jung's Secretary, has been for ſome Time encamped at Tuacondah, with Five hundred and Fifty 
Sepoys, and had with him One Gun and a Tumbril. Monſieur Lally is arrived at the fame Place, with 
Two thouſand Sepoys, Three hundred Coffries, and Fifty Europeans; he brought with him Two 
Braſs Guns and Seven Tumbrils. The Hircarrah did not hear that they have any other Camp; but 
zz it appears probable to me, from the ſmall Number of Europeans that he mentions, that they have 
one ſomewhere, I intend ſending off Two Hircarrahs immediately, to try if they can find it. He

Having lately received Information from the Chief and Council at Maſulipatam, of the 
particulars of the Succours of Men and Stores imported at Mootapilly for the Uſe of Bazalet Jung, 
Brother to Nizam ul Mulck, within the Courſe of a few Months, we deemed it adviſeable to com- 
municate the ſame to the Governor General and Council, and at the ſame Time to make known to 
them our Apprehenſions; in cafe of a Rupture with France, and that Bazalet Jung ſhould not he 
prevented from collecting ſuch vaſt Quantities of Military Stores, and ſuch formidable Numbers of 
French, and other Foreigners, as he is daily enliſting into his Service. HT 


Par. 9. In the 2d Article of the Treaty afore-mentioned, entered into in 1768 with Nizam Ally 

Cawn, your Honours will be pleaſed to obſerve, that the Circar of Murtazanagur or Guntoor, 1s 
guarranteed to Bazalet Jung, on certain Conditions, during his L.ife-time, and at his Deceaſe, or In- 
traction of the Terms agreed upon, that the Property of it reverts to the Company. 


Par. 10. Were we convinced that Bazalet Jung had in the leaſt Manner infringed the Terms on 
vhich he holds Poſſeſſion of the Circar, we could, with the greateſt Propriety, not only call him to a 
ſevere Account for the ſame, but, according to the Tenor of the Agreement, dilpoſſeſs him of a

Dominions. On this Subject we have written particularly to the Governor General and Council, and

pillee, and the other Villages granted to the foreign Party in his Service, or, if practicable, the whole 
Guntoor Circar, at a certain reſerved Rent to him, which ſhould be mutually agreed upon for that

Par. 3. In Reply to which, we were given to underſtand by the Chief and Council at Maſulipatam, 
that they did not think any Endeavours they could make vte of would be ſufficient to induce Bazalet

We have had the Honour to receive your Letter of the iſt ultimo, and ſhall ſhortly conform to

Accompanying this, we have the Honour to tranſmit you Copies of a Letter from the Chief and Coun- 
cil at Maſulipatam, and of our Letter in Reply thereto; both of which we requeſt your particular At- 
tention to. On Reference to the Second Article of the Treaty of Alliance entered into between this 
Government and Nizam Ul Mulk, in 1768, your Honour, &c. will be pleaſed to obſerve, that the Cit- 
car of Murtazanagur was to held by Bazalet Jung, Brother to the Soubah, on certain Conditions during 
his Life- time, and at his Deceale, or Infraction ot the Terms agreed upon, that the Property of it revert» 
to the Company, For many Years palt Bazalet Jung, by Reafon of the Jealouſy and III-will . 
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ing between him and his Brother, as well as from the Situation of his Country, greatly expoſed to 
the Incurſions and Depredations of the neighbouring Powers, has conſtantly kept up a Kind of re- 
lar military Force, conſiſting of Natives, and a few Foreigners, moſt of them French. The En- 
-ouragement he hath openly given to Foreigners, has been frequently under the Conſideration of this 
Government z but we did not ſee how we could, conſiſtently with the Articles of the Treaty, take any 
Meaſures to put a Stop to ſuch Practice, ſo long as he obſerved the Conditions of the ſaid Treaty. — 
The conſiderable Supply of Men and military Stores which Bazalet Jung has of late received from 
the French, has induced us to pay more particular Attention to his Motions, and was the Cauſe of the 
abovementioned Letter from Maſulipatam ; and it therefore becomes not only a Matter of good Policy, 
but, conſidering our reverſionary Right to the pon ria. wh Circar, of evident Neceflity, to prevent, 
if in our Power, ſuch a Practice from being continued. Bazalet Jung not having infringed the 
Terms agreed upon in the Treaty of Alliance aforementioned, it does not ſeem conſiſtent with the 
Articles of Agreement, to diſpoſſeſs him of his Country, or to inſiſt upon the Diſmiſſion of thoſe Eu- 
zopean Troops, whom, he will ſay, he is under the Neceſſity of employing for the Protection of him- 
ſelt and Dominions. The only Mode, therefore, which occurs to us, for obviating the Danger to be 
zpprehended, is, to endeayour, if poſſible, to prevail upon Bazalet Jung to give up the Port of 
Mootapilly, at which Place all his Succours are imported, for an adequate Acknowledgement ; or, 
if practicable, the whole Circar upon the fame Terms; or that he will admit of its being protected 
for him by the Company, he being at the Expence of the Force employed on that Service.

Ne 98. The Paper I here, in a public Manner, encloſe to you, contains my Opinion for the preſent, 


on the Affair of Bazalet Jung, that is, ſo far as you have explained it to me.—I requeſt, as a Favour, 
that whatſoever you ſhall think fit to do in the preſent Circumſtances, you will pleaſe to acquaint me 


vith it particularly, What ſhall 1 ſay more ? 


From the Commencement of my eſtabliſhed Friendſhip with the King and Company, and Engliſh 
Nation, I have always been deſirous of their Aggrandizement and Advantage, and have always ex- 
erted myſelf, as far as my Power would go, for the Encreaſe of the Company's Authority in India.— 
In moſt of the Conqueſts the Engliſh have made, a Body of my Troops have acted in Conjunction 
with them; and in future alſo it is my Heart's Deſire, that all the Enemies of the Engliſh may be- 
come contemptible, and be extirpated, particularly the French, the Ruin of whoſe Power muſt 
contribute greatly to the Intereſts of myſelf, the Company, and the Engliſh Nation ;—on them I 

ave my Eye more than any of the reſt, and if any Scheme or Aſſiſtance of mine can contribute to 
tas End, it will impart to me the greateſt Satisfaction. 
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Having lately underſtood from the Governor, Mr. Wynch, by the Interpretation of Mr. Chats. 
bers, that the Governor General of Bengal has written to the Governor and Council of Madras, on 
the Subject of procuring the Diſmiſſion of the French Troops who are in the Service of Bazale: 
Jung, and putting the Company in Poſſeſſion of the Guntoor Circar ;—notwithſtanding that | am 
not fully and particularly acquainted with the Contents of that Letter, as I am yet convinced, from 
the Proceedings of the Supreme Council, that they have a ſtrict Regard for Juſtice, that they are g 
tinguiſhed for Wiſdom and Prudence, and that the Meaſures they purſue in 1 are agrecable to 
the Orders of the Court of Directors, and conformable to the Intentions 6f His Majeſty, who are 

my beſt Friends, I have not the leaſt Doubt that the Directions they may have given on this Sub. 
ject, have been well weighed and digeſted, and are entirely ſuited to the Occaſion, 


On the Suppoſition that the Treaty concluded between the Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah, myſclf, and 
the Company, in the Year 1768, need not be attended to, there is no Doubt but the Guntoor Circa 
may be taken Poſſeſſion of with a very ſmall Body of Troops; however, the Separation of the French 
who have been in his Service before the Writing of that Treaty, if done by Authority and Violence, 
is attended with Difficulties ; the Sword muſt be drawn, and War muſt enſue, and this will be ; 
Breach of the Treaty ſo concluded, ſigned, and ſealed, by the four Powers, I mean the Nizam, 
mylelf, the Company, and the Marattas, The Nabob Nizam ud Dowlah, the Nabob Bazalet 
Jung, and the Marattas, will not be perſuaded that this Government have entered upon Hoſtihties 
merely from an Enmity to the French, but will conclude that they have made this a Pretence fot 
breaking through all the Engagements that ſubſiſt between them, with a Deſign to make themlclve; 
Maſters of their Territories. Now that there is War between the Maratta Government and the 
Engliſh at Bombay, and that Preſidency have taken the Part of Ragonautrow, this Meaſure yill 
afford an excellent Pretext for the Nizam to fide openly with the People at Poonah. 


Hyder Ally Cawn has alſo got together an extraordinary Force of Horſe, Sepoys, Peons, and 
Artillery, and is ſtill raiſing more; he has a Deſign upon the Diſtrict of Cudapah, which is a De- 
pendency of mine, as alſo upon Caumool, Cadwall, &c. that is, he either means to make the Chic; 
of thoſe Places join him, or to take Poſſeſſion of their Territories; nay, he is ſo puffed up by the 
Number of his Troops, that in Defiance of the Engliſh, he thinks of laying Hands on the Diltris 

of Morari Row, who is included in the Treaty between the Governor and Council and himſelf, and 
propoſes commencing Hoſtilities againſt Bazalet Jung; in ſhort, he ſummonſes them all to join him, 
and if they refuſe, he immediately employs his Thoughts about ſeizing their Poſſeſſions. By what 
he has given Morari Row to underſtand verbally by his Vakeel, and the Meſſage he has allo te. 

arately ſent him, one may clearly fee the high Deſigns and the ambitious Deſire of an Encreaſe of 
Power he is poſſeſſed with: Theſe Circumſtances you will learn by the Two Letters from Morari Row, 
one to myſelf, and the other to his Vakeel, who is here, of which I ſend you Perſian Tranſla. 
tions encloſed; a Matter which cannot but prove highly injurious to tie Honour of the Company 
and the Intereſt of their Affairs. Now the Encreaſe of Hyder's Power is in fact an eſſential Addition 
to that of the French, for he has certainly the ſtrongeſt Attachment to them; and they, when 
Occaſion offers, place their Hopes in his Aſſiſtance and Alliance; and though, for want of Treaſure, 
and from other inauſpicious Circumſtances, the French ſhould be even deſirous of deferring all hoſtile

his Artillery, and Warlike Stores are abundantly formidable in his Camp.— That there is a Scantineſs 
in nothing, and his People are regularly paid; and that his firm Intention is to march with his Army 
againſt the Polygars Chectildurg, Raydurg, Ballauze, and Harpanpally; the Fouzdars of Sannoor 
and Cannoul, and the Dominions of the Peiſhwah as far as the River Kiſtnah, to collect from the ſe- 
veral Sedars, Soubahdars, and Polygars, as much Money as he chuſes; and to chaſtiſe thoſe that are 
refractory, or oblige them to join them. He ſent for my Vakeel into his Preſence, and ſpoke to him thus,

Tueſday 15th Auguſt 1975, went to the Nabob with the Governor; the Nabob was indilpoled, 
and wrapt up in a Shawl. The Governor told the Nabob, that ſome Time ago, on the Arrival of 
Warlike Stores and a Military Force from the French to the Country of Bazalet Jung, by the 
Way of the Guntoor Circar, he had written the Governor Getteral and Council cf Calcutta on the 
Subject.— That their Anſwer was now come, to this Purport : * That it was neceſſary to prevent 
« this Meaſure, either by having the ſaid Circar in our Poſſeſſion, or inducing Bazalet Jung to dil- 
« miſs thoſe Forces.” That Yeſterday the Council had taken it into Conſideration, and did propoſe 
to write the Nizam a Letter, acquainting him, that they did not petceive the Inconvenience that 


might ariſe from Bazalet Jung having the Guntoor Circar, at the Time they firlt conſented to 


that Meaſure ; but it now appeared, that from his collecting a Body of French in his Country, 
the Reverſion of the Guntoor Circar might not only be rendered uncertain to the Company, but 
their other Circars might alſo be injured by it—that therefore it was neceſſary either to let us have 
the Guntoor Circar at an Annual Rent, or that Bazalet Jung ſhould conſent to diſmiſs thoſe Eu— 
ropeans from his Service. The Governor then proceeded to tel] the Nabob, that the Board intended, 
in the Interim, to order the Sepoys at Ellore to be in Readinels, and ſome Sepoys to Vantepollam, 
which is cloſe to Mootapilly, where theſe Stores are landed, and to prevent any more from being ad- 
mitted therez and that the Ongole Battalion was to be in Readineſs, in caſe it ſhould become 


neceſſary to uſe any Forces in that Quarter: The Governor ſaid, he informed the Nabob of this, 


as it was thought proper he ſhould be previouſly acquainted, when ſuch Meaſures were about to 
be purſued. The Nabob anſwered dryly, That it ſeemed needleſs to acquaint him, but he was, 
however, obliged for that Favour, The Governor aſked his Opinion to which he replied, it was out 


of Place to aſk his Opinion, when a Matter was abſolutely reſolved upon. The Governor laid, it 


was an Affair propoſed, and they ſhould be glad of his Opinion about it. The Nabob ſaid, if they 
wanted his Opinion, merely as ſuch, it was one Thing; and if by way of attending to his Advice, 
another; that in this Caſe, if they would write him a Letter on the Subject, he would anſwer it; 
he could not give his Opinion on ſuch a Matter, without ſome previous Reflection. The Governor 
laid, it was not public as yet, it was only known to the Gentlemen of Council. The Nabob 
anſwered, that it could not be private; if a Letter was wrote to the Nizam, the whole Decan muft 
then know it, and that he himſelf was as one of their Council. The Governor replied, that he 
had acquainted the Nabob with this Matter, becauſe he conſidered the Intereſt of the Nabob and

as not only to render him of Conſequence on the Sea Coaſt, but likewiſe of Conſideration in hi, 
= interior Dominions of Adoni; which, unleſs ſupphed with military Succours by the Port of 
Mootapillee, would be in a much leſs defenſive State than it really is. Negotiation, could 
it be carried on with Propriety, which we do not think it can, would never effectuate the neceſſary 
Purpoſes with Bazalet Jung, and therefore we are convinced, as well from the Reaſons which we have ad. 
vanced, as from the Jealouſy ſubſiſting between him and his Brother, that nothing leſs than forcible Mea. 
{ures would ever induce him to part with the Guntoor Circar, which he muſt look upon as a Poſſeſſion 
of too material Conſequence to let it be wreſted from him tamely : And further, by adverting 
1 to the Treaty of 1768, we could not but be of Opinion, that if we were to apply directly to Bazale, 
3 Jung, we ſhould by ſuch a Step give the Soubah the moſt alarming Jealouſy, which, by every political 
| Conlideration, we ſhould avoid. For us likewiſe to offer to protect the Guntoor Circar for Baz; 
Jung, in ſo ſhort a Time after we declined ſending the Soubah the Aid which he had applied for, 
would be to convince him to a Certainty, that he never was to rely upon the Faith of the Englig 
while an Adherence to their Engagements could in the leaſt affect their own, Convenience, or the 
genera] Syſtem of their Affairs: Whereas, in a Negotiation with him, as a Principal, we might ca 
convince him of the Propriety of the one, and of the Impropriety of the other; the Difference be. 
tween detaching a ſmall Body of Troops at an unfayourable Seaſon of the Year, into diſtant Pio. 
vinces, and that of raiſing and placing a Body of Troops in a Country which in ſo ſhort a Time is 0 
revert to us for ever, In ſhort, after the moſt mature Deliberation on the Neceſſity of preventing 
the French from gaining an Eſtabliſhment in the Guntoor Circar, as well as on the Meafures which 
we have the Sanction of your Honour, &c. to adopt, we could not but be of Opinion, that the 
writing to Bazalet Jung, or the entering upon any kind of Negotiation with him without the Cop. 
currence of the Soubah, would be to raiſe up more Difficulties towards the Accompliſhment of our 
Ends than would be found an eaſy Matter for us to overcome. And we therefore reſolved to com. 
mence a Negotiation with the Soubah by Letter, Copy of which comes enclofed, for your Informa. 
tion; and in the mean Time have directed that the Troops in the Circars dependant upon Maſuli 
patam, be held in Readineſs to march, in caſe we ſhould find it expedient to carry our Meaſures into 
Execution by a military Force. Having in this Manner, and for the Reaſons we have given, deter. 
mined to apply immediately to the Soubah, we deemed it of Conſequence that the Nabob ſhould 
be previouſly acquainted of the Line which we meant to take, and that he ſhould be requelted to 
give us freely his Sentiments thereon, in order that nothing of Moment, which in its moſt diſtant 
Conſequences could affect the Tranquillity of the - Carnatic, ſhould be undertaken without his 
Knowledge and Opinion. Accordingly, we received a Letter from the Nabob, Copy whereof is en- 
cloſed ; wherein he ſtates to us freely the Objections, which he has to a Letter being ſent to the 
Soubah, whom he declares to be no Well-wiſher of the Engliſh ;—but as thoſe Objections, and the 
Argument which he brings in Support of them do not appear to us in the alarming Light in which 
they are repreſented, we have adhered to our firſt Determination, and in conſequence, we have 
diſpatched the Letter to the Soubah : Previous however to the Diſpatch of the Letter, the Nabob 
was made acquainted with the Subſtance of your Honour, &c.'s Letter of the 5th of July, and 
of that which we had prepared for the Soubah; and he accordingly addreſſed us another Letter 
on the Subject, Copy whereof is encloſed. F 55 VV

GIR Robert Fletcher acquaints the Board, that as he has a Motion to propoſe upon the Subject 
Matter of the laſt Conſultation; he deſires that a Letter may be read from Mr. Brooke, 14th 
March 1773, when he was Chief of Maſulipatam. 5 THEE, 
Letter from Mr. Brooke, 14 March i 774, read accordingly: 

General Fletcher then addreſſes the Board as followeth : 


Since our laſt Meeting, I have read with Attention the ſeveral Papers relative to the Guntoor 


Circar, and I have maturely conſidered what the Conduct of Bazalet Jung has been ſince our Trea- 


ties of 1766 and 1768, with his Brother the Soubah. By the 5th Article of the Treaty of 1766, 
Bazalet Jung, his Agents, and Dependents are bound, under Forfeiture of his Right of Poſſeſſion, 
not to cauſe any Diſturbances, to the Prejudice of the Company.—Bazalet Jung may ſay he has not 


broken the 5th Article, becauſe he has not yet cauſed any actual Diſturbances, but it is my Opinion, 
that he has for Years paſt been acting in direct Contradiction to the Spirit of the 5th Article, by 
receiving Numbers of our Europeans into his Service, and by the Encouragement he has conſtantly 


given them to deſert, either to himſelf or his French Party. 


By the Second Article of the Treaty of 1768, it is expreſsly the Opinion of the contracting 
Parties, that Bazalet Jung had, previous to that early Period, broken the 5th Article of the Treaty of 


1766, The Parties declare therefore, that the Company had then had a juſt Claim to take Poſ- 
lefſion of the Guntoor Circar; but in Conſideration of our Friendſhip for the Soubah, and our Deſire 


not to diſtreſs his Affairs, by obliging him to provide Bazalet Jung with another Jaghire, we over- 
look his bad Conduct, arid conſent to continue him in Poſſeſſion of the Circar, upon the Terms of 
the Treaty of 1766 ; with the additional Clauſe inſerted in the Second Article of the Treaty of 1768, 
that he ſhall live in Harmony with the Engliſh, and that he ſhall give no Protection or Aſſiſtance to 
any of our Enemies. Such are the Terms of both Treaties ; and ſuch has been the notorious and re- 
peated Conduct of Bazalet Jung, both ſubſequent and previous to the Treaty of 1768, that I think he 


has ated in open Violation of both, and in a Manner, though flow and progreſſive, yet, in his 


Situation, the moſt direct and the moſt probable in the End, to do a real Prejudice to the 
Company.

I know that Mr. Du Pre, and perhaps Mr. Wynch, received frequent Information (although they 
may not be entered on the Records) from the Chiefs of Maſulipatam, and Officers commanding to 
the Northward, of the great Prejudice we have repeatedly ſuſtained, in conſequence of the En- 
couragement given by Bazalet Jung, his Agents, and Dependants, to the Deſertion of our Eu- 

'opeans. Such then has been the Conduct of Bazalet Jung; and I take this public Opportunity of 
e Grelaring it to be the moſt effectual Way of violating the Spirit of both Treaties to our Prejudice, 
nay, the very Words of the Treaty of 1768 are groſsly infringed ; for I believe that it will he ad- 
mitted that our own Deſerters are Enemies, but Enemies of the worſt Sort. If Bazalet Jung's Con- 
duct therefore can be reconciled to the clear and obvious Terms of the Treaty of 1768, it muſt be 
done by thoſe who have better logical Abilities than I can pretend to; and, unlefs fome Member of 
the Board can prove to me, that I do not underſtand the Meaning of the Treaty, or that I am miſ- 
ntormed with reſpect to Bazalet Jung's Conduct, I ſhall enter my Proteſt againft delaying any

no Time is to be loſt in removing the French from the Guntoor Circar; becavſe it is manifeſt 
to them, and it is ſo to me, that the Number of French and the Quantity of Stores now in the 
Guntoor Circar, are concerted in conſequence of a Scheme, to ſecure to them the Poſſeſſion 
of that Province, and to put them in a Condition to attack our Circars on the firſt favourable Ob. 
portunity, as well as to enable them to carry on their Intrigues with thoſe Country Powers, who al. 
ready entertain the greateſt Jealouſy of the Engliſh, Upon this Opinion alone, they recommend to 
you to form a Body of Troops, if poſſible, in Conjunction with the Nabob, and march them imme. 
diately to the Frontiers of the Territory of Bazalet Jung, and then inſiſt on the immediate Dil. 
charge of the French Party. But had they known the frequent Cauſes which I think Bazalet Juno 
has given us to complain of a Breach of Treaty, It is my Opinion they would have recommended 
to you to diſpoſſeſs him immediately of the Circar. It is not to be ſuppoſed that the Governor Ge. 
neral and Council did not advert to the Treaty, when they writ their Letter to this Preſidency of the 
5th July, becauſe in your Letter of the 13th June, wherein you apply to them, you clearly explain 
the Terms of the 2d Article of the Treaty of 1768; and they in their Anſwer expreſsly tell yoy, 
that after weighing maturely the Subject of your Letter, they came to the Reſolution they have re. 
commended.—Inſtead of following their Recommendation, you wrote to the Soubah on the 18th of 
Avguſt, to deſire his Interpoſition with his Brother, — The Soubah has not anſwered your Letter; 
and if he had anſwered it, it is more than probable that the Anſwer would have been vague and in. 
concluſive ; for the Soubah cannot, without wounding his own Honour in the Eyes of all the Princes 
of India, openly ſacrifice the Intereſts of his elder Brother to thoſe of the Engliſh, however much 
his Diſlike to his Brother may lead him to wiſh that we ſhould purſue the very Meaſure we recom. 
mend, without making him a Principal: And in a political Light likewiſe I think the Soubah will 
take no Part, from an Apprehenſion, that ſuch a Conduct in him might induce his Brother to throw 
himſelf into the Arms of Hyder Ally; who, for the Kingdom of Adoni, and the Aſſiſtance he would 
receive in annexing Canoul and Cudapah to his Dominions, as well as from his Enmity to the Sou— 
bah, would be glad to aſſert an Elder Brother's Right to the Muſnad ; on which he might place 
him without much Difficulty, leaving us to take quiet Poſſeſſion of the Guntoor Circar, and exone. 
rating us, perhaps, from our Piſhcuſh Burden. We have Information, that the Zemindars of the 
Guntoor Circar are ordered to aflemble immediately at Condavir; of a Part of Bazalet Jung's Army 
being actually arrived at that Fort; of an Advance of the New Year's Jemmabundy being re- 
vired ; of Bazalet Jung's great Preparations for War, and of a Foundry being erected by the 
'rench for caſting Cannon and Shot. For all theſe Reaſons, then, joined to the Gonfideration that 
the Governor General and Council came to their Reſolution without ſeeing thoſe Inſtances of Ba-

Since I have ſeen the Letter, juſt now received from the Governor General and Council of Bengal, 
of the 2 3d of laſt Month, wherein they tell us, © that they will give us further Inſtructions when they 
know the Reſult of the Letter wrote to the Soubah; of the 18th of Auguſt,” I think we cannot com- 
mence Hoſtilities againſt Bazalet Jung, till we receive thoſe further Inſtructions; and therefore, on 
that Account only, I put my Negative on General Sir Robert Fletcher's Motion. I came here fully 
determined to vote in Favour of it; and as my Reaſons for that Opinion are contained in the follow- 
ing Minute, I beg Leave to enter it on the Records: x 


Becauſe, on the moſt mature Deliberation on what has already paſſed, with regard to the Guntoor 


Circar and to Bazalet Jung, I think the Honour and Intereſt of the Company materially concerned,

We have told the Court of Directors and the Governor General and Council, that Bazalet Jung 
had not infringed the Terms of the Treaty of 1768. I will ſay for myſelf, that I concurred in that 
Opinion, without having ſufficiently weighed all the Circumſtances ; for, conſidering the Company's 
reverſionary Right to the Guntoor Circar, and the Condu ions on which they have ſuffered him to 
enjoy it during his Life, viz. that he would do nothing to their Prejudice, &c. it naturally follows, 
that Bazalet Jung ought to have regarded the Company as his firſt Friends, and have deſired their 
Aſſiſtance only for the Protection of his Country, whenever he apprehended any Danger. Inſtead 
of obſerving ſo wife a Conduct, and which appears to me to have the true Spirit and Meaning of the 
Treaty, he has formed Connections with their Rivals, the French, by giving Monſieur Lally, and 
others, Jaghires in that very Diſtrict which belongs to the Company, and by, receiving continual 
Supplies of Men and military Stores from Pondicherry.

I am very ſenſible that we ought to be extremely cautious, how we engage the Company, 


without ſufficient Cauſe, in military Operations, that may involve them in Troubles with any of the 


Country Powers. If the Information we have juſt received from the Chief of Maſulipatam is to 
be depended on (and I think it may) we have Reaſon to believe that the Soubah would be well 
pleaſed if we took Poſſeſſion of the Guntoor Circar, as it would be an Advantage to him hereafter, 
though it may not be convenient for him at preſent to give his public Sanction for our acting 
againſt his Brother; and his not having yet returned an Anſwer to the Preſident's Letter, to tell him 
that he approved or diſapproved of the Meaſures we intended to take, as to myſelf, is a Confirma- 
ton of this.

In th:s I was actuated 
by my Apprehenlions of the dangerous Conſequence to be expected from a Perſeverance in the Mea- 
ſure which had been adopted, and from a Perſuaſion of the Unjuſtifiableneſs thereof. By the Advices 
now received from the Chief at Maſulipatam, and Captain Duncan, it appears that Bazalet Jung has, 
in conſequence of that Meaſure, taken the Alarm; and, as J foretold, is endeavouring, by every Means 
in his Power, to provide for the Security of the Guntoor Circar, and to repel Force by Force, At the 
Time I delivered in my abovementioned Minute, I was convinced that the Court of Directors, in 
jome Part of their Advices to this Government, had been explicit on the Subject of ſeizing Military 
Stores intended for the Service of the Country Powers; but 1 could not Immediately reter to the par- 
acular Paſſages : I however made it my Buſineſs to ſearch for the Orders, and which I found under 
Date the 25th March 1768, Par. 15, 16, 17 and 18, They appeared to me quite applicable to the 
relent Caſe, and thought it my Duty to lay them before the Board at the ſucceeding Conſultation. 
The Court of Directors appear to me to expreſs themſelves therein very clearly and fully, of the Unjuf-

unleſs ſuch Powers are actually at War with us, or our Allies.

However, to ſave the Trouble of a Reference, and that the Company's Orders may here appear in 
their own Words, I beg Leave to quote them as follows: 8 e 


779 Extract from the Company's General Letter, dated 25th March 1768. 


Par. 15. Having peruſed your Proceedings in the ſeveral Conſultations referred to in the Margin, re- 


lating to the Practices of ſome Europeans, in ſupplying the Country Powers in Enmity with the Com- 


pany's Allies, with Warlike Stores; and having taken Advice thereon, we are of Opinion, that it may 


be of very dangerous Conſequences if we ſhould ſend Orders for ſtopping and confiſcating Warlike 


Sores anſwering this Deſcription, and the Veſſels carrying them; for if they are fairly bought of Eu- 


ropeans, we think the Aid which the Company can, conſiſtently with the Terms of Amity this Nation 


is bound to hold with other European Powers, afford to their Indian Allies, will not juſtity ſuch Seiz- 


ure and Confiſcation. 


16. The Charters granted to the Eaſt India Company have no Tendency to enable the Company to 


enter into offenſive Wars; and great Circumſpection is neceſſary in the Alliances they enter into with 


the Indian Powers, leſt the Aſſiſtance they afford under ſuch Treaties ſhould give juſt Cauſe of Um- 
brage and Reſentment to European Powers, and kindle the Sparks of a new War in Europe. We 
never thought that an offenſive and defenfive Alliance with an Indian Prince, againſt all the World, 
was warranted by the Company's Charters, or the Laws of Nations; in caſe of an Attack, the 
Company have a Right not only to repel Invaders, but to obtain Satisfaction for Injuries they may 


have aſcertained and in ſuch Inſtances we mult ſuppoſe that actual War exiſts, with or without a for- 


mal Declaration of it; and then the ſupplying the Enemy with Stores, or other Things neceſſary to- 
wards the carrying on ſuch War, is a Breach of good Faith and Amity ; and we think the Company 


would be well warranted in ſeizing Stores thus intended to be ſupplied. So likewiſe in Wars com- 


menced againſt the Company by Indian Powers, we have no Doubt that the like Means would be 
juſtifiable; but, where the Company can conſider themſelves only as Allies, we cannot think that at- 
tacking and ſeizing the Property of Europeans is either legal or prudent. 

17. We have taken Occaſion from your ſaid Proceedings (which we obſerve you finiſhed with pro- 


per Caution) to give you our Sentiments thus fully, for your Information and future Guidance on a 


Subject of ſo interefting a Nature. 


18. Moſt undoubtedly the Practice of Europeans furniſhing the Country Powers with Men and 
Warlike Stores, is greatly prejudicial to the Nabob, and the other Indian Powers in Amity with us 


and may, in its Conſequences, prove ſo to the Company: It is therefore incumbent on our ſaid Allies, 


bo far as regards themſelves only, to take ſuch Meaſures as they ſhall think juſtifiable, prefering paci- 
he ones to any other; in which latter you are to interpoſe your good Offices with the ſeveral Chiefs 
of the European Nation, to obtain Redreſs for any Injuries of this Kind, and to prevent the Repetition 
of them in future. 


The Reaſons which 1 me to oppoſe the Motion are, 


iſt. Becauſe I conceive that any hoſtile Meaſures to compel Bazalet Jung to accede to the Terms

2d. Becauſe I cannot think that any Act of Bazalet Jung can warrant ſuch a Proceeding ; as it doe; 
not appear to me that he has, in any Shape, violated the Terms on which he holds the Circar of Gun. 
toor, The Board, on their Records, and in their Letters to Europe, to Bengal, and Maſulipatam, have 
declared as much. His entertaining and keeping of Foreigners in his Service, and receiving Supplies 
of Military Stores, whenever he can get them, cannot, I conceive, be conſtrued a Breach of the Treat 
eſpecially when it is certain, that excluſive of the Guntoor Circar, he has a much more conſiderable 
Country dependant on Adoni, to defend, on which the Company cannot pretend to any Claim, and for 
the Protection of which he is certainly at Liberty to entertain what Troops he pleaſes, provided they 
are not actually Enemies to the Company or the Carnatic; and I think it is evident that the European, 
maintained by him are principally for that Service: Since, while he obſerves the Terms of the Treat 
on which he holds the Circar of Guntoor, he can have nothing to apprehend for the Safety thereof, it 
being bounded on the North by the Company's Circars, on the South by the Nabob's Country, and on 
the Weſt by his own; whereas his Country of Adoni is open to the Attacks and Depredations of the 
Marrattas, Hyder Ally, his Brother Nizam Ally Cawn, and other Country Powers ; and to the Safety

of which, it therefore certainly behoves him to be the more attentive, 


3d. Becauſe it was well known at the Time the Treaty was concluded with the Soubah in 1769, 
that Bazalet Jung had many French and other Foreigners in his Service; that he had becn long 
before, and was then, entertaining all he could get; and that he received Supplies of Military Stores 
whenever he could procure them, Tf ſuch a Conduct was deemed improper or contrary to the In. 
tereſt and Meaning of the Treaty, a Clauſe ought to have been inſerted therein, to prevent the ſame, 
and to compel him to rely on the Company alone for Protection. 


4th. Becauſe I cannot conceive that the Commanding Officer of the Europeans in his Service, 
having entertained ſome of our Deſerters, can be deemed or conſtrued a Breach of the Treaty of 1768, 
It did appear to the Board in that Light at the Time it happened, now upwards of Two Years ago; 
and it is well known, that on Application to Bazalet Jung on the Subject, he ordered them to be 
diſmiſſed his Service, The trifling Diſputes which have happened between his People and thoſe of 
the Company, on the Confines of our reſpective Diſtricts, regarding Watercourſes, and the Liberty 
of cutting Wood, &c. and on which it has not been thought neceſſary to come to an Eclairciſſe. | 
ment with him, cannot ſurely be deemed a Violation of the Treaty, or a ſufficient Ground to warrant 
our Proceedings to Hoſtilities, to deprive him of the Circar of Guntoor. | 


sth. Becauſe, excluſive of the Imputation of a Breach of Treaty, (which, as I have ſaid before, 
I conceive this Government would incur, by proceeding to Hoſtilities, to compel. Bazalet Jung to a 
Compliance with the Requiſitions propoſed, without the Concurrence of the Soubah) I apprehend 
that, notwithſtanding what is alledged of the Soubah's Jealouſy and Diſlike towards his Brother, that 
his Inclination towards the Company is by no Means more favourable; that he would rejoice at their 
being diſpoſſeſſed of the Circars; and that it is not improbable, that he might be induced to ſupport his 
Brother, which the preſent diſtracted State of the Maratta Government ſeems to leave him at Liberty of 
doing. And although I do not think that Hyder Ally will wantonly or haſtily enter into a Quarrel 
with us, yet it is impoſſible to ſay what he may not attempr, on ſeeing us engaged in Trouble, or 
what a tempting Offer of Country from Bazalet Jung may not induce him to undertake ; and to 
what Lengths we may be led, having once drawn the Sword, no one can tell :—We cannot ay, we 
will go thus far, and no farther. To carry on a long and expenſive War, I am afraid our Finances 
are by no Means equal eſpecially when if is conſidered, that the Collection of our Northern Re- 
venues, our principal Reſources, would probably be ſtopt in the Beginning, our Inveſtment mult 
immediately ccaſe, and the Company of courſe be diſappointed of returning Cargoes to aſſiſt them 
in fulfilling their Engagements in Europe, Moreover, as this War would be wholly on the Com- 
pany's Account, we could not expect that any Part of the Expence would be borne by thc

The more I refle& on the Conſequence which muſt attend the Intercourſe between the French 
and Bazalet Jung, the more I am convinced of the Neceſſity of putting a Stop to that Intercourſe 
for though the French have not openly appeared in it, I have not a Doubt but they are ſecretly and 
jotimately connected with him, and if ever Bazalet Jung ſhould aſpire to the Muſnud of Hydrabad, 
in Right of being the elder Brother, it is through the Aſſiſtance of the French by which he means 
to obtain it. Bazalet Jung has ever been deemed a Favourcr of the French Intereit, and I believe it 
would not be eaſy to point out a ſingle Inſtance wherein he has ſhewn a friendly Diſpoſition to the 
Engliſh; and did not his natural Attachment to the French preponderate againſt the real Benefits 
which he has received from the Engliſh, in giving him a Revenue of £.80,000 a Year, it ſhould le:m 


that Gratitude alone ſhould have attached him to the latter. If ever the French mean to figure again 
on this Coaſt, they muſt form an Alliance with ſome Country Power; that with Hyder Aly, though 


he is the moſt able to affift, yet is attended with many Difficulties, becauſe of the Carnatic lying 


between, through which the Supplies of Men and Stores may be intercepted; this is not the Caſe 
with Bazalet Jung, their Intercourſe with him is immediate and direct through the Sea-port of Moota- 


pilly ; and in cate of a War with the French, it ſeems more than probable their firſt Stroke would 


be in the Northern Circars, to cut off, by his Aſſiſtance, our Revenues there, which amount to near. 


Ten Lacks of Pagodas per Annum; and as the Nabob has told us, in caſe of Troubles in the Car- 
natic he will not be able to ſupply us, our Finances then would be reduced indeed. It ſeems there- 
fore of the greateſt Conſequence, that our Revenues from our Circars ſhould be permanent and ſecure 
and I think they cannot be deemed ſo, while Men and Stores are ſupplied Bazalet Jung by the French. 
But as they have not openly appeared in this Intercourſe, they cannot openly take Umbrage at our 
intercepting it. This then ſeems the moſt favourable Juncture to take vigorous Meaſures , for ſhould 
we wait until they publicly declare their Intentions, we could not then take any Step in this Buſi- 
neſs without endangering a Rupture between the Two Nations. With reſpect to the Queſtion, — 
whether Bazalet Jung has broke the Treaty or not,—I muſt acknowledge, that when it was en- 
tered on our Minutes, that he had not, 1 gave my Aſſent thereto with great Reluctance; and I 


may with Truth ſay, that I did not object to it, rather than that J concurred in that Opinion. And 


if we at this Time take a Review of the whole Tenor of Bazalet Jung's Conduct, his Attachment to 
the Frehch in Preference to the Engliſh, his encouraging our People to deſert us, his granting a Jaghire 
in the Guntoor Circar to a French Officer when the Company have a reverſionary Right to it, 
his employing another Officer in the Management of his Affairs at Mootapilly, who had taken upon 
him to alter the antient Watercourſes, Land Marks, and Ulages of the Country, and puniſhed cor- 


porally the People of the Company's Villages; I cannot think that Bazalet Jung, who enjoys the 
Guntoor Circar by Treaty on Sufferance and Good-behaviour, can be ſaid to merit much Regard from 
the Engliſh ; on the contrary, I think this Government had a Right to call him to an Account by the 


Spirit of that Treaty, in the very firſt Inſtance of his receiving our Deſerters, and that his Conduct 


ever ſince has been an Aggravation of that Fault, 1 am therefore of Opinion, it would be right in 


this Government to take an active Part in this Buſineſs, having firſt obtained the Concurrence of the 
Governor General and Council thereto; and in caſe Satisfaction is not obtained, then to take Poſſeſſion 
of the Guntoor Circar, and thereby break off his direct Intercourſe with the French, even though we

The Nizam, it may be imagined, would not chuſe to give his public Concurrence to this Meaſure, 
to ſave Appearandes to the World, though ſecretly he may wiſh it ſhould take place; for it is well 
known that Jealouſics have for a long Time ſubſiſted between the Two Brothers: And as Self. preſer- 
vation is the great Law of Nature, the more the Nizam can reduce the offenſive Power of the other, 
the leſs will be his own Apprehenſions; and nothing can contribute more to this End, than cutting off 
the Means of Aſſiſtance which the French may afford. What then can reſt with the Nizam, but the 
Fear that his Brother may become burthenſome to him? - But if this can be provided for by paying

The Letter from the Governor General and Council of Bengal, under Date the 23d ult. which

Firſt. Becauſe the Governor General and Council's Letter of the 23d ult. appears to me to be 
nothing more than an unavoidable Acquieſcence in the Letter this Board has written to the Soubah 
on the 18th of Auguſt, without containing any Thing that can be conſtrued as an Approbation of 
the Board's having declined to follow the Idea recommended by the Governor General and Council, 
could not, I think, conſiſtently with the Dignity of this Preſidency, and the Regard that is due to the 
Soubah, inforce in their Letter of the 23d ult. what they recommended in their Letter of the gth 


of July; becauſe, in doing ſo, they would have ſuperſeded the Act of this Board, and endangered 
the preſent Harmony which ſubſiſts between us and the Soubah. 25 


Secondly. Becauſe Bazalet Jung's preſent Preparations for War, and his Correſpondence with 
the French, give us Apprehenſions, that if much more Time be allowed him, he will form Con-

The extraordinary Diſpatch which was uſed in ſending me the Duplicate of this Letter, would of 
itſelf have been ſufficient Evidence of the Solicitude with which your Anſwer is expected; but if it 
needed any further Demonſtration, the Care which has been uſed to fend a Copy of it here, to be 


explained to me, carries the ſtrongeſt Confirmation of the Soubah's Anxiety, and makes it incumbent 
on us to be cautious and determined in our Meaſures © | _ As 


I I am informed by very good Authority, that the oppoſing Intereſts of Bazalet Jung and Fazel 
Beg have particularly occaſioned this Anxiety in the Soubah's Mind upon this Occaſion ; and that while 
the aſpiring Views of Bazalet Jung are ſet forth by one Party, as a Motive for the Soubah's improving

THE Preſident lays before the Board the following Minute for their Conſideration. 


On referring back to the Records of 1775, I find the Attention of the Board at that Time very 
much employed in endeavouring to remove an Evil which has for ſome Years paſt threatened ng 
ſmall Danger to the Intereſts of the Company in the Circars. The Board will be at no Loſs to under. 
ſtand, that I mean the growing Power and Influence acquired by the French in the Guntoor Circar, 
an Object of ſo much Importance at this Juncture, when we expect a War with France, that I cannot 
too ſtrongly recommend it to their Attention; and I ſhall beg Leave, after ſtating briefly what has 
paſſed on the Subject, to propoſe to them ſuch Meaſures as appear to me immediately neceſſary 
to be purſued on this Occaſion, . Te” 


The Guntoor Circar was, by the Mogul's Phirmaund, granted with the other Northern Circars to 
the Company in 1765 ; but by the Treaties concluded between them and Nizam Ally Cawn in 1766 
and 1768, they conſented that Bazalet Jung ſhuuld hold the Guntoor Circar, during his Life, on cer- | 
_ tain Conditions, by which he was reſtrained from diſturbing their Affairs; at his Death this Circar

| Bazalet Jung holding on the above Tenure, a Country in which the Company have an immediate 
and powerful Intereſt, ſhould certainly have been at ſome Pains to cultivate their Friendſhip, or at 
| leaſt have been cautious of diſobliging them. Inſtead of obſerving a Conduct ſo prudent and ne- 
ceſſary in his Situation, he has ventured to provoke their Diſpleaſure, and even to inſult them, by 
converting this ſame Country, which in fact belongs to them, into a Nurſery for French and other 
Foreign Troops, who have been paid with its Revenues, ſupplied with all Sorts of Military Stores 
through the only Sea Port that opens to it, and who, to crown all, are to every Appearance ſupported 
by the Government of Pondicherry, evidently with the View of ſecuring that Province to themſelvcs, 
or of attacking the Company in that Quarter, in caſe of a Rupture with France : For this Purpole, it 
muſt be confeſſed, they are conveniently ſituated, and might give much Diſturbance to our Northern 
Poſſeſſions, which are the only ſure Source of Revenue to the Company on this Coaſt. 


Theſe Circumſtances were repreſented to the Governor General and Council of Bengal, in a Letter 
dated the + 1775; the Danger appeared to them in the ſame Light that it did to this 
Government, and they came to a Reſolution, that no Time was to be loſt in endeavouring to remove 
the French from the Guntoor Circar; the Mode they recommended, was to aſſemble a Body of 
Troops near the Guntoor Circar, and to inſiſt on all Foreigners being immediately diſcharged 10 
Bazalet Jung's Service, otherwiſe to take Poſſeſſion of the Country, and to negociate with Nizam tor 
the immediate Ceſſion of it to the Company. e On 


The Board at that Time, imagining this Mode of Application directly to Bazalet Jung would be

For theſe Reaſons I am of Opinion, and accordingly recommend to the Board, that Preparations 
de made as ſoon as poſſible, for executing the former Deſign of this Government relative to the foreign 
Troops with Bazalet Jung.

of Bengal to effect it in any Manner we may think proper; and that as little Delay as poſlible may 


happen, I think a Letter ſhould be written to Nizam Ally Cawn, acquainting him, that our Deſire of 
continuing on the beſt Terms with him induced us to repreſent the Behaviour of his Brother, Bazalet 
Jung, in the Firſt Inſtance, to his Highneſs, expecting the Evils complained of, would, by his

In conſequence of late Negotiations with Bazalet Jung, we have reſolved to fend immediately for 
the Protection of his Country, 3 Battalions of Sepoys, a Company of Artillery, and 6 Field Pieces. 


Hyder's Proceedings in that Quarter have added greatly to his Power, and given him a much mote 
eaſy Acceſs to the Carnatic than he had before; conſidering all theſe Circumſtances, we are of Opinion, 
that immediate Meaſures ſhould be taken to compel Hyder to retreat back within his former Limits, 
or, if neceſſary, to reduce him totally; tor we have every Reaſon to conclude, from the Language he holds, 
and from the Nature of his Proceedings, that he will very ſhortly draw into Hoſtilities; in which Caſe it 
will be highly expedient that we ſhould be prepared to att deciſively ; and we requelt you will favour us 
with your Sentiments and Determination upon this Letter as ſoon as poſſible. |

The Motions of our Troops from Bengal and Bombay, will naturally have excited a great Degree 
of Jealouſy and Diſtruſt in the Nizam, becaule they have been directed in Oppoſition to his profeſſed 
Views and Intereſt; he has openly remonſtrated both to the Governor General and Council at Bengal 
and to us, againſt the Support given to Raganaut Row, whom he conſidered as his declared Enemy . 
and there is Realon to believe, that he is no leſs adverſe to the Meaſures which have been been purſued 
with reſpect to the Rajah of Berar.

To remove theſe Impreſſions from the Mind of the Nizam, and to ſubſtitute others more favourable 
to the prefent Situation of the Company's Affairs, will be a Work of Difficulty, and we fear of Iime;

We encloſe herewith Copies of the Treaties concluded with the Nizam in 1766 and 1768, which 
will be of Uſe to you in framing ſuch Repreſentations as you may find it neceſſary to make to him, or 
in olwiating any Objections that he may raiſe againſt our Conduct, on the Grounds of thoſe T reatics, 
We delire you to afſure him of our firm Intentions to abide ſtrictly by the Terms of our Engage- 
ments in all Reſpects; and that we have nothing ſo much at Heart, as the Preſervation of the Peace 


and Friendſhip eſtabliſhed between him and the Company, by the Treaty of 1776. But as {ome 
Circumſtances have happened in Relation to the Guntoor Circar, which may be thought to affect the 
Terms of that Treaty, we ſhall here explain them to you, that you may be prepared to act as Occa- 


ſion ſhall require. 


The Guntoor Circar was, by the Mogul's Phirmaund, granted to the Company, with the other 


Northern Circars, in 1765, but at the Solicitation of the Nizam, was allowed to remain with his Bro- 
ther Bazalet Jung during his Life, on certain Conditions expreſſed in the Treaty of 1768. Bazalet 


Jung, unmindful of thefe Conditions, and diſregarding the Intereſts of the Company, has for ſeveral 
Years entertained a Body of Frenchmen in his Service, appropriating the Revenue of the Guntoor 
Circar for their Maintenance, and uſing the Port of Mootapillee, in that Circar, as an Inlet for, and 
furniſhing them with, warlike Stores. Theſe Frenchmen are till with Bazalet Jung; and as we 
deem it not only an Infringement of the Treaty of 1768 to entertain them at this Juncture, when we are 


at War with their Nation; but conſider alſo that their Vicinity to the other Circars, and the Means they 


poſſeſs of acquiring additional Strength, through the Port of Mootapillee, may render them formidable, 
and even dangerous to our Northern Poſſefſions, we are determined to ſpare no Pains in effecting their 


entire Diſmiſſion and Removal from the Country.

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Letter to the Governor General, 


Honourable Sir, 


HATE the Honour to tranſmit to you a Copy of a Letter which I this Day addreſſed to the 
1 Preſident and Select Committee of Madras. The moſt important Information I have been able 
to obtain, ſince my Arrival here, is, that the Soubah begins to grow jealous of Hyder Ally's 
increaſing Power; and in Effect, not only the Soubah's Security, but our own, ſeems to render it 
neceſſary that a Check ſhould be given to the Encroachments of that reſtlefſs Uſurper. By the Re- 
duction of the Fort of Chittuldungum, I have been informed that he acquired an Acceſſion of 
Country to the Amount of 30 Lacks of Rupees; he has ſince been employed in the Countries 
bordering on the Soubah's. He has entirely ſubdued the Cudapah Country, and poſſeſſed himſelf of 
a very large Sum in Plunder, and has exacted Sums of Money from the Cannoul Nabob, and from 
Bazalet Jung, the Soubah's Brother. How far it may be our Intereſt to purſue Peace at preſent, 
you are the belt Judge; but Hyder's Power, if it is ſuffered to increaſe, will certainly become 
formidable. The Soubah would be glad, I believe, ro ſtrengthen himſelf with our Alliance; and 


although he has not yet ſaid a Word to me upon this Subject, I am clear that the Buſineſs he deſired 
me to mention to the Governor of Madras, relates to this Object. ED 


Fazel Beg Cawn, who was formerly in our Service during the War with Myſore, and who was 
afterwards introduced and ſupported by — ul Dowla, at this Court, 1s become ſo powertul, 
that he is no longer controllable by the Soubah. This Man, who looks for Support to our Nabob, 
and who has a Faction in his Favour at this Durbar, and our Nabob, who is jealous of the Soubah, 
and who conſiders a free Communication of Sentiments with this Court, without his Intervention, as 

dangerous to his Influence; will both of them exert theinſelves to prevent my reſiding here: The 

Soubar and his Servants ſeem, at preſent, from Prejudice, to be diſinclined to it; and himſelf, as well 
as thoſe of his Servants who are his Friends and wilh him well, are full of Suſpicions. I think it, 

therefore, very probable, as ſoon as the Negotiations relative to the Views he has againſt Hyder, are 
brought to a Concluſion, that he will give me my Audience of Leave. If you ſhould be of Opinion, 
that my reſiding here can be attended with any Advantage to the Company, ſome Steps that may be 
conducive towards procuring the Soubah's Aſſent, will, no Doubt, ſuggeſt themſelves to you. The 
Soubah conducts his Buſineſs in his own Perſon; and as I am allowed free Conference with him, 

without the Intervention of an Interpreter, I can pledge myſelt for a faithful Communication of any 

Repreſentations you may have to make him, on the public Intereſts. | EO

Stations to this Court; Cawa Dowrar, an Omrah of the firſt Rank at the Durbar, having been ſent 
by the Soubah to my Tent, to receive me, and to conduct me to Court, with a Retinue of Elephants, 


&c. and a large Party of the Soubah's Troops. Upon my delivering the Governor's Letter, and 
the Company's Preſents, the Soubah expreſſed himſelf much pleaſed. | 


Nothing paſſed relative to Buſineſs on my Firſt Viſit but in conſequence of an Appointment laſt 
Night, I waited upon his Highneſs this Morning. Conformably ro my Inſtructions, I aſſured him, 
that it was your firm Intention to adhere ſtrictly to the Terms of the Treaty of 1768; that with 
reſpect to the Peſcuſh for the Circars, in full Confidence of his giving all reaſonable Satisfaction with 
regard to the Circar of Guntoor, and the Troops in Bazalet Jung's Service, it was your Intention 
to give Orders for diſcharging the Arrears, and paying the Peſcuſh regularly in future, according, 
to the Kiſts which have been ſettled for that Purpole ; that you had inſtructed me to make this 
Declaration to him; and that, with a View to a more caly Communication of Sentiments upon 
Aﬀairs of Importance, you were deſirous I ſhould reſide conſtantly at his Court. In Anſwer to 
what I have above ſtared, his Highnets made the ſtrongeſt and molt carneſt Declarations of his great 
Deſire to be upon Terms of the ſtricteſt Friendſhip with the Company; that he had not deviated in 
any Inſtance from the Treaty ſubſiſting between the Company and him; that he had been ſtrongly 
dlicited to join in ſupporting the French, but had deciſively, from the Beginning, rejected every 
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Overture, as inconſiſtent with his Engagements with the Company; that with reſpect to Lally's Party.

he has cauſed his Brother to diſmiſs thein from the Guntoor Circar, and that he had done this in Com. 


pliance with the Governor's Letter, at a Time when they might have been uſeful, on account of 
Hyder Ally's near Approach towards that Quarter. With reſpect to my reſiding at this Court, he (x. 
prefied himſelf doubttully, but he appeared on the whole diſinclined to it. He faid a great deal about 


our taking Part with Raganaut Row, which he conceived to be a Deviation from the Terms of the 


Treaty of 1768; but he ſpoke with great Moderation and Reſpect towards the Company, He then 
proceeded to tell me, that ke wiſhed 1 would ſtate the Purport of his Declarations to the Governcy . 


and that upon receiving his Anſwer, he ſhould have ſomething further to ſay upon ſome Matters ot 


Importance, in which the Company's Intereſts and his own were jointly concerned, I told him, that 33 
there had been already a Declaration of Friendthip on both Sides, there was no Neceſſity for writing 
to the Governor, and waiting for his Anſwer upon the Subject of what had paſſed; and that I WIG 
he would immediately inform me of the Bulineſs he had to propoſe, that I might communicate it 
without Loſs of Time, and receive early Inſtructions regarding it. In Reply to this, he again re. 
quelted me to communicate what had pafſed ; and hoped, from the whole of his Conduct, and the 
carneſt and ſincere Declarations he now made of his unſhaken Attachment to the Company, that the 
Governor would expteſs himſelf latisfied with reſpect to his Highneſs's firm Intention, of being ſteacy 
to his Engagements, and of his being heartily diſpoſed to adopt every Means in his Power, to pre. 
ſerve and cultivate the Company's Friendſhip. He gave me no Intimation of the Nature of the Buſinel; 
he had to propoſe ; but I have every Reaſon to believe, that he wiſhes to form an Alliance for the 
Reduction of Hyder Ally, who has lately taken Cudapah and Sidoutam, and exacted Money from 
Bazalct Jung and che Navob of Cannoul.

You are on no Account to carry any of the Troops beyond 
the Frontiers of his Country, without our expreſs Orders; but you are to employ them, at his Requi- 
fition, in enforcing due Obedience and Submiſſion from any of the Zemindars, or others his Depen— 
dants, who ſhail diſpute his Authority, or withhold from him his juſt Rights, . 


You are to pay the utmoſt Attention to Bazalet Jung, and to be careful, by preſerving the ſtricteſt 


Order and Diſcipline among your Troops, that no jult Cauſe of Complaint be given to him. If any 
Violences or Irregularities ſhould happen to be committed by our People, the Offenders muſt be 
paniſhed agreeable to our Laws and Uſages ; but if any Diſputes ariſe between our People and the 


Ryots or Servants of Bazalet Jung, thole laſt, ſhould they appear in Fault, muſt be delivered over to 


Bazalet Jung, or his Officers, to be puniſhed. 


You are not in any Reſpect to interfere with the Affairs of Bazalet Jung's Government, or to have 
any Dealings or Tranſactions in Money Concerns with him, or any of his People; and you are to 
take eſpecial Care that this Injunction be obſerved by every Perſon under your Command. 


In the Courſe of your March through the Territories of Bazalet Jung, you will preſerve the ſtricteſt 
Order, and ſee that the inhabitants be duly paid for every Thing you require from them.

I DID myſelf the Honour to addrefs you from Venayelly, metitioning the Behaviour of Hyder's 
Horſe, and my Reſolution of proceeding; the next Morning for Atcour; but after diſpatching the 
Hircarrah, I received from different People, Intelligence, founded on good Authority, that Mealures 
had been taken to ſurround the Detachment ; that the Paſs was defended by a ſtrong Barrier, and 
a large Body of Men both within and on the Outſide of it, plentifully ſupplied with Proviſions; and 
to render the paſſing more difficult if poſſible, Trees had been laid acroſs, and One Breaſt-work thrown 
up in the Rear of the other, to a conſiderable Diſtance. Fitata Chawn and myſelf have alſo received 
Accounts of a Number of Horſe and Foot having left Seringapatam for Coman, and another from 
Sedout with Five Guns, the more effectually to diſtreſs us. In this Situation I thought it neceſſary to 
hold a Council of the Five oldeſt Officers; who weighing every Circumſtance, gave it as their Opinion, 
that with our Strength, to force the Paſs would be impracticable, and the Attempt highly ridiculous; 
and that they ſaw no other Way of ſaving the Detachment, than by returning to the Guntoor Circar : 
In conſequence of which, I decamped Yeſterday Morning for Innacunda. After marching about Three 
Miles, we ſaw a ſmall Party of Horſe, One of which came up with us, and declared the whole Friends, 
_ Servants of Hyder, and entruſted with Letters for me and Fetula Chawn. The Letters were pro- 
duced, One for each from Meer Madee, the Commanding Officer of Comam, and Iſaac Beg, who 
commands the Troops near Dorual, Their Contents ſignified,” that the preceding Evening Orders had 
been received from Hyder through Meer Saib, to permit our March throughout his Diſtricts, and 
to take off the Guards at the Barrier, and in the Paſs, I ſaw through the Treachery, but concealed wy 
Sentiments, the better to get through the Wanampilly Paſs, where they might have given us a little 
Trouble: And this ſucceeded ; for inſtead of poſſefling it, and ſecured in believing J was ſatisfied with 
their Sincerity, they marched towards the Guntoopilly Paſs. I marched this Morning at Day- break, 
without any Appearance of Horſe for ſome Miles; at length they came out in ſmall Parties of Ten ot 
Fifteen, riding cloſe up to our Rear, and endeavouring to cut off the Baggage; but I had uſed ſuch 
Precautions as to make that impoſſible: They frequently fired at us, but at too great a Diſtance 
to do any Execution, In this Manner they harraſſed us for ſome Hours; when we perceived a Body of 
about One thouſand Horſe, and Two or Three hundred Foot, making their Approach on our Right 
Flank ; they moved rapidly, and came ſo near to the Rear Guard, that the Officer commanding it 
was obliged to fire Two Shot at them, which being exceeding well aimed, threw the Whole into the 


greateſt Confuſion ; Three were alſo given to thoſe who had advanced near to our Front, With the 
lame Effect. They had with them Three Stand of Colours. N

We have received your Letters of the 12th and 14th Inſtant. 

We cannot at preſent judge of the Sufficiency of the Reaſons which induced you to return with 
the Detachment to the Guntoor Circar, after having advanced ſo near to the Paſſes through which we 
withed you to march. It is doubtleſs commendable to withdraw Troops from any certain and imminent 
Danger, to which they might be expoſed by encountering too great a Superiority of Numbers; and 
if there be good Foundation to believe the Vaſſes were guarded in the Manner you mention, and that 
there were ſo many People to oppoſe you on both Sides, it was a prudent Meaſure to retreat from 
the Danger ; bur in order to decide clearly upon this Point, it is neceſſary we ſhould be informed 
how the Circumſtances you repreſent in your Letter were authorized, from whom you received the 
Intelligence, and what Reaſons you had to think the Particulars true, We deſire alſo that you will 
communicate to us the Minutes of the Council, which you judged it neceſſary to call, of the the prin- 
cipal Officers of the Derachment. ; 


We are concerned, after ſo long a Delay in the Guntoor Circar, that you were not better ſupplied 
with Proviſions: We ſhall enquire into the Reaſons of ſuch Neglect on the Part of thoſe who were 
directed to furniſh them; and we hope to find there has been nothing omitted on your Part that 
could haſten the Supplies, 


We would have you remain for the preſent at Innacunda, and we ſhall take Meaſures immediately 
tor ſending a proper Reinforcement to your Troops, and for having the Detachment fo amply ſup- 
phed with every Thing, that when it is ordered to march, there may be no Delay whatever.

1 HERE WIT H ſend you a Copy of a Letter which I have received from the Nabob, 
* Bazalet Jung Bahauder, expreſſing his Anxiety of Mind, at the Delay of Colonel Harpur, and 
the declared Enmity of his Brother the Nizam, and Hyder Ally Cawn, oecaſioned by his having 
entered into an Alliance with the Engliſn. You will alſo receive Copies of the Letters wrote by the 
Nizam and Hyder to him upon this Subject, and their Contents will plainly ſhew you the hoſtile 
Intentions of thoſe Two Powers againſt you and Bazalet Jung. The Nizam has called upon Runa- 
muſt Cawn, the Fouzdar of Kinnoul, to come to him; but his Intention in this, is to ſeize the Fort 
of Payckel and the Jaghire annexed to it, which belongs to this Fouzdar; who having it not in his 
Power to reſiſt Hyder, has agreed to comply with the Orders of the Nizam; he has accordingly 
ſent all his Family to Hydrabad; but I have Intelligence that he was till at Kinnoul on the 20th 
Rejub, though I cannot ſay whether he be there -at preſent or not. The Nizam is determined to 
ſend Six thouſand Sepoys and Six hundred Europeans, and a thouſand Horſe, to Kinnoul, under 
the Command of Monſieur Lally, a Frenchman, and to give up the Country of Kinnoul, as a Jag- 
hire, to thoſe Frenchmen, whoſe Power will be greatly increaſed. 


This Monſieur Lally has no other Intention in taking Kinnoul, Adoni, and Rauhaur, but to mani- 
feſt his Enmity to the Engliſh; and Bazalet Jung is Full of Cares and Anxiety on that Account: 
Beſides, it is Hyder's Intention, to ſend Troops immediately againſt Adoni, before the Engliſh arrive 
there. A variety of Difficulties preſent themſelves, but I make no Doubt that my Friends will 
conſider what Plan is beſt to purſue, Whaz ſhall I ſay more?

me Trouble before the Arrival of the Engliſh Troops. At ſuch an important Criſis, a Delay muſt 
be attended with Danger; thoſe Troops ought to be ſent with all Expedition; I muſt, therefore, 
recommend 1t to you, to uſe all your Endeavours to that Purpoſe. 
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Letter from Hyder All, to Hubar Cawn Bazalet Jung. 


It has reached my Ears, that the Nabob Suja Ul Mulk Bahauder, has given up the Circar of Gun- 
toor to the Engliſh, with an Intention of making an Alliance with them, and having a Body of their 
Troops ſtationed with him. Such a Step could never be dictated by Prudence or Foreſight. In every 
Part throughout Hindoſtan, where the Engliſh have eſtabliſhed their Influence, and got a Footing 
under the Cover of giving their Protection and Aſſiſtance, Experience has ſhewn what Treatment 
thoſe have met with who have had any Connection with that Nation. 
duct towards the Nazims of Bengal, and other Places, whom they have ſtripped of every Thing, and 

reduced under their own Authority. His Excellency, no Doubt, did not attend to all theſe Conſide- 

rations, when he thought of entering into a Treaty with them; for if he had, it is probable he would 

not have conſented to it. It is my Opinion, that the Engliſh ſhould not be allowed to have a Footing 

in this Part of the Country; Time will ſhew, whether any Benefit accrues from it or nat. His Ex- 

cellency might ſettle Things in ſuch a Manner, that he would keep Poſſeſſion of the Circar of Gun- 

toor. This might be done, by allowing the Killedars of my Country to rent that Circar from him, 

which would be paid to him in Three Kiſts, by the Means of the Houſe of Wolluſs Sunder the 
Soucar ; Nobody would then dare to attack that Country, Thanks to Heaven, my Troops are not 
few, and his Excellency would find it more for his Advantage to apply to me tor Succour, than to 
another. When once a Treaty takes Place between us, no one will dare to think of diſturbing that 
Circar. It is in no Shape whatever, prudent or conſiderate to call the Engliſh into that Country. When 
Hurry Pundit Purkich came ſome Time ago, and diſturbed his Excellency's Territories, I expended 
Lacks for the Good of his Excellency, and drove away Hurry Pundit. If I had not done it at that 
Time, his Excellency would have been obliged to comply with the exorbitant Demands which he 
made. It is not in my Power to conſent to his Excellency's giving up the Guntoor Circar to my old 
and bitter Knemies, for it joins to my Country, If the Engliſh are put in Poſſeſſion, his Excellency 
and I cannot agree. You, Sir, will explain all this in a proper Manner to his Excellency, and 
get his Leave to come to me, in order to ſettle this Affair. Fon, 


What are the Engliſh whoſe Name gives ſo much Alarm to the People of this Country ? How did 
Tencounter them when I was at War with them? How often were they not defeated by my victo— 


rious Troops? This is well known to every Body: Why ſhould they be ſo much feared that their 
Protection ſhould be ſolicited ? CY 


If his Excellency and I are joined, we ſhall ſtand in fear of no one. 


Letter from the Nizam, to Bazalet Jung. 


It has reached my Ear, that the People about you have thought it adviſeable to let the Engliſh 
Company have the renting of the Guntoor Circar from you, and to have a Body of Engliſh Troops 
placed with you. You well know the Diſpoſitions of thoſe Europeans, who, when once they get 
any Thing 1n their Poſſeſſion, never part with it, as may be ſeen from what they have done in Bengal 
and Oude. Sujah Dowla poſſeſſed ſome Power while living, but now the Englith Authority pre- 
vails throughout his Country, the Situation his Sons are in is known to all the World: It is not in 
their Power to recover their loſt Dominions. Hyder Ally Cawn can ſcarce be conſidered in any other 
Light but a Zemindar ; he is not ſecure in his Poſſeſſions; for we ſhall be able to recover when our

alſo intereſted himſelf with the Governor General of Bengal upon the ſame Account; we have 


come to the Reſolution of complying with your's and the Nizam's Wiſhes in this Reſpect, and have 
diſpatched the neceſſary Orders to our Officer commanding in that Country, to put your Agent into 
immediate and entire Poſſeſſion of it, and to withdraw the Troops entirely from the Diſtrict, I hope 
this will prove acceptable to you, and tend to ſtrengthen the friendly Diſpoſitions which have hitherto 
ſubliſted between us. May your Happineſs and Proſperity daily encreaſe ! What can I ſay more?

Copy of a Letter from the Governor General and Council of Bengal, to the Preſident and Select Committee 
at Fort Saint George. 


READ the following Letter from the Governor General and Council of Bengal : 


To the Honourable John Whitehill, Eſquire, Preſident, & c. Select Committee. 


Gentlemen, 3 ET” 
We are to acknowledge the Favour of your Letter of the 19th May, in which you inform us th 
you had reſolved to ſuſpend Mr. John Hollond from the Company's Service. As this Act cannot be 
_ reverſed, nor the Conſequences of it averted by any Power but that of the Company, we ſhall only 1; 
that it has given us the deepeſt Concern, and that we hope that Mr. Hollond's Conduct will no- 
appear to our Superiors to have merited the Severity with which you have proceeded againſt him, 


The actual State of the Negotiation in which he is employed, makes it neceſſary for us to commu. 
nicate to you the encloſed Copy of the laſt Letter we have received from him, and to expreſs to you 
our Expectation, that you will readily concur with us in yielding to ſuch a final Arrangement »f the 
only Point now in Diſpute with the Nizam, as we find indiſpenſably neceſſary for ſecuriug his New. 
trality, if not his Friendſhip, at a Period full of Difficulty and Hazard to the general Intereſts of the 
Company, and of the Nation in India, We do not mean, however, that any Sacrifices ſhould be made 

to the Nizam, inconſiſtent with the Company's Honour, or with that of your Preſidency. The Con- 
ceſſion he expects, and which we propolie ſhould be granted him, is in our Opinion founded in firig 
Juſtice, and in Effect will only replace all Parties concerned in the Poſſeſſion or Reverſion of the 
Guntoor Circar, preciſely on the Ground on which they ſtood a Year ago, and on which the moſt 
ſolemn Treaties between the Company and the Nizam had placed them. You will be pleated to re- 
collect, that the Meaſures authoriſed and recommended in our Letter to you of the 5th July 175, 
had, for their firſt and direct Object, to diſpoſſeſs the French of the Port of Mootapillee, to lecure to 
the Company the Reverſion of the Circar, and to accompliſh the Diſmiſſion of the French trom 
Bazalet's Jung's Service; but that (on his failing to comply with theſe Terms) the immediate Ceſſion 
of the Circar to the Company was to be obtained by a Negotiation with the Nizam. We did not 
mean to depart from this fundamental Principle, in the general Approbation which we gave to your 
intended Freaty with Bazalet Jung, in our Letter of the 25th January 1779; nor do we ſuppoſe chat 
you yourſelves had it in Contemplation to intringe the Treaties already ſubſiſting with the Nizam by

T HF Preſident lays before the Committee, a Draught of a Letter, which he propoſes to be ſent 


to Bengal, on the Subject ot the Requiſition made by the Governor Gencral and Council to them, 


for delivering up the Guntoor Circar to Bazalet Jung. 


The ſaid Letter is now read as follows: 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Eſquire; Governor General, &c. Council of Fort William. 


Gentlemen, | 2 : | 
We have the Honour to acknowledge the Receipt of your Eetter of-the-+2th June. The impor- 


tant Requiſition contained in that Letter, added to the Troubles which fo ſoon followed the Receipt _ 


of it. will, we flatter ourſelves, be conſidered by you as a ſufficient Apology for not ſen ſing an earlier 
Anſwer. The Subject has indeed engaged much of our Attention, and we have turned it over and 


over again in our Minds, with the View of meeting, as far as we poſſibly could, the Objects which 


you propoſed for our Compliance with your Deſire. 
It were needleſs to recapitulate what has paſſed relative to the Guntoor Circar, ſince the Year 1775, 
When the French Fleet ſtationed there, firſt became a Source of Jealouſy to us. Suffice to obſerve, 


that the Meaſures which were taken to obtain the Diſmiſſion of thele Troops, were ſuch as mult have 


convinced the Nizam of the ſtrict Regard we paid to our Treaties ; yet the repeated Applications we 
preferred to him on this Subject, availed nothing: The French were permitted to continue in the 
Guntoor Circar, and when the War with chat Nation broke our, we found it neceſſary to appoint a 
conſiderable Force to counteract their Deſigns. At this Time we alſo made a pointed Requilition to the 
Nizam, with no better Succeſs than the former one; and ſeeing there was little Probability of obtain- 
ing the End we ſought, by direct Applications in this Channel, we hiſtened to the Propoſals made 


to us by Bazalet Jung, and with your Sanction entered into a Treaty with him, which treed us en- 


tirely from the Inconvenience we had been ſo long endeavouring to remove, 


From this Review of Things, we confeſs it does not appear to us that the Nizam has any juſt 
Cauſe for Complaint. When our Rupture with the French took Place, it certainly became a Viola- 
non of Treaty in the Nizam, to permit our Enemies to remain in Bazalet Jung's Diſtricts, after we 
had formally demanded their Diſmiſſion: Nor could he, by the moſt rigid Conſtruction of the Treaty 
of 1768, accuſe us of any Breach of our Engagements in the Mode we purſued, in conſequence of 
his neglecting to do us Juſtice, But what, more than all we have ſaid, convinces us that we were right, 
1 . — our Proceedings, and the Treaty in Conſequence, had the Sanction of your Conſent and Ap- 
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Lou now require of us to deliver back to Bazalet Jung, the Guntoor Circar, which we ob. 
tained on certain Terms by virtue of the above-mentioned Treaty with him, Your Motives 
ſeem principally to reſt upon the Neceſſity of preſerving the Nizam's Friendſhip; and this in. 
decd is now become ſo urgent, that we are willing to make the Sacrifice you. propoſe for effect. 
ing it. As to the Mode of requiring us to give up the Circar, we do not goth in the Por Junc- 
ture to enter into the ſmalleſt Diſpute about it. 


The Difficulty which occurs to us in complying with your Deſire, is of another Kind: Never. 
theleſs we are heartily diſpoſed to remove it, and ſhall uſe our beſt Endeavours for that Purpoſe. 


When we obtained the Sunnuds for the Five Northern Circars, including that of Guntoor, the 
Nabob requeſted of the Company that he might have the Guntoor Circar at Rent, whenever it came 
into their Hands; which they aſſented to; and accordingly, after the Delivery of that Diſtrict to us, 
upon the Conclufion of the Treaty with Bazalet Jung, we farmed it to the Nabob for a Certain 
Term, ſubject to the Pleaſure of the Company; and the Nabob now holds it upon this Footing. We 

have written a Letter to his Highneſs, repreſenting what you have urged, as to the Expediency of 
giving up the Guntoor Circar in Compliance with the Nizam's Deſire, and expreſſing our Hope 
that he will relinquiſh his Claim upon it as Renter. So ſoon as we receive his Anſwer, we ſhall ac.

We have been favoured with your Letter of the 3d ult. in Anſwer to the one which we addreſied-. 


to you on the 12th June. 


You plead the Importance of the Requilition contained in our Letter, added to the Troubles 
which ſoon followed the Receipt of it, as an Apology tor not ſending an earlier Anſwer. You juſtify 
the Treaty concluded with Bazalet Jung without the Participation of his Superior, the Nabob Nizam 
Ally Cawn, againſt the Charge of having infringed the Treaty 1768; adding, that it had the Sanction 


of our Conſent and Approbation : Thar you are willing to deliver back to Bazalet Jung, the Circar 


of Guntoor, obtained by the Treaty; but that a Difficulty had occurred, which you were heartily 
difpoſed to remove, and would uſe your utmoſt Endeavours for the Purpoſe; namely, that you had 
farmed the Circar of Guntoor to the Nabob Waulajah, and that you had written a Letter to him, 
repreſenting what we had urged as to the Expediency of giving up the Circar of Guntoor, in Com- 
pliance with the Deſire of the Nizam ; and expreſſing your Hope, that he would relinquiſh his Claim 
upon it as a Renter; and that ſo ſoon as you received his Anſwer, you would acquaint us with it, and 


do every Thing in your Power to expedite this Buſineſs agreeably to our Wiſhes. To theſe Points

We knew not that you had wholly omitted the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn in the Negotiation ;. we 
could not therefore authorize what you had concealed from our Knowledge, much lefs ought our 
Sanction to have been ſuppoſed by Conſtruction to an Act which pledged the Faith of the Com. 
pany in one Inſtance, by the Sacrifice of it in another, and bore in its Formation the Priaciples of 
its own Diſſolution. e 


But as ſoon as we were acquainted with it, and were enabled to give it our Attention, we declared 
our Diſapprobation of it, and then firſt interpoſed our Authority, to prevent it from taking Effect, 
by requiring the inſtant Surrender of the Circar of Guntoor. 155 e 


Me cannot paſs over this Period of the Tranſaction, without obſerving, that although the 
Treaty with Bazalet Jung was concluded in the Month of April 1779, it was not till the 18th of 
February 1780 that you thought proper to adviſe us of it, and apparently for the only Purpoſe of 
informing us at the ſame Time, after the Difficulties which you had ſubſequently met with, from the 
Proteſt of the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, the Menaces of Hyder Ally, and the Retraction of lis 
Concurrence by the Nabob Bazaler Jung himſelf, on the Plea of his Inability to maintain it. 


Whatever Obligations our Sanction, given in the Manner which has been explained, to the Draft of 
the Treaty propoſed to Bazalet Jung, in December 1778, may be ſuppoſed to have conveyed on 
you to maintain it when made; yet, when the Party with which it was made, declared it invalid on 
his Part, and ſolicited to be abſolved from it, its Obligation certainly became void upon yours, and 
the Plea, that our Sanction had been previouſly obtained, will not avail againſt our Orders for te- 
ſtoring the Circar of Guntoor; fince, even in the exiſting State of the Treaty, it would have been 
no Infringement of it, to yield up any Right obtained by it, much leſs would it have been liable 
to ſuch a Conſtruction, when the reciprocal Condition of it had been annihilated, _ 


But your Oppoſition to our Orders in this Inſtance was not only not incumbent upon you, from 
the Engagement of the Treaty, but was in Effect, a Violation of it, ſince the Revenue of the 
Circar of Guntoor had been affigned to you by it, only as a Subſidy for the military Force which 
you had ſtipulated to furniſh him, at your own Solicitation, in the Room of the French Party under 
Mr. Lally, which he had on retained, and which at your Solicitation, alſo he had conſented to 
diſmiſs, and had actually diſmiſſed; when, therefore, he declined the Acceptance of that Aid, and 
you had already profited by his good Faith in the Diſmiſſion of Mr. Lally, we know not upon 
what Right you could retain Poſſeſſion of the Land which had been aſſigned as an Equivalent for 
that Aid, or how an Act of ſuch apparent Violence could be reconciled to the Treaty, from which, 
by his Rejection; of the only Condition intended for his Benefit, your Government derived every 
Advantage oſtenſibly propoſed to be obtained by it, and his none. „ 


The Plea which you alledge, of Difficulties ariſing from your Engagements with the Nabob Wat- 
lajah, comes laſt under Conſideration; and is, indeed, too ſerious not to be dwelt upon more particu- 
larly. The more we reflect upon it, the more we are at a Loſs to conceive how you could fo far forget 
that Reſpect which was due to our Authority, and the Faith which we informed you we had pledged 
to the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, as to admit of a Moment's Heſitation in the Performance of ou; 
Orders; but when we read your looſe, indefinite, vague Promiſes, of your Afiftance-in promoting cr 
Wiﬀhes, of an inſtant Conformity to our Injunctions, we have too much Reaſon to ſuſpe& ſuch a Conduct 
as an intended Cover to a fixed Reſolution not to obey us, under the Idea of the Nabob's Claims 
being of ſufficient Weight to poſtpone the Execution of a peremptory Requiſition from us, and 10 
make it optional in the Nabob, whether he will give up the Circar of Guntoor or not, as his on 
Convenience, or perhaps, even his Caprice ſhall determine. | TE. 


And this appears the more ſtriking, when we recollect, in your Letter of the 3d September, you 

inform us, that you actually had made Repreſentations to the Nabob; when we have received Letters 

from you, dated the 17th September; when, even from your own Account, the Letter which or

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had written to the Nabob, muſt have deen in his Poſſeſhon above a Fortnight; and when, from 
the 3d September to the 10th, you delayed precoring any Anſwer, although a conſtant, we might 
add a daily Communication ſubſiſts between the Nabob and the Governor, and his Reſidence is 
within your own Walls; and when it is evident, that the Subject of the Letter from you to the 


Nabob, could not have comprized in it a Number of ſpecific Articles, which would have taxen 
a Length of Time to reply to : There could be no References to Accounts, no voluminous Matter to 


wade through; nothing, in ſhort, to which a tedious or minute Examination was neceſſary : And 
when we combine all theſe Circumſtances together, and reflect, that the Letter could have contained 
ſimply One plain Propoſition, Whether or not the Nabob would give up the Guntoor Circar? which 
required not a Day, no not an Hour to determine, we maintain that it was your Duty to have 
exacted a poſitive Anſwer from the Nabob, without admitting any Pretence for Delay; and that the 
Difficulties which you have alledged in Extenuation of your Miſconduct, were beneath you to offer, 
and unworthy of us to receive. Your Conduct has expoſed us to the Reproaches and Deriſion of 
the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, who has openly taxed us with having attempted to amuſe him with 
Promiſes, which, though ſolemnly made, we have not. the Ability to perform; nor has he ſcru— 
pled to avow himſelf the Adviſer of the Confederacy, the Effects of which you yourſelves have 
recently and too fatally experienced, juſtifying it by the aggravated Injuries which he had ſuſtained 
in this particular Inſtance, and in the offenſive Demands made on him, through your late Miniſter, 
Mr. Hollond. To what Lengths of Reſentment he may proceed, we cannot foreſee ; he has indeed 
given us Aſſurances of his pacific Intentions, whenever he ſhall obtain the Effects of our Promiſes, 
and a Reparation for the Violation of his Rights, and of the Treaty ſubſiſting between him and the 
Company. 


Whatever may be the Sincerity of theſe Profeſſions, we are morally certain, that but for our Inter- 
vention, he would have become the declared Enemy of the Company; and if he ſhall yet prove 
ſuch, in conſequence of any actual, but latent Impreſſion, we ſhall impure it totally to you, as the 
r „ 


Nor is it on his Part that we have to dread the Conſequence of your Contempt of our 
Authority — We have found it neceſſary to make abrupt Advances for Peace to the Maratta State, 
and to ſeek other Alliances, as the Means of obtaining and confirming it. But what Prince or 
State, without much Heſitation, involve themſelves in Engagements with a Power which cannot 


protect them againſt its own Dependants ? or who will truſt to the Faith of our Treaties, which they 


had ſeen hitherto violated by you with Impunity? Such is the Situation to which you have reduced 


us, and we ſubmit to the Neceſſity which it impoſes on us, becauſe we feel ourſelves impelled by a 


Senſe of Duty, which Tenders us ſuperior to every other Conſideration.

If Sir Eyre Coote was as firmly perſuaded of the Juſtice, nay of the Exiſtence of the Grounds on 
which the Governor General and Council of Bengal reſolved my Suſpenſion, as he ſeems to be of theit 
Power, I ſhould not be at all ſurprized at his Declaration.

Par. 8. HA ING lately received Information from the Chief and Council of Maſulipatam, of 

the Particulars of the Succours of Men and Stores imported at Mootapille, for the Uſe 

of Bazalet Jung, Brother to Nizam Ul Mulck, within the Courſe of a few Months, we deemed it 

adviteable to communicate the ſame to the Governor General and Council; and at the lame Time to 

make known to them our Apprehenſions, in caſe of a Rupture with France, and that Bazalet Jung 

ſhou}d not be prevented from collecting ſuch vaſt Quantities of military Stores, and ſuch formi- 
dable Numbers of French, and other Foreigners, as he is daily enliſting into his Service. 


9. In the Second Article of the Treaty aforementioned entered into in 1968, with Nizam Ally 
Cawn, your Honours will be pleaſed to obſerve, that the Circar of Murtazanagur or Guntoor, is 
guaranteed to Bazalet Jung on certain Conditions during his Life-time, and at the Deceaſe or In- 
fraction of the Terms agreed upon, that the Property of it reverts to the Company. 


10, Were we convinced that Bazalet Jung had in the leaſt Manner infringed the Terms on which 
he holds Poſſeſſion of the Circar, we could, with the greateſt Proptiety, not only call him to a ſe- 
vere Account for the ſame, but according to the Tenor of the Agreement, diſpoſſeſs him of a

W E had ſome Reaſon to apprehend the Nabob would be very jealous, and not well pleaſed, if he 
was not made acquainted with our Deſigns, and that he might endeavour to prevent our 
keeping proper Force in the Circars, by giving us conſtant Alarms of Invaſions from the Marattas, 
or others. To obviate this, we at firſt propoſed to make him a Party, by offering him the Manage- 
ment of the Circars, on pay ing a certain Annual Rent for them.

ſure under the Neceſſity of ſeeing repaid. Propoſals were accordingly made to the Nabob, and 


which he ſeemed very ready to accept: But upon more mature Deliberation, we judged, that till 


your Authority was entirely eſtabliſhed, it would be more for your Intereſt to Keep the Ma- 
nagement in your own Hands, not only as it would be leſs complicated, but give leſs Umbrage 
to Nizam Ally, already jealous of the Nabob's Deſigns on the Decan, and would theretore 
Judge that the Exiſtence of his Government depended on oppoſing the Phirmaund, which gives us 
Poſſeſſion of a Country adjoining almoſt Hydrabad, eſpecially as there is no Fort of any Conſequence 
to interrupt our March to that Capital, or even to Arungabad : He therefore concluded little 
Harmony could be expected from the Neighbourhood of Two ſuch Rivals. For theſe Reaſons, 
and to prevent the Nabob's being embarraſſed with more than he can manage to Advantage, 


we have declined entering into that Meaſure. But as the Circar of Guntoor or Condavir, which 


lies on this Side the Kiſtna, is intermixed with the Nabob's Country to the Northward, and 
the Troops he is obliged to keep there to guard that Frontier, will at the lame Time preſerve 
Tranquillity in Condavir, it may be for your Intereſt to give him the Management of it at a 
reaſonable Rent, as ſoon as your Authority is perfectly eſtabliſhed,

THE Prefident delivered in the following Minute : 


The accompanying Intelligence, which I have received from the Camp of Fazel Beg Cawn, through 
Sitteram Rauze, by Means of his Vakeel, I think it neceffary to lay before the Committee, as . 
contains many Points for their Information relative to the Views of the Soubah, and to the Situation 
of his General, Fazel Beg Cawn; and if tranſmitted to Bengal, may be of ſome Service to the Go. 
vernor General and Council, in forming their Political Plan, particularly when the preſent Situation 
of Affairs, the Detachment from Bengal, is conſidered. In a former Minute, I gave my Opinion of 
the Neceſſity of having ſome Perſon to reſide at the Soubah's Court, during the unſettled State of 
Affairs, if no other Conſequence was to ariſe from it than our being at a Certainty of the Views and 
Intention of the Nizam, and to obtain ſuch Intelligence as we now only imperfectly receive by 
Chance, The Settlement of the Guntoor Circar, the Payment of the Nizam's Tribute, the being at 
ſome Certainty with reſpect to any Intrigues the French may be carrying on, are all Objects of 
Inportance ; and the ſending fome Perſon immediately to H, drabad, as well as to Hyder Ally, ap. 
pear to me to be abſolutely neceſſary tor our Security, and what cannot fail of meeting with the 
Approbation of the Governor General and Council, as no Matter will be concluded without their 
Knowledge and Approbation. I ſhall therefore propoſe to the Committee that Mr. Hollond be ap. 
pointed to proceed to the Nizam with all Expedition, and the- Inſtructions be drawn out according]y 
for his Conduct.

When Rumundud Dowlah was acting under the Soubah in full Authority, he protected Fazel 

Beg Cawn, and promoted }.im to an high Rank, and they were to one another cloſe Friends, But 
ſome of the Aumeens (or principal Perſons) that are with the Soubah, often accuſed Rumundud Dow- 
| lah to the Soubah ; and by every Perſuaſion, brought at laſt Rumundud Dowlah into Danger of 
his Life; and Fazel Beg Cawn becoming ſuſpicious with regard to himſelf, has, for theſe Two 
| Years ſince, determined going to the Soubah's Court, But although Three or Four of the principal 


Perſons that are with the Soubah always endeavour to blame Fazel Beg Cawn, they are not able to 


overturn him, nor to manage the Affairs themſelves ; the Soubah, being a ſenſible Man, knows 
very well that thoſe People are not able to act in his Affairs, and never gives Ear to them, but em- 
ploys the ſaid Beg Cawn in every Matter of Conſequence, not minding whether he come to viſit him 
or not; and the Soubah writes to Fazel Beg Cawn the Contents of Letters which he receives from 
different Places, in order to receive his Advice, and employs him without any Suſpicion, though 
People who do not know the Matter, talk in public as if the Soubah does not agree with Fazel Beg 
Cawn, becauſe. he does not go to the Soubah, but they are miſtaken, Colonel Goddard, with ſome 
Engliſh Troops, ſet out from Bengal; and in their March they croſſed the Nanbaden River, and are 
now Three Coſs on this Side the ſaid River; the Diſtance from Bombay to Bonah is 40 Cols; 3 or 
4 Battalions of Sepoys, with ſome Soldiers and Officers, having ſet out from Bombay with Chinto 
Vital, the Dewan of Rogobah, and have, after 4 or 5 Days March, halted at a Place where they 
themſelves ſafe near a Tell, and continuing in that Place, and taking Charge of the Diſtrict 
ſituated round about them, and alſo Poſſeſſion of the Garriſon. Upon hearing this, the People at 
Poonah conſtantly wrote to the Soubah, deſiring him to come to their Aſſiſtance, and the Soubah i 
daily ſending thoſe Letters to Fazel Beg Cawn, ordering him to give him his Opinion. The People 3t 
Poonah place a Confidence in Fazel Beg Cawn, and write to him for Aſſiſtance ; this Man mult 
either aſſiſt the Poonah People, or join Ragobah and the Engliſh againſt the Poonah People, and 


to beat Ragobah and the Engliſh againſt the Poonah People, and to beat Ragobah, becauſe the 


Soubah has, from the Beginning, protected the Poonah People againſt Ragobah, being his Enemy.— 
Secondly, the Soubah thinks that if he protects the Chief at Poonah, being a Child, his Advice will 
be followed, but if inſtead, Ragobah ſhould be ſucceſsful, who is a Man that can manage for him- 
ſelf, he will not be quier, but always endeavouring to give Trouble, by remembering the late Diſplea- 
ſure and Enmity that was between them. Thirdly, as the ſaid Ragobah is coming to the Aſſiſtance 
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of the Engliſh, and as the Engliſh make themſelves already Maſter of all the Countries, with a full 
Authority, the Soubah thinks that they will never ſubmit to his Orders, and that therefore if Rago— 
bah be put in Power at Banal, and the Ungliſh ſhouid enter into thote Parts, they will caule great 
Trouble to him; he does not therefore chuſe to be a Friend to Ragobah and the Engliſh , ad the 
Soubah 1s of Opinion, that if he and the Poonah People join together, the I.ngliſh will not be able 
to ſtand againſt them ; but Fazel Bag Cawn thinks, that the Soubah is only carrying on the Buſinels 
relying on his Aſſiſtance, and the Ameens that are with the Soubah cannot bear to ſee Fazel Beg 
Cawn in Favour, which are the Rcalons why he keeps himlelt ſo retired, without ſhewing his 
Authority. Beſides this, as he has been fome Lime in the Service of the Englith, and been obliged 
to them, he always wiſhes for their Succeſs; being, by the Protection of the Engliſh Company, in 
high Rank under the Soubah. And as the Engliſh protect Ragobah, he is cf Opinion, they will 
certainly one Time or other, put Ragobah into Power; and afterwards they may be able to cauſe 
Trouble to the Soubah, and to him too, though now the Soubah's Intentions lead him another Way; 
by not conſidering the Power of the Engliſh, he will at laſt repent of it. Theretore Fazel Beg 
Cawn, in condemning what will follow, is ready to bring the Soubah to a firm Friendſhip with the 
Engliſh, by perſuading him privately to it, from Day to Day; and after this is performed, to act 
under the Soubah in every Thing, according to th 

Intention of Fazel Beg Cawn, 


Governor Rumbold, on the 8th of Iſtand Maer, ſent a Letter to the Soubah, which he has commu— 
nicated to Fazel Beg Cawn 3 in which the Governor mentions, that an Order was arrived from 
Europe to turn out all the French that are in thoſe Parts of Indoſtan; and gave Notice, that on ſuch a

The laid Governor mentioned 
allo, that with regard to thole French Troops which are now in Condavir or Guntoor Circar, 
he has written to him the Soubah ; but that the Soubah never ſent a proper Anſwer, which diſpleaſed 
him very much. A Copy of the Governor's Letter has been ſent to Fazel Beg Cawn, ordering him 
to let him know his Opinion and Advice about it. e 

Before I came to this Place, Governor Rumbold arrived at Madras; after that, you acquainted me 
that the Governor had wrote a Letter to the Soubah ; and on my Arrival here, I told it to Fazel 
Beg Cawn, but he knew nothing of it, though the Soubah did uſually fend Copy to him of any 
Letter which he had received; lately the Soubah has ſent a Letter to the Soubah, which he ſent 
immediately, and Copies of thoſe Letters and Anſwers all come to Fazel Beg Cawn, 


Beſides, Fazel Beg Cawn deſired me to write to you under Hand, that the Engliſh will well know 
that Bazalet Jung has employed ſome French Troops in the Guntoor Circar, to the Diſpleaſure of

Colonel Goddard having with his Troops from Bengal, croſſed Narbundat, and halted by a Place 
called Huſſemgat Bendar, the Boapaut Country within Three Coſs of the ſaid River, which Place 
belongs to the Pettaum Court Monuvdam, under the Mogul; on that Place the ſaid Colonel God- 
dard poſted himſelf by the Canal of the faid Recuttams, that Country being ſituated Weſt and 
Southward of Rupenjah Band, and belonging to the Province of Poonah; but the Country ſituated 
Eaſt and Northward to Mundayer Boomſlah, and the Borders join each other's Country. The ſaid 
Colonel Goddard has got as far as Muſſengat Band, without any Hindrance on the Road; and as 
there is Forty or Fifty Leagues diſtant from that Place to Bombay, he muſt paſs near Bombay, by a 
Way near Poonah; on this Account he thinks it will be difficult for him to get Proviſion, &c. &c.

Extract of a Letter from the Preſident and Select Committee at Fort Saint George, to the Governor 
General and Council in Bengal, dated 7th February 1779. 


JINELOSED we have the Honour of tranſmitting to you a Paper of Intelligence, received by the 
 Nabob from his Agent at Poonah. Its Authority is too ſtrongly marked to leave any Doubt 
on our Minds concerning the Particulars ; and we have now only to hope, that the Effects of fo 
conſiderable a Check in the Progreſs of the Company's Arms, may not create ſome Attempts to 
diſturb our Poſſeſſions on this Side of India, or to fruſtrate the Expectations we had formed of put- 
ting a final and ſpeedy Period to the Power of the French. | 


The Subject indeed is of ſuch a Nature as to awaken all our Reflections; and we ſhall beg Leave 
here to ſtate to you briefly what occurs to us from a Review of our Situation with reſpect to the 
Powers around us, and a Conſideration of the probable Effects that may have been cauſed by the 
unfortunate Enterprize in Support of Ragonaut Row, | | | 


It will admit of no Doubt that Hyder Ally at preſent bears no favourable Inclination towards the 
Company, and that he is very ſtrongly in the Intereſt of the French. Had we not commenced the 
War in this Country with ſo great a Superiority, Hyder would moſt likely have appeared and 
taken an active Part againſt us in the Beginning. The Succeſs of our Arms againſt Pondicherry, 
probably determined him to perſevere in the Line of Neutrality he had adopted, and we had every 
Reaſon to think we might have purſued our Operations to the Point at which we aimed, without 
any Moleſtation whatever from him, had not the Misfortune of the Bombay Troops cauſed ſo mate- 
rial a Change in the Face of Affairs. Hyder now perceiving ſo glaring an Inſtance of Weakneſs 


and Diſgrace, may be encouraged openly to reſiſt our propoſed Attempt on Mahe, which he con- 
ſiders in ſome Sort as under his Protection. 


With reſpe& to the Nizam, his avowed Attachment to the Poonah Miniſters, and the Warmth 
with which he remonſtrated to your Beard and to this Government, againſt the Deſigns which he un- 

derſtood had been formed in Favour of Ragonaut Row, ſufficiently ſhew how he mult have received 
the News of our Diſaſter, and how materially this Misfortune will contribute to ſtrengthen the In- 
clinations he will naturally have conceived to our Prejudice. | 


The Diſpoſitions of the Peſhwa and the Miniſters at Poonah, upon this Event, may be eaſily con- 
ceived, The Effects of their Reſentment may be ſuſpended for a Time, but we can never ſuppoſe 
they will reſt ſatisfied with the Advantages they have acquired; much leſs can we expect they will 
unite in Friendſhip or in Meaſures with thoſe who have attempted ſuch dangerous Deſigns againſt

Thus by One ill-timed and unfortunate Enterprize, the Reputation of our Arms is ſullied, and 
the Friendſhip of the principal Indian States hazarded, or loſt for ever; and that too at a Period when 

we are engaged in a War, which calls for the Execution of all our Force, and the Good-will of any 
State in Alliance with us. ns 5 


In the Midſt of theſe. unpleaſing Reflections, we feel no ſmall Degree of Satisfaction at the ſuc- 
ceſsful Meaſures that have been purſued againſt the French. By removing them from our Neigh- 
bourhood, we are at Liberty to act wich much greater Spirit and Security, and we yet flatter our- 
ſelves that it is within the Power of the Two Prefidencies of Bengal and Madras, by prudent and 
vigorous Meaſures, to repair the Milchiefs that have been occaſioned by the Miſcarriage of the Bom- 
bay Troops, to wipe away the Diſcredit that has fallen on the Company's Arms, and to keep in Awe 
the Powers that may be diſpoſed to take Advantage of our ill Succeſs on that Side of India, 


On the Receipt of the Intelligence from Poonah, it became a Queſtion with us, whether it would 
be ſafe or prudent to purſue the Expedition we had ſet on Foot againſt Mahé. We ſaw the addi- 
tional Riſk to which it was expoſed, and the Inconvenience of ſending ſuch a Body of Troops at 
this Time out of the Carnatic ; bur we perceived alſo the particular Advantages that would reſult 
from the ſucceſsful Execution of our Meaſures : We ſaw that this was the only Opportunity that 
might offer for removing the diſadvantageous Impreſiions which have been occaſioned every where

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by our late Defeat; that the Appearance of Piffidence or Timidity on this Occaſion, would ſtrengthen 
and confirm thoſe Impreſſions, and probably operate more to our Prejudice than any Failure that 
could happen from the Proſecution of the Enterprize : And laſtly, that the withdrawing our Trog 5 
would be inevitably followed by the Capture of our Settlement at Tellicherry, which, tough per. 
haps not important in itſelf, would, in the Eyes of the Country Powers, be conſidered as a Victory 
of no ſmall Conſequence to the French, and perhaps induce thoſe who are now wavering, to declare 
openly in their Favour. Upon the whole, our Concluſion was, that the Expedition ſhould be proſe. 
cured ; and we came to that Refolution accordingly, e 


We have ſome Hopes that Hyder Ally, who ſecretly favoured and wiſhed well to the Cauſe of 
Ragonaut Row, ſeeing the Danger to which he may be expoſed from the Reſentment of the M arte; 
State, will be glad to avail himlelf of our Support and in that Caſe we may be able to detach him 
entirely from the Intereſts of the French, and render him a moſt uſeful Ally to us. Indeed we are 
ſo convinced of the good Policy of uniting cloſely with Hyder in a defenſive Alliance, that we ſhall 
embrace every Occaſion to effect it. We have lately appointed One of the Company's Servants to 
proceed to his Durbar, and have written to him for the neceſſary Supports Which we expect daily. 


As our Northen Circars lie ſo open to Invaſion from the Dominions of Nizam Ally, and as there i; 
but too much Reaſon to doubt the Sincerity of his Friendſhip for the Company, we think it highly 
Expedient at this Juncture, to have the beſt Intelligence of his Deſigns, and to be timely informed 
of any Motions he may make towards thoſe Provinces for this Purpoſe as well as to ſettle every 
Thing that may be neceſſary for obtaining che Guntoor Circar for the Company, and procuring the 

Diſmiſſion of the French Troops from the Service of Bazalet Jung. We have appointed One « the 
Company's Servants to proceed to the Court of Nizam Ally, in Quality of Reſident ; he will have In. 
ſtructions to correſpond with your Board, and to communicate every Information you may require 
from that Quarter. The Northern Circars being too extenſive to be properly defended by the ordi. 
nary Force maintained there, and the Protection of the Carnatic and Tanjore requiring all the Troops 
that are ſtationed for their Security, we are apprehenſive, that if any ſudden Attack be made on our 
Poſſeſſions to the Northward at this Juncture, while we have 10 large a Detachment employed on the 
Expedition to Mahé, we might not be able to collect a ſufficient Force in Time to repel it, Con. 

ſidering the Value and Influence of thoſe Poſſeſſions to the Company, we think it our Duty to at- 
tend particularly to their Safety; and with that View we beg Leave to communicate a Thought 
which has occurred to us, and which may poſlibly be improved by you to ſome uſeful Purpoſec.

The Fidelity and Attachment which I bear to your Highneſs are ſuch, that I am at all Times 
cefirous of your Welfare, and the Proſperity of your Highnels's illuſtrious Houſe, which ! hope you 
are well convinced of. The Divitions which have of late prevailed in the Maratta State, and your 
Highneſs being engaged in other Affairs, have given an Opportunity to the Myſore Chief (Hyder) 
to collect a large Force together, with which he has been able to diſpoſſeſs Murrarow, and the Ze— 
mindars of Chitteldurg Bulhar, and many others, of their Territories; by which he has amaſſed great 
Treaſures, and has greatly increaſed his Power. He has now attacked Abdul Hulim Cawn, the 
Fouzedar of Cuddapa, taken his Country and the Fort of Sudhout, and at laſt impriſoned the Fou- 
zedar and all his Family. He intends next to go againſt Cannoul, Adoni, and Raichoor, and even to 
march againſt your Highneſs, and your Brother Bazalet Jung. If Hyder ſhould croſs the Kiltna, 
and march into theſe Countries, and your Highneſs does not immediately take proper Revenge of it, 
it will be extremely difficult to accompliſh it next Year, conſidering that his Power is daily increaſing. 
The preſent Inability of his Highneſs's Brother to effect this, is well known. 


When I conſider my preſent Situation, and the great Number of Engliſh Troops which are every 

where, and that a Force of Five thouſand Europeans are daily expected from Europe; beſides, that 
the Troops under the Command of Colonel Goddard, may be ordered to aſſiſt if it ſhould be found 
neceſſary ; and when I conſider alſo, that the Engliſh, by taking the Forts of Pondicherry and Mahe, 
have driven the French entirely from this Country; I am under no Sort of Anxiety or Uneaſinels that 
my Country will be invaded ; yet out of the Exceſs of my Fidelity and Attachment, I was greatly con- 
cerned when I heard that Hyder's Intentions were to go againſt Adoni and Rachour, becauſe I know 
that your Highneſs's Brother has it not in his Power to oppoſe him, and I have often ſpoke of this to 
Governor Rumbold, I now underſtand that Governor Rumbold and the Council of Madras, who 
are well diſpoſed towards your Highneſs, as are all the Engliſh, who are famous for the Sincerity of 
their Friendſhips, have determined to fend a Detachment with Stores to Raichoor and Adoni, by way 
of Delour Conda, to join your Highneſs's Brother Bazalet Jung, and to be ready to protect his 
Country. It appears that your Highneſs will find it adviſeable to order immediately Part of your 
Forces, under the Command of an able Officer, to croſs the Kiſtna at Rachoor, and join the Engliſn 
and Bazalet Jung, in order to ſave his Country from the Attack of the Enemy. This will be the ſure 
Means of protecting Bazalet Jung, and in many Reſpects tend to the Welfare of your Highneſs's 
Affairs; on the contrary, if it is neglected, the Conſequences will be bad. I make no Doubt but 
your Highneſs will look upon what I have now repreſented to you, as proceeding from my well- 
known Attachment and Fidelity to your Highneſs, and I hope you will diſpatch Orders to your Ta- 
lookdars, &c. in Delour, Conda, and Segver, to get Proviſions, and every Thing elle which may be 
wanted for the Engliſh Troops, and furniſh them with Guides and Hircarrahs, to ſhew them the 
Roads through which they are to paſs. I alſo hope that your Highneſs will be pleaſed to honour me 
with an Anſwer to this as ſoon as poſſible, 1 


The Committee approve of the foregoing Letter, and the Preſident then recommends, that a Letter 
be written to Mr. Holland, the Reſident at the Soubah's Court, acquainting him with the Steps we 
have reſolved to purſue in Favour of Bazalet Jung, and deſiring him to avail himſelf of them; to 
promote our Views with the Soubah, and to engage him to take ſuch a Part in his Brother's Defence, 
as may effectually check the dangerous Deſigns of Hyder in that Quarter; which is approved.

Received your Letter of the 22d ultimo, on Thurſday laſt the 13th Inſtant, and immediately 
{ent to the Soubah, to deſire Leave to wait on him the Day following; but on Account of ſome 

Ceremonies on Friday, and the Death of a Grandoon on Saturday, I was prevented ſeeing him till 
Yeſterday. The Governor's Letter, which I then delivered to his Highneſs, leaving me little to 
lay for myſelf, I had only to obſerve to him, that the Meaſures you intended purſuing in ſup- 
port of his Brother, had been adopted in full Confidence of their being perfectly agreeable to 
bis Highnels's Wiſhes, and that I hoped he would fee the Expediency of uniting with us, to es 
9 | a Chec 
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a Check to Hyder's Encroachments, and give Orders for a Part of his Army to join ours, and for 
our Troops being ſupplied with Proviſions, &c. agreeably to the Requeſt contained in the G0. 
vernor's Letter. I remarked, from the Change in his Highneſs's Countenance, that he was much 
diſtreſſed at the Information the Letter gave him; but he fo far commanded himſelf, as to ſhey 
nothing of it in his Converſation ; and when I requeſted to know what he would have me to {ay in 
Reply to the Governor? he anſwered, That Affairs of this Nature were attended with ſerious Conſe. 

- quences, and required mature Deliberation z that the Approach of the Rains, and the Difficulty of 
getting Proviſions, rendered it impoſſible for him to ſend any Part of his Army; that the People 
(Bungueras he called them) who made a Trade of ſupplying his Camp with Proviſions, not being 
in Expectation of his moving, were ſcattered about, and not to be prevailed upon to croſs the Riyer, 
to attend our Camp; that there were no Stores of Proviſions in the Countries where our Troop 
were coming ;—with more to the ſame Effect. I then took my Leave of his Highneſs, and very ſhortly 
after my Return home, received a Meſſage from him, ſignifying, that as the Governor's Letter 
required Conſideration, he had not ſpoken fully to the Contents of it, and deſired to ſee me again 
at the Durbar the Day following. I waited upon him accordingly ; and after being ſeated, his 
Highneſs began with declaring, that he thought it extraordinary when you had ſent a Gentleman 
for the declared Purpoſe of ſtrengthening the mutual Friendſhip between him and the Company, 
you ſhould, at the ſame Time, engage in Meaſures ſo little conformable to theſe Profeſſions, and 
ſo little likely to produce this Effect. He read over to me the 4th and 7th Articles of the Treaty 
of 1768; and ſaid, that your holding a Correſpondence, and forming Engagements, with his Bro. 
ther, Bazalet Jung, conſtituted a direct Violation of theſe Articles; that you had no Right to in- 
terfere with the Concerns of his Family or Country; that with reſpect to your fuppoſing the Part 

| you had taken would be agreeable to him, the Articles did not allow any Latitude for making 
Suppoſitions that might eventually be ſo deſtructive to the Peace of the contracting Parties; chat 
if you had any Thing to propoſe for his Benefit, he ought to have been conſulted upon it; and 
laſtly, that he did not apprehend any Invaſion of his Brother's Country on the Part of Hyder 
Ally. 1 told him in Reply to the above, that you had good Information of Hyder's being deter. 
mined on attacking Adoni and Raychoor; and that you were even apprehenſive the Force you dr 
were ſending, would ſcarcely arrive with his Brother in Time to prote& his Country ; that the 
Suddenneſs of the Emergency, and the near Approach of the Danger, had made it neceſſary for you 

| to be quick in embracing this Meaſure, in which the Defence of our reverſionary Circar of Guntoor 

was likewiſe concerned; and that if it had not been for your being preſſed in Point of Time, you 

| 1 would no Doubt have conſulted with his Highneſs previous to your adopting the Meaſure. iz 
Highneſs was not at all ſatisfied with this Declaration; and in Anſwer to every Thing I faid, re. 
verted to the Two Articles of the Treaty; obſerving, that nothing I could urge was capable of 
vindicating the Step you had taken; that the Infraction of the Treaty was clear; that if it was 
your Intention to adhere to it, he had a Right to hope, that you would immediately forbid the 
Sepoys from advancing into his Country; but that if you no longer regarded it, and perſiſted in 
ſending them, he ſhould be under the Neceſſity of ordering his Troops in that Quarter to oppoſe 
their March with Force. His Highneſs concluded with deſiring me to repreſent theſe Matters to 
you without Loſs of Time, that in caſe of ſerious Conſequence, he might not be liable to blame. 
What the Soubah's real Intentions may be, it is impoſſible for me to know; his Highneſs Waulau 

gay, by Means of ſecret Correſpondence, may know them better than I can, With reſpect to 
Bazalet Jung, I have been informed, that it was the Soubah's Wiſh to ſee him reduced, and ſince 
Matters were not ripe for his Highneſs taking an open Part in Oppoſition to Hyder, he was not ſe- 
_ cretly diſpleaſed at Hyder's Demands of Money having fallen upon his Brother, whoſe Country at 
the ſame Time he conſidered as in no immediate Danger of being attacked. The Soubah informed 
me To-day, that he hears Hyder propoſes next to take Little Commonet, the only Place left belong- 
ing to Cuddapah, and that being thus in Poſſeſſion of all the Paſſes, his Intention is afterwards to fall 
upon the Carnatic. I cannot underſtand, from any Thing I have heard the Soubah ſay, that he 
apprehends his own Country to be in any 8 of an immediate Attack from Hyder. He has 

been very open to me on the Subject of his preſent Syſtem of Politics, and ſeems to conſider him- 
ſelf as pretty well ſecured at this Period, by Means of his Alliance with the Marattas. Hyder, he 
| ſays, has often made him Offers of large Sums in Payment of Arrears of Peſhcuſh, due for 

| Myſore, upon Condition of his Highneſs's ſtanding neuter, and not ſupporting the Marattas ; but 

YZ that being connected by Treaty with them, he has conſtantly rejected Hyder's Overtures. He does 
not affect to ſpeak ſlightingly of Hyder's Power, but conſiders him as formidable, and growing more 
ſo every Day: I have no Doubt that he wiſhes to form an Alliance with us againſt him. Although 
he conſiders himſelf and the Marattas united, as capable of making a Stand againſt him in thei: 
own Defence; he is not forward to enter offenſively into a Conteſt with him, but entertains Hops 
that the Intereſt. of the Company will engage them to be a Party for reducing his overgrown 
Power. He ſays, that Hyder's Army conſiſts of 40,000 Horſes, 25,000 Sepoys, and 100,000 Car- 
natic Peons. He thinks Hyder will not riſk a pitched Battle with us, but if he invades the Carna- 
tic, will purſue the Plan he adopted before with ſo much Succeſs, of burning, deſtroying, and lay- 
ing waſte the Country. —I have delivered the Nabob's Letter agreeably to your Orders.

| HAVE duly received your Favours of the 17th May and 24th. The former accompanied One 

to the Select Committee; but General Munro and Mr. Whitehill being gone to Pondicherry, a 
Committee will not be held for ſome Days; and that there may be no Delay, I Gt down to write 
you fully. Before General Munro and Mr. Whitehill went to Pondicherry, a Letter was agreed on 
to be wrote to you, in Anſwer to your's, giving an Account of your Reception at the Nizam's 
Court, and it is now forwarded to you; as allo a Letter for the Nizam, with a Copy to you for your 
Information. There is no other View, but to give you all poſſible Conſequence at his Court; and 
no more is wrote to him than is abſolutely neceſſary, in Anſwer to the Letters he writes to me. As 
you will obſerve, we refer him to you for all Particulars with reſpe& to the Nabob's Letters. 


When the laſt Packet was diſpatched, which you have acknowledged the Receipt of, the Nabob's 


Letter was forwarded by me; he ſent a Copy to the Select Committee, which was ordered to be 


tranſmitted to you; and if you did not receive it, there muſt have been ſome Neglect of the Perſon 


who cloſed the Letter. With reſpect to the Nabob's firſt Letter, I applied for a Copy, but it was 
late at Night, and I muſt have detained my Packet till the next Day; I therefore deſired Mr. Hali- 
burton, who had read the Nabob's Letter to the Nizam, to give you the Contents of ir, which he 
tells me he did do. I agree with you, that Copies of all Letters ſhould be ſent you, which the Na- 
bob wiſhes to have delivered to the Nizam, that, acting in a public Character, you may be fully in- 
formed of what paſſes; and I would have you, as much as poſſible, inculcate in the Nizam that Idea, 
that you are acting for the Company, independent of every other Power; at the fame Time it will 
be proper to ſhew him, there is no Jealouſy between the Nabob and the Company, but that the latter 


are not to be guided or influenced by any other Power whatever. You will ſee by iny Letter to the 
Nizam, that it is the Wiſh of the Committee to keep you reſident with him: I thought it would have 


more Force, mentioning it in a Letter from me, than coming as a Repreſentation from yourſelf. 


I was ſurprized, on the Peruſal of your firſt Letter of the 1th, that you did not acknowledge the 
Receipt of mine of the 24th April, and was apprehenſive that either mine to you, or your Anſwer, 


had been intercepted; and was happy to find, by your laſt Letter of the 24th, that my Letter before- 


mentioned had come ſafe to Hand; though you take no Notice of a very material Part, relative to 
the Peſcuſh, on which the Committee now write you, and which is a Point we wiſh much to carry, if 
not 0 in part; though I am ſtrongly of Opinion, an Exemption from the Whole ſhould be 
inſiſted on. 9 | L 


I will now freely offer you my Sentiments on every Thing that has paſſed between the Soubah 
and you; and | hope to be able to give you ſuch Ground and Reaſons, as may allow you to ſpeak 
with Firmneſs on ſuch Points as are ſubmitted to you to negotiate. W VER 


The Agreement with Bazalet Jung will, no Doubt, raiſe the Jealouſy of the Soubah; but at the | 
ſame Time be a very great Check on him; nor have we in any Reſpect infringed the Treaty with | 


him, by entering into the Agreement with his Brother, 


The 4th and 7th Articles he referred you to, are in a Treaty not valid, as a ſubſequent one was 
made, full and explicit. The Treaty the Soubah quoted, was concluded with General Calliaud, 
dated 12th November 1766. This is the Treaty 1 complain of, as ſacrificing the Rights of the 
Company; for no Mention is made of the Phirmaund from the Emperor, granting the Circars uncon- 
ditionally to them; but they are received as a free Gift from the Nizam, A War afterwards broke 


out, and a Second Treaty was concluded between the Nizam and the Preſident and Council of 


Madras, dated the 23d February 1768: The very Firſt Article claims the Circars as an Iniam, or 
free Gift, from the Emperor for ever; and the Second Article admits of the Circar of Murtazanagur 
remaining in the Poſſeſſion of Bazalet Jung, during his Life; but it is expreſsly provided, that if he 
affords Protection or Aſſiſtance to the Enemies of the Company, he was to forfeit his Right to the 
Circar, which the Company were to be at Liberty to take Poſſeſſion of, Notwithſtanding this Stipu- 
lation, a Body of French were conſtantly kept up, and recruited in his Service, There is no Doubt 
but Mr. Lally maintained a Correſpondence with the Government of Pondicherry, and was from 
thence occaſionally ſupplicd with Arms, Stores, &c. and Men were allowed, in {mall Parties, to pro- 
ceed from the French Settlements to join him. Such a Conduct in Bazaler Jung would have autho- 
rized the Company, agreeable ro the Second Article of the Treaty of February 1768 (Which is the 
only Treaty to be attended to) to have ſeized by Force on the Circar of Murtazanagur ; but, our 
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of Friendſhip to the Soubah, they deſiſted from ſo hoſtile a Meaſure againſt his Brother, and tos 


the milder Method of remonſtrating to his Highneſs, and to Bazalet Jung himſelf, againſt fo direct 


Violation of the Second Article of the Treaty; but all our Repreſentations were in vain, Still we 
took no Steps, till the breaking out of the preſent Diſputes with the French Court: Our own Safe; 

then obliged us to adopt Mealures to remove a Force ſo capable of aſſiſting any Armament the 
French might have attempted to have ſent towards our Northern Settlements : No Time was to be 
loſt in long Negotiations, that might have admitted of fatal Delays: We mult either have proceeceq 
to have made uſe of Force to expel the French, or have inſiſted on knowing from Bazalet Jung, hi, 
real Intentions and Views in keeping with him ſuch a Body of the avowed Enemies of the Eng1iq, 
Nation. We choſe the latter, as ſuppoſing it muſt be more agreeable to the Soubah ; and on Baz.. 


let Jung informing us, that he only kept the French Troops in Pay for the Defence of his own Ter. 


ritories, we agreed, provided he would diſcharge them, to furniſh him with a Detachment from the 
Engliſh Army for that Purpoſe, to be paid from the Revenues of Guntoor, which the Company 
have only rented from Bazalet Jung and have not poſſeſſed themſelves. of, as their Right; and in 


doing this, the Company have not, in any Shape, infripged the Treaty, bur provided only for thei; 


own Security. The Officer commanding our Troops, has poſitive Orders ta confine himſelf to the 
Defence of Bazalet Jung's Diſtricts ; to reduce the refractory Zemindars, and on, no Account to go 
beyond the Bounds preſcribed to him; and this is alſo a particular Article in the Agreement 
with Bazalet Jung, which will not be broke through. You will fully repreſent theſe Circum. 
ſtances to the Soubah; and as he has deſired to know the Company's real Intentions, you 
will pleaſe to inform him, we have no Views but thoſe of ſtrict Alliance and Friendſhip , 
that he may ſet his Mind at eaſe, that we have not the moſt diſtant Idea of ſupporting al) 


Power againſt his Authority; and that whatever Points we wiſh to obtain, it is our Inten. 


tion to endeavour at Succeſs by Negotiation. and Treaty, and not by the Sword. With thi, 


\ Diſpoſition on the Part of the Company, I cannot help expreſſing the utmoſt Concern to find he 


ſhould ſo haſtily expreſs an Intention of ordering his Troops to oppoſe the March of our's towards 
his Brother's Country: I can only deſire you will, on this Occaſion, make uſe of the ſame Words ty 
the Soubah, that he did to you on the Receipt of my Letter, that Affairs of this Nature are attended 
with ſerigus Conſequences ; and you may further add, that no one ever oppoſed the Engliſh Troop; 


with Impunity : But that on Reflection, and being. aſſured the Company have no. hoſtile Intention;

for Fear they ſhould enter into the Service of the Marattas or Hyder, is futile. If the Squbah 1 


ſufficiently powerful to think of oppoſing the Engliſh Troops, thoſe under Mr, Lally being in his 
Country are at his Mercy, and knowing that they are the Enemies of the Engliſh, and that this 


Government has frequeutly repreſented to his Highneſs their Wiſhes about them, they might very 


_ eaſily have been ſeized and ſent to the Sea Coaſt to be embarked for Europe: this would have effec- 
tually prevented any Intrigues to diſturb the Peace of the Country. You deſired me, when you went 


away, to write you fully my Sentiments, which I ſhall continue to do; and allow me to obſerve, from 
the Experience I have had in dealing with the Country Powers in different Parts of Indoſtan, a to» 
ſubmiſſive Language will ſeldom gain upon them; it is neceſſary ſometimes to treat them with Re- 
ſerve and Hauteur, Such is the Company's preſent Situation with reſpect to Power, that they ate 
rather to be conſidered as giving Laws, than ſolliciting Favours; and ſhould the Soubah pretend an 
Indifference to the Friendſhip of the Engliſh, it may not be amiſs to hint, that though they arc 
always inclined to Peace, they are ever prepared for Events that may oblige them unwillingly to 
obſerve a different Conduct. It would ſeem from your Letters, that he ſuppoſes we are apprehenſive 


of Hyder's entering the Carnatic, and would on that Account wiſh to ſtrengthen our Alliance with 


him: That is not the Caſe; Hyder has moved off, and I have great Reaſon to ſuppoſe will ſoon wilh 


to connect himſelf more cloſely with us: My grand Object is, if poſſible, to relieve the Company from 


the heavy Peſcuſh paid to the Soubah from the Circars; indeed, at preſent, we are unable to mak 


good the Balance due to him; our Expences are ſo great, our Treaſury ſo low, our Reſources fo con 


fined, and our Northern Revenue ſo much in Arrears, that I know not how to obtain the Money 10 
remit to the Soubah, ſhould we find ourſelves under the Neceſſity of doing it; and at any Rate ws 
could only give him Teeps payable in a certain Time; but it is worth while to make the Attempt 


to get rid of it altogether. No Point of this Kind was ever carried without ſome Difficulty ; and 


many Points that might have been obtained, have never, from Want of Reſolution, or other Cauſes, 


been attempted. The Soubah (if I am not miſtaken) with all his Bluſtering, would dread very much

Excuſe me, if I recommend to you to be 
very ſecret in your Negotiations. I was ſurpriſed on receiving a Letter Yeſterday from Colonel 


Harpur to the Select Committee, mentioning, that he had been informed, in a Letter from Mr. 


Cotesford, that the Soubah was very angry at our Detachment's marching to join his Brother, and 
threatened to oppoſe their March: Thele Reports getting Wind may be of great Detriment. For 
Fear you ſhould not have Copies of the Freaties with the Soubah, I ſend you a Copy of each, which 


will give you all neceſſary Information, I repeat to you again what I mentioned in a former Letter, 
that if we can but obtain a Remiſſion of this burthenlome Peſcuſh, we ſhall render an eſſential 
Service to the Company, No News yet from Europe ; the Moment a Packet arrives I will inform 
you, as alſo of every material Occurrence, The Nabob's Brother, Murphuis Cawn, is dead, and the 
Durbar either are, or affect to be, in great Tribulation, You may notify this Event to the Soubah ; 
and you may aſſure yourſelf, that at the ſame Time I think all proper Reſpect and Attention ſhould 
be paid to the Nabob, as the Company's old Friend and Ally, I will not ſuffer any Interference that 
can claſh with or obſtruct the Intereſt of the Company. I expect Sir Edward Vernon, with the 
Squadron, here about the End of the Month. We have had no Accounts of any French Ships or 
Veſſels being ſeen in any Part of the Eaſtern Ocean.

] Have had the Pleaſure to receive your Letter, in which you expreſs a Wiſh of aſcertaining 

my Inclination to preſerve the Friendſhip between us; and you at the ſame Time acquaint 
me of your Intention to ſend. Mr, Hollond, a Gentleman of Rank and Abilities, to negotiate ſome 
particular Matters with me. Lou wrote to me ſome Time ago upon the ſame Subject, to which I 
gave you an Anſwer, and I now again acquaint you, that it is my ſincereſt Deſire to adhere ſtedfaſtly to 


the Treaty which ſubſiſts between us; you may reſt perfectly ſatisfied of this, I have no Objection - 
to your ſending a Perſon of Truſt to negotiate any Matters here; it is right that one ſhould be ſent, 


who may return when he has tranſacted the Buſineſs he is ſent upon. If it is your Intention to keep 
him conſtantly here, I muſt acquaint you, that this was never done before, and Innovations of any 
Kind are improper : Sending a Perſon to me, may be attended with great Advantage in ſeveral Reſpects, 
becauſe I can communicate ſome Matters to him, and he may explain to me your Intentions, by 
which our Friendſhip may be put on a more ſolid Foundation; there is, therefore, no Impropriety in 
ſending from Time to Time a Perſon to confer on ſome Matters, when Neceſſity requires it, after ad-

Stations to this Court; Cawn Dowrah, an Omrah of the Firſt Rank at the Durbar, having been ſen; 
by the Soubah to my Tent to receive me, and conduct me to Court with a Retinue of Elephants, 
&c. and a large Party of the Soubah's Troops. Upon my delivering the Governor's Letter, and the 
Company's Preſents, the Soubah expreſſed himſelf much pleaſed, oi 


. Nothing paſſed relative to Buſineſs on my Firſt Viſit ; but, in Conſequence of an Appointment laſt 
Night, I waited on his Highneſs again this Morning. Conformably to my Inſtructions, I aſſured 


bim that it was your firm Intention to adhere ſtrictly to the Treaty of 1768; that with reſpect to the 


Peſcuſh for the Circars, in full Confidence of his giving all reaſonable Satisfaction with regard to 


the Circar of Guntoor, and the Troops in Bazalet Jung's Service, it was your Intention to give 
Orders for diſcharging the Arrears, and paying the Peſcuſh regularly in future, according to the 


Kiſts which have been ſettled for that Purpoſe ; that you had inſtructed me to make this Declaration 
to him; and that, with a View to a more eaſy Communication of Sentiments upon Affairs of Impor- 


tance, you were deſirous that I ſhould reſide conſtantly at his Court. In Anſwer to what I have 
above ſtated, his Highneſs made the ſtrongeſt and moſt earneſt Declarations of his great Deſire t9 


be upon Terms of the ſtricteſt Friendſhip with the Company; that he had not deviated in any In- 


| Nance from the Treaty ſubſiſting between the Company and him; that he had been ſtrongly ſolicited 
to join in ſupporting the French, but had deciſively, from the Beginning, rejected every Overture, as 


inconſiſtent with his Engagements with the Company. That with reſpect to Lally's Party, he had 
cauſed his Brother to diſmiſs them from the Guntoor Circar, and that he had done this in Com- 
pliance with the Governor's Letter, at a Time when they might have been uſeful, on Account of 


Hyder Ally's near Approach towards that Quarter. With reſpect to my reſiding at his Court, he ex- 


preſſed himſelf doubtfully, but he appeared on the whole to be diſinclined to it. He ſaid a great deal 
about our taking Part with Raganaut Row, which he conceived to be a Deviation from the Terms of 


the Treaty of 1768; but he ſpoke with great Reſpect and Moderation towards the Company. He 


then proceeded to tell me, that he wiſhed I would ſtate the Purport of his Declarations to the Gover- 
nor; and that upon receiving his Anſwer, he ſhould have ſomething further to ſay upon ſome Matter: 
of Importance, in, which the Company's Intereſts and his own were jointly concerned, I told him, 
that as there had been a Declaration of Friendſhip. on both Sides, there was no Neceſſity for writing 
to the Governor and waiting for his Anſwer, upon the Subject of what had paſſed ; and that I wiſhec 
he would immediately inform me of the Buſineſs he had to propoſe, that I might communicate it 


without Loſs of Time, and receive early Inſtructions regarding it. In Reply to this, he again re. 
queſted me to communicate to you what had paſſed ; and hoped, from the whole of his Conduct, and 
the earneſt and ſincere Declarations he now made of his unſhaken Attachment to the Company, 


that the Governor would expreſs himſelf ſatisfied with reſpe& to his Highneſs's firm Intentions ot 
being ſteady to his Engagements, and of his being heartily diſpoſed” to adopt every Means in his 
Power to preſerve and cultivate the Company's Friendſhip. He gave me no Intimation of the Nature 
of the Buſineſs he had to propoſe; but I have every Reaſon to believe, that he wiſhes to form a" 
Alliance for the Reduction of Hyder Ally, who has lately taken Cuddapah and Sidoutam, and 
exacted Money from Bazalet Jung and the Nabob of Cannoul. 


The Soubah informed me, in the Courſe of the Conference, of his having engaged Lally in his 
Service, which he told me he had done merely to prevent that Party joining with the Marattas, t 
Hyder Ally, who was, he ſaid, already too ſtrong, An Attention to his own Security, againſt o 
powerful an Enemy, who has invaded and ſubdued Countries ſituated ſo contiguous with his, and 
conſequently makes ſuch near Approaches towards his own Poſſeſſions and Capital, was moſt probab!y 
the Caule of the Soubah's taking this Step. e

To Mr, John Hollond. 
We have received your Letters of the gth May, and are pleaſed to find you met with fo favour- 
able a Reception from the Soubah. By the encloſed Copy of the Letter to his Highnels, which we 
now ſend, you will fee what we have ſaid on the Subject of your remaining at his Court, and we 


fatter ourſelves he may be induced by it to give his Aﬀent to a Meaſure fo well calculated to pre- 
ſerve the Intercourſe we wiſh to eſtabliſh with his Highneſs, 


We ſhall now enter with you upon a Subject which we have much at Heart, and which by its Im- 
portance will merit every Attention we can give to it. The Peſhcuſh ſettled by the Treaty of 1768, 
to be paid Annually to the Soubah for the Northern Circars, has always appeared to us not only a 
very expenſive, but in ſome Meaſure a diſgraceful Charge upon the Company, conſidering the free 
and unconditional Grant by which the Mogul conveyed thoſe Provinces to them. When we reflect on 
the Power of the Company at that Time, and the Inability of the Soubah to make any effectual Op- 
poſition againſt it, we cannot but conſider the Surrender of their Right to hold the Circars, free of 
all Demands whatſocver, by the virtue of the Mogul's Phitmaund; the Acceptance of a Saned for 
them from the Soubah. on Condition of paying him a Tribute nearly equal ro what they yielded him, 
and the giving up to Bazaler Jung during his Lite, One of the moit valuable of thoſe Circars, as 
very great Conceſſions, any One of which ſhould have been eſteemed ſuſſicient to purchaſe what the 
Whole only ohtained ; we mean the peuceable Poſſeſſion of the Lands granted by the Phirmaund. 


If it were abſolutely neceſſary to pay any Tribute to the Soubah, the Sum of Two Lacks of Ru- 
pees Annually for the Four Circars that we retained, ſeems to have been the moſt reatonable Valua- 
tion; and it appears extraordinary, that this Sum, which was agreed to be paid for the firſt Six Years, 
ſhould by the lame Treaty have been raiſed to Five Lacks of Rupees per Annum, without the Com- 
pany's reaping any additional Advantage to warrant ſo great an Increaſe, This laſt Sum 1s indeed 


highly exorbitant, and were we even to lay no Streſs upon the Mogul's Phirmaund, but attend 
merely to the Expence and Riſk of maintaining Poſſeſſion of the Circars, under the Company's Au- 


thority, we ſhould deem it unrealonable, Seeing then that the Company have, under all Circumltances, 


made but a diſadvantageous Bargain with the Soubah for the Circars ; we think it incunibent upon 
us to embrace the firſt Opportunity of relieving them wholly, or in part, from the Burthen they 


ſuſtain in the Payment of the Peſhcuſh ; and though we are ſenſible it mult be attended with many 


Difficulties, we do not entircly deſpair of Succeſs, and we think the prefent Juncture the moſt favour-

We would have you therefore, by Degrees, break the Subject to the Soubah; and when you think 
him ſufficiently prepared, we wiſh you to reprelent to his Highneſs, that although by the Mogul's 


Phirmaund we were entitled to the full and undiſturbed Poſſeſſion of the Five Circars therein 
granted, iree of all Demands whatſoever, yet, in Conſideration of the great Reſpect which the Com- 


pany had for his Highneſs, and their earveſt Deſire to preſerve his Friendſhip and Good-will, they 


relinquiſhed, in a great Degrec, their Right under the Phirmaund, and conſented to receive the 
Circars as a Grant from himſelf, ſubject to ſuch Stipulations as have almoſt annihilated their 


Value; that the very latge Conceſſions made by the Company on that Occaſion, for the Sake of his 


Friendſhip, muſt have doubtleſs produced in his Highneſs the moſt favourable Diſpoſition to- 
wards them; and upon that Preſumption they are led to hope, he will re-confider the Affair of the 
Peſhcuſh, and att therein agreeable to the Principles of Reaſon and Equity : That the Sum of Five 
Lacks of Rupees for the Circars of Ellore, Rajah Mundry, Muſtaphanagur and Chicacole, is 
much more than thoſe Provinces can afford, after paying all the Charges attending the Collections, 
allowing for unfavourable Scaſons, the Failures of Renters and Zemindars, the Expence of Troops, 
and the general Riſk of maintaining thoſe extenſive Countries againſt foreign and domeſtic Troubles; 
that till within theſe laſt TWO Years we have, by the Means of long uninterrupted Peace and Tran— 
quillity, been able to pay his Highneſs the Amount of the Peſhcuſh regularly; but ſince it was in- 


crealed from Two Lacks of Rupees to Five, many Circumſtances have contributed to render it too 


burthenſome for the Company to bear, and have occaſioned their falling into Arrears: Among theſe 
the great Expence of the War with the French, the conſequent Proviſion neceſſary for the Se— 
curity of the Circars, and the great Failures which have lately accrued in the Revenues, may be 
mentioned as the moſt conſiderable : That the Peſhcuſh was originally ſettled on the Idea of our re- 
maining in the full and peaceable Enjoyment of the Revenues; and we truſt his Highnels is too rea- 
ſonable to expect from us, in this Time of Failure and Trouble, what we could ill afford to pay when 
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they were employed in the Service of Bazalet Jung.

I had the Night before laſt the Honour of your Commands of the Inſtant, and waited this 
Morning upon the Soubah, to deliver to him the Purport of your Inſtructions regarding the Pcſhcuſh 
for the Northern Circars. As the Governor's Letter related to the Diſmiſſion of Lally's Party from 
the Soubah's Service, we were firſt led into that Subject. His Highneſs repeated to me what he 
had ſaid before, as repreſented in my Letter of the gth May, that the Party would affuredly 3 


een 
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been entertained either by Hyder Ally or the Marattas; that the ſtrengthening either of theſe 
Powers mult have been a great Diſadvantage to us, the former of them being to his certain Know- 
ledge, ill-diſpoſcd towards us, and the latter engaged in actual Hoſtilities againſt us; that he con- 
ſidered the Party of Europeans as Vagrants, and Aliens to their natural Country ; that they were 
not French, but the Refule of various Nations; that they could never have it in their Power to 
join the French, ſhould they be diſpoſed to attach themſelves to the Fortunes of that Nation, and 
that they had not attempred to do it at the Siege of Pondicherry. I repeated in Reply, what had 
been faid in the Governor's Letter ; 1 urged, that their not attempting to aſlift their Nation at Pon- 
dicherry, was owing not to the Want of Inclination in them to diſtrels us, but to the Want of Op- 
portunity and Power; that their Leader and Commander would ever look forward to his own Coun- 1 
try, and would endeavour, by every poſſible Means, to recommend himſelf to his own Prince and Nation; | 
that the keeping them together in a Body in his Service, was a Meaſure hurtful to our Intereſts, and in- 
conſiſtent with the Terms of the Treaty. On taking Leave of this Subject, he gave me no politive Affur- 
ances of his Intention of diſmiſſing them ; but in the Courſe of the Converlation, ſeeming defirous of ex- 
cuſing himſelf, and of ſoftening Matters, by ſaying, that the Party was entertained by one of his Au— 
mils, and not by himſelf ; and that they were not engaged for any ſpecific Time, but optionally, and 
were to be diſmiſſed at Will. The Soubah now proceeded to enquire of me, what your Anſwer was 
relative to the Reprelentations he had made on the Subject of our Engagements with Bazalet Jung, 
and what your Inſtructions were, regarding the Payment of the Peſcuſh. I told him, with reſpect to 
the former, that you did not deem thoſe Engagements in the Light of an Infringement of the Treaty, | 
as he had repreſented them; that you had long ago frequently and preſſingly wiitten to him to 1 
diſmiſs that Party of Frenchmen from his Brother's Service; that you had been for ſome Tim paſt | 
ſenſible of the Probability of a War with France, and had foreſeen the Danger of their being kept U 
together in a Body, in à Situation contiguous to our Poſſeſſions; that you had nevertheleſs, from an 
Attention to the Friendſhip ſubſiſting between his Highneſs and the Company, forcborne taking any 
hoſtile Meaſures for their Removal; that at length, by the breaking out of a French War, it became 
more immediately neceſſary for you to take ſome Steps for expelling them from that Part of the 
Country; that as Bazalet Jung, by their Removal, would have been left without Defence, you had 
engaged, on Condition of his diſmiſſing them, to furniſh him with ſome Troops for his Protection, 
to be paid out of the Revenue of the Guntoor Circar; and on this Condition had rented it from him; 
that by the 2d Article of Treaty, the Circar was juſtly forfeited to the Company; but that they had 
been induced to wave this Claim, from an Unwillingneſs to embrace any Meaſure, however equitable, 
that might be the Cauſe of miſunderſtanding with his Highneſs. The foregoing Circumſtances 
having been before Subjects of Diſcuſſion, we advanced ſo far without any apparent Symptoms of 
Uneaſineſs or Reſentment on the Part of the Soubah; but upon my proceeding to declare to him, 
what you had given me in Charge relative to your Deſire of obtaining a Remiſſion of the Peicuſh, 
he was exceedingly agitated, and expreſſed himſelf with great Warmth and Force, but at the ſame 
Time with Decency. I had before told his Highneſs, upon his applying to me for the Diſcharge of 
his Arrears of the Peſcuſh, that on Account of the great Expences of the French War, and the 
Zemindars having been deficient in their Payments, it would be impoſſible for you to comply with 
his Requeſt, I believe he has been for ſome Time jealous of this Delay. I now repeated to him the 
above Arguments, and added, that the heavy Charges of the Army; and the Collections, the large 
Balances due from the Zemindars, and the Failures of Renters from unfavourable Seaſons, and other 
Caules, were altogether fo large a Draught upon the Revenue, as greatly to exhauſt it, and rendered 
the Payment of the Peſcuſh a very heavy Burden ; that the Company in England were uneaſy at 
the Payment of ſo large a Sum from a Revenue that could not bear it, which there was the more 
Occaſion tor them to give Attention to, from the Burden falling in Part upon their other Revenues ; 
that by the Mogul's Phirmaund of 1765, the Ceſſion of the Circars was declared to be free and 
unconditional; and that it was fo acknowledged on the Part of his Highneſs, by the Treaty with the 
Company of 1768 ; that nevertheleſs, through Regard to his Honour and Dignity, the Company had 
been contented to receive them, by the Firſt Treaty 1766, as a Grant from his Highneſs , that the 
Sum itſelf was not ſo conſiderable as to affect his Highneſs's Revenue, or give him any Uneaſinels 
that as he had, through Favour and Munificence, excuſed others the Payment of Tribute, he would, no ; 
Doubt, be inclined to ſhew an equal Degree of Liberality to the Company, who had given him no 1 
Moleſtation in his Government, and had hitherto, during Times of Peace and Tranquility, been 14 
punctual in complying with the Terms of their Engagement ; that for theſe Reaſons, you entertained ik | 
a well-grounded Hope, that through his Friendſhip to the Company, he would be induced to excuſe * 
them the Payment of the Peſcuſh.; that it would be doing the Company a Pleaſure and a Favour; that bn 
they would be ever ready to acknowledge it, by ſhewing him at all Times all poſſible Marks of their 
Attachment and Friendſhip. His Highneſs was too much agitated to permit me to go through the 
Whole of the above Repreſentation without Interruption : Upon my Firſt opening the Subject, he 
ſaid, he found that we were determined to break the Treaty, that he looked upon it as already 
violated; that there could not be any further Occaſion for my ſtaying at his Court; that if we were 
bent on War, he was likewiſe ready. He afterwards replied more in Detail to the Points J had 
dwelt upon; he ſaid, that with reſpe& to Deficiencies of Revenues, from whatever Cauſe, he had 
nothing to do with them; that the Treaty was clear and explicit ; that no Exception whatever had 
been made, nor Proviſion ſtipulated, for Failure of any Kind ; that he had himſelf ſuffered great Loſſes 
upon various Occaſions ; but ſhould think it very unreafonabte to call upon the Company tor a Year's 
Rep. II. 5. Reveoue 
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Revenue of the Circars towards his Indemnification; that with reſpect of its being put upon the 
Footing of Favour, it might have been a reaſonable Ground, if we had done him any Favours on 
our Part; that whatever might be the Profits of the Circars, they were our own, and it was not 
right that the Loſſes ſhould be his; that his Situation, at the Time of our taking Poſſeſſion of the 
Circars, would have enabled him to prevent it; that he has ever conſidered the Ceſſion of them to us, 
as procceding from the Fraud and Ignorance of his Managers, but that he has ſince been induced to 
ſubmit to the heavy Loſs he ſuſtained on that Occaſion, from a Senſe of the Regard he owed to his 
Engagements; that as he conſidered himſelf pledged by the Treaty to maintain Peace with the Com. 
pany, he had harbouted no Intentions of FOG, any Steps to diſturb the public Tranquillity; by; 
that, if we ſaw any Advantage in breaking with him, he ſhould be very well pleaſed, as he was 
convinced, in caſe of a Rupture, that the Profits of the Conteſt would be on his Side, and that he 
ſhould be able to make a better Bargain for himſelf than had been made for him by his Servants. 
That with reſpe& to our Forbearance, in not having taken Poſſeſſion cf the Circars upon the Ground 
of the Mogul's Phirmaund, we ſeemed at preſent to have loſt View of that Principle; that but}; 
himſelf and the Company might now revert to that Ground, and after a Trial of Strength, make 
1 a freſh Treaty upon new Terms ſuited to the Events of War; that if we thought him in to weak a 
N 8 Condition, as to be under a Neceſſity of ſubmitting to this new Claim, we were greatly deccived. 
His Highneſs, in the Courſe of his Converſation, ſpoke as if he conſidered Hyder Ally as Waiting 
only to be called on to join him, and as if he and his People, upon ſuch an Occaſion, would be 
ready to fly to his Banners, and to act under his Orders; and purſuant to this Idea, he ſaid, he 
| ſhould give Orders to Meer Ally Rizam, Hyder's Governor of Cuddapah, to join his Son, and proceed 
againſt Colonel Harpur. I told him, that with reſpect to War, it ought to be a Matter of ſerious 
| Conſideration with him; that the Power of the Company in Bengal, and on the Coaſt, was vey 
] | great; and that by Means of our Ships, and the Command of the Sea, we could eaſily tranſport 
1 our Army from the North or South to any Place where they might be wanted; that from the equi- 
table Principle of our Government, we were not forward to invade our Neighbours, but that we 
| feared no Power whatever; that we expelled the French not only from Pondicherry, but likewiſe from 
Mah, which was in Hyder Ally's Dominions; that with reſpect to the Peſcuſh, it was really a heavy 
| Charge on the Circar Revenue; that I had been ſent, through. Reſpect for his Highneſs's great Station 
and Dignity, to requeſt the Remiſſion; that the Requeſt ſtood on good Grounds ; and I concluded 
with hoping, that he would be pleaſed to conſider it maturely. His Highneſs ſtill continued to hold 
the Language of Reſentment and War, but in Terms of Decency, and not of Outrage: He propo- 
poſed to me either to proceed to Madras, or to communicate the above Particulars to you, with a 
preſſing Requeſt for a ſpeedy Anſwer. He ſaid, he ſhould immediately prepare for Hoſtilities, and 
_ deſired me to inform you ſa; intimating, that if there were any Delay in your Anſwer, his Troops 
might poſſibly, in the mean Time, advance upon Colonel Harpur; and that in ſuch Caſe the Blame 
would be yours. 1 |

REA D the following Letter from Mr. Hollond, Reſident at Hydrabad, dated 3 iſt Auguſt, 


To the Honourable Sir Tho- Rumbold, Baronet, Preſident, Governor, and Select Committee,

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 1 7 
'I was on the 22d of laſt Month honoured with your Letter of the roth, and in conſequence 
waited on the Soubah. Informed him of the great Deſire you ſtill expreſſed to obtain a Remiſſion 


of the Peſcuſh; that you were greatly concerned to find, inſtead of giving a favourable Attention 


to your Requeſt, his Highneſs had been ſo forward in making Declarations inconſiſtent with the 
Friendſhip that had ſo long ſubſiſted between him and the Company; that in the Mode of Proceed- 
ing which you had obſerved upon this Occaſion, it had been the Object of your particular Attention, 
to ſhew all poſſible Reſpect to his Highneſs's great Station and Dignity ; that although you wiſhed, 
upon good Grounds, to be relieved from the heavy Burthen of the Peſcuſh, it could not fail of 


giving you Uneaſineſe, if the Requeſt you had made ſhould be the Oceaſion of your being upon 


Terms of Miſunderſtanding with his Highneſs ; that you hoped he would conſider maturely the 
Reaſonableneſs of your Repreſentation, and manifeſt his Friendſhip to the Company, by giving his 
ready Aſſent to a Requeſt fo juſtly founded. We were naturally led, from this Preface, int a Diſcuſſion 
of the Queſtion at large, nearly as T have ſtated it to. you in my Addreſs of the 26th June: All the 
Arguments made uſe of on both Sides, at the former Occaſion, were now again repeated. I obſerved 
that his rar nee appeared to be particularly agitated, when I mentioned his having excuſed others, as 


a Ground for the Company to expect an equal Share of his Regard. I made uſe of this Argument, 
entirely with a View of ſhewing the Soubah, that I was not unacquainted with the preſent weak State 


of his Government; and it ſeemed to operate accordingly : He replied immediately to this Part of 
my Repreſentation with fome Warmth, that it was, not conformable to Cuſtom, to repeat Words after 
a deciſive Anſwer had been given. The Soubah, in the Courſe of the Converſation, dwelt much upon 


his having a larger Army than ours; ſaid, he could eafily ſend Parties of Horſe, of which we had 


none, to lay waſte. the Carnatic and Circars ; that if we would not pay the ſtipulated Peſcuſh, and the 
Balance due, he ſhould be under the Neceſſity of committing Hoſtilities, in order, by that Means, 
to recover thoſe Sums. I replied, firſt, that with refpe& to what his Highneſs had ſaid to have heard of 
the Strength of our Army, it would be fobnd, even in Point of Numbers (ſuppoſing Numbers the 
important Conſideration) to be truly reſpectable, and was amply ſufficient to oppoſe to the Power 


of any of our Enemies; that by the Sea being open to us, our Bengal Army could always be tranſ- 


ported with the utmoſt Diſpatch into the Circars; that the real Strength of an Army conſiſted in 
Diſcipline, and the Art of managing them; that ours, which had been often tried, were well known 
to be powerful; that our Syſtem of War did not require a numerous Body of Horſe, but that of 
theſe we had a ſufficient Force trained, according to the Rules of European Diſcipline; that the Com- 
pany had no Intention of becoming his Enemies, and would not be the Firſt to diſturb the Peace of | 
the Country; but in caſe of Hoſtilities being committed, from whatever 1 AO we were always 

ruck, there would bc 
afterwards no Poſſibility of repairing the Miſchief, which might extend no one knows how far; that 
with reſpect to the Advantages he had declared he promiſed to himſelf from a War with the 
Company, he would do wrong to be ſanguine, as the Event might poſſibly be different from what 
he might expect; that it was natural for him to ſuppoſe, that what I ſaid proceeded from my Zeal 
for the Intereſt of the Company, but that if 1 were his own Servant, and the real and faithful 
Well-wiſher of his Highneſs and his Family, which I wiſhed him to conſider me, I ſhould not 
fail ro uſe my utmoſt Endeavours to diſſuade him from his being precipitate in engaging in Hoſti- 
lities againſt our Government; that what I had repreſented upon this Occaſion with reſpect to the 


Strength of our Army, did by no Means proceed from any Intention of exaggerating the = 
ECL, | | p 
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pany's Power, but from the ſincere Deſire I had of giving him a true and perfect View of the real 
State of Affairs, in order that he might thereby be enabled to conſider the Queſtion before him ma- 
turely on true Grounds, previous to his taking any Steps that might diſturb the public Tranquillity, 
and involve the Country in Diſtreſs. His Highnels ſtill continued firm in refuſing his Compliance 
with the Requeſt for the Remiſſion of the Peſcuſh, and informed me, that he ſhould give me Au— 
dience of Leave in Two Days. He ſent for my Dubaſh the ſame Evening, and defired him, through 
Shennſe Ud Dowla, his principal Servant, to tell me to prepare for my Departure on the Day he 
had preſcribed as abovementioned. In the Viſit I had paid his Highneſs, I had not made known to 
him your firſt Propoſition, which was the diſcharging the Balance due, on Condition of his 
remitting the Peſcuſh in tuture; I thought ir better to keep up this Conceſſion in order 
to give a Check, as much as poſſible, to his Highneſs's Expectation, wiſhing much that the de- 
fired Accommodation might be eſtabliſhed on this Ground; neither did I think it neceſſary to yield, 
after receiving his Highnels's Meſſage above ſtated, believing it to be an Artifice employed by his 
Highneſs to drive me to make ſuch turther Propoſitions as I might have in Charge. The- Day fol- 
lowing my Dubaſh was again ſent for to the Durbar, and was given to underſtand through Shennſe 
Ud Dowlah, that the Soubah had appointed Sabit Jung, Brother of Fazel Beg Cawn, to ſpeak to 
me on any Buſineſs I might have to propoſe. I accordingly paid a Vilit to Sabu Jung, agreeably to 
the Soubah's Deſire ; but nothing was ſaid on either Side on Buſineſs; and after an Interval of TWo 
or Three Days, he returned my Viſit. As I underſtood that he had been appointed to ſay ſomething 
to me trom the Soubah, I waited, after the uſual Compliments, in Expectation of his opening the 
Buſlineſs he might have to ſpeak of: He told me that he was not authorized to ſay any Thing to me on 

the Part of the Soubah, but that his Highneſs had deſired him to hear, and report, any Propoſitions 
that I might have to offer on the Part oft the Company. We then went through a Diſcuſſion of the 

ſeveral Arguments [tated in my former Letters; in the Courle of which | did not fail to ſet before him 
in the ſtrongeſt Terms, the great Danger the Soubah his Maſter would inevitably be expoſed to, if he 
ſhould imprudeatly precipitate himſelf into Hoſtilities with the Company: I added, that as the Sou- 
bah, on the Day I viſited him, did not appear to be in a Diſpoſition to give a favourable Attention 
to any Propoſition which I had to offer, I had not thought chat Occaſion a proper Meeting for in- 
troducing any further Matter, I told him, that I had often given his Highneſs the ſtrongeſt and moſt. 
unequivocal Aſſurances of the Company's firm Intention to maintain that Friendſhip which ſubſiſted 
between then, and of the great Inclination which I knew you had to ſhew his Highnels every poſſi- 
ble Attention that could maniteſt your high Eſteem and Reſpect to his Perſon and Government, I 
then added, that if his Highneſs was inclined to receive a Nazur, as a Mark of Reſpect from the 
Company, and as an Acknowledgment on their Part of the great Favour ſhewn them by the Remiſ- 
ſion of the Peſcuſh and Balance, I was perſuaded that in ſuch Caſe ycu would willingly do every 
Thing in your Power to conform to his Wiſhes, and that it would be the Occaſion of great Satis— 
faction to you, if the Difference was accommodated on this Ground. Although Sabit Jung pre- 
tended not to have been authorized to ſay any Thing on the Part of the Soubah, he replied, with 
_ reſpect to the Remiſſion of the Peſcuſh, that it could not be on any Terms whatever; and he aſked 

me pointedly, Whether, after having heard the Soubah's Reſolution, it was our Intention, bona fide, 
to pay the ſtipulated Tribute? This was ſo explicit and direct a Queſtion, that I found myſelf under 
the Neceſſity of making ſome Kind of Reply to it, by defiring him to conſider how the Caſe ſtood, 
and to draw his own Concluſions regarding the Event, : 


] was induced to propoſe the Payment of a Nazur, rather than to offer the Balance of Peſcuſh, 
not only becauſe I perceived it would be agreeable to the Soubah under that Denomination, but be- 
cauſe it enabled me the more eaſily to conceal the Amount of the Sum you propoſed paying him 

and further, if I had mentioned your Intention of paying the Amount due under the Name of Ba- 
lance, I apprehended, conformable to the Modes of Eaſtern Courts, there would have been a further 
Claim made on the Company under the Title of Nazur. ; 


I am led, upon this Occaſion, to expreſs my Wiſhes that I might be authorized to offer a ſuitable 
Nazur, in caſe of Neceſſity, beyond the Payment of the Balance due, rather than be driven to 
an Accommodation, on the Ground of either of the other Three Propoſitions contained in your Letter 
of the 10th July. As the Payment of Tribute is a Matter by which the Independency of Govern- 
ment is effected, and as we have negotiated the Remiſſion of it at this Court, I am ſtrongly of Opi- 
nion, that the Point ought, if poſſible, to be carried through, We have repreſented, that it will be 
unreaſonable on the Part of the Soubah, to claim this Tribute in future, and he has refuſed his 
Compliance with our Requeſt, in Terms not warranted by his Situation. When we conſider that he 
is ſupported more by the Reputation of his late Father's Name and Government, than by any real 
Power of his own, it muſt neceſſarily be ſuppoſed the Opinions of the Indian Powers, to reſent both 
the Refuſal and the Manner, the latter of which will, no Doubt, if we ſhould yield, be greatly exag- 
gerated. If under theſe ſuppoſed Emotions of Reſentment on our Part, and after the public Decla- 
ration we have made, of the Unreaſonableneſs of the Demand, we ſhould ſtill continue to pay the 
Peſcuſh, it will be univerſally believed through this Country, that our Compliance has proceeded from 
Apprehenſions of the Soubah's ſuperior Power; I propoſe therefore to continue ſteady to the Ground 


I have aſſumed, and ſhall not make any further Propoſitions, unleſs, purſuant to your Inſtructions, it 
ſhall be abſolutely neceſſary. | | 
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- It may be proper, on the preſent Occaſion, to inform you of the Reports I have had of the Stren th 
of the Army. The Number of his Horſe and that of all his Jaqueedars and Munſubdars collected 
together, are, according to various Accounts, from 30 to go, ooo; the Soubah's Seapoys exerciſed in 
the European Manner, are ſaid to be 8,000, and thoſe of Fazel Beg 10, ooo. I have ſeen thoſe be. 
longing. to the former, and have had Accounts of Fazel Beg's, and I am fully of Opinion that they 
will be found, in caſe of Action, to be leſs ſerviceable than common Pike Peons, of whom there are 
many conſidered as fighting Men in the Soubah's Army, but it is of little Conſequence to aſcertain 
their Numbers, If we may form a Judgment of the Whole of his Cavalry from a Sample of ſome 
thouſands lately arrived at this Place, under the Command of his Son, they are ſmall, poor, and ill 
equipped. There is not a ſingle Gun mounted on the Walls of Hydrabad, and the Place is wholl 
defenceleſs. The Power of the Soubah does not extend to the Ability of controlling even his 
Jaquierdars, of whom Fazel Beg Cawn is one, and holds himſelf independent of this Court; Bazalet 
Jung, and the Cuddapah and Cannoul Nabobs have for a long Time held themſelves alſo entirely in. 
dependent of him : There cannot, under all theſe Appearances of a weak Government, be any Thins 
to apprehend from the Soubah's Reſentment, I think it neceſſary to adviſe you of all theſe Circum. 
ſtances, as I conceive that my yielding a Step of the firſt Ground I have aſſumed, will deteat m 
beſt Endeavours to maintain myſelf in either of the Three Propoſitions following, mentioned in 
your Letter of the 1oth July, the laſt of which will I think molt certainly be rejected. The many 
Conferences I have had with the Soubah have given me an Opportunity of forming an Opinion of 
his Character; and I conſider him to have ſo much Experience of Affairs, and fo juſt a Knowledge 
both of his own Strength and the Company's Government, that I cannot think it in any Degree pro- 
bable he will be diſpoſed to carry his Threats into Execution, and plunge into the Danger of War 
with ſo formidable a Power as our's is well known to be: I am therefore the more inclined t 
keep my firſt Ground, and to diſregard his Menaces. I have already remarked his not carrying 
thoſe into Execution that related to my Diſmiſſion from his Court. I believe that the Credit he de. 
rives from receiving the Tribute from the Company, is by far a greater Obje& with him than the 
Amount of the Sum ſtipulated ; and from this Conſideration I think it highly probable that he my 
perſiſt throughout, in refuſing his Compliance with the Requeſt that has been made to him for an en- 
tire Remiſſion of it; I do not imagine, however, that he will on this Account be ſo imprudent as to 
commit Hoſtilities upon any Part of our Poſſeſſions. If other Circumſtances were favourable, it i 
very probable he may rather ſend me away than give his Aſſent to the Propoſition I have made to 
him, The Balance due is ſo ſmall a Sum when ſet in Compariſon with the preſent flouriſhing Con— 
dition of his Trealury, that I am doubtful whether the Offer of paying will be accepted, as he may 
probably think it more for his Intereſt to riſk the Loſs of it, than to make a Conceſſion which has 
a Tendency to diſcredit him, by impreſſing the Minds of other Powers with an Opinion of the 
Weakneſs of his Government. I am not encouraged to draw any Concluſions deciſively favourable 
to my Wiſhes, from the Circumſtance merely of his not having given me Audience of Leave, con- 
formably to the Declaration he had made of his Intention ſo to do; the Situation of our Affairs with 
reſpect to the Marattas, gives me a great Alarm. There has been for a long Time paſt a determined 
perſonal Enmity between his Highneſs and Raganaut Row, and his Highneſs is apprehenſive that 
our eſtabliſhing Raganaut Row in the Poſſeſſion of the Poonah Government, will be but a Prelude to 
our atracking his own Poſſeſſions, He conceives, that our Connection with the Maratta Chief extends 
to the engaging in Hoſtilities againſt him; and being very apprehenſive of our Government, he has, as! 
underſtand, ſent a Vakeel to Surat, with Inſtructions, in caſe of our uniting again with Ragonau! Row, 
either to get himſelf included in the Treaty, or to make a ſeparate Treaty in his own Name wich 
that Chief; in caſe he cannot ſucceed in either of theſe Objects, he has determined, as I have 
been informed, to join heartily with the preſent Poonah Adminiſtration againſt Ragonaut Row, 
and conlequently againſt us. I am not acquainted with the final Reſolution of the Bengal Government 
relative to the Poonah Affairs; conformably, however, to what the Preſident wrote me in a former 
Letter, I told the Soubah, that I believed our Government was diſpoſed towards the reigning 

Adminiſtration at Poonah, if any Thing could be ſettled with them upon a reaſonable Footing; 
that even in caſe of any Obſtructions to a Renewal of the former Treaty of Friendſhip with them, 
and of our being obliged, in conſequence, to ſupport Ragonaut Row, I nevertheleſs was very well 
aſſured, that there was not any Intention on our Part, of aiding Ragonaut Row in any Views againſt 
the Peace of his Highneſs's Country. I am doubtful whether he will truſt to the Event. If Peace 
be eſtabliſhed with the Poonah Miniſters, it is poſſible that his Highneſs, ſeeing that he can have no 
Hopes of Aſſiſtance from that Quarter, may be diſpoſed to make the moſt of the Peſcuſh, by ac- 
cepting the Balance due, or the lame Amount, under the Denomination of Nazur, as a Conſideration 
for yielding up what I believe he conceives to be already loſt. In the Caſe of his joining the Poonab 
Miniſters againſt Ragonaut Row and our Army, his Pretenſions drop of Courſe, He will probably 
keep me here until he ſees the End of the Negotiations ſet on Foot on the Malabar Coaſt, and per- 
haps beyond that Period, until he can form fome Judgment of Hyder Ally's Intention. He appears 
to be under great Apprehenſions from that Quarter, and will have it in his Power, by my reſiding at 
his Court, to impreſs Hyder with an Idea of there being an Alliance formed with the Company to 
oppoſe his further Encroachments. 15 


| Read Two Letters from the Nabob, dated 19th and 20th ultimo; the former containing Intelli, 


gence relative to the Deligns of Hyder Ally and the Nizam, in conſequence of our having enter 24 
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intd/an Alliance with Bazalet Jung the latter, on the Subject of Hyder Ally and the Marattas, and 
recommending that the Diſputes with the latter be made up as ſoon as poſſibſe; for which Purpoſe, if 
we approve, he can ſend for an able and truſty Perſon from Poonah to negotiate a Treaty 
with us. |

THE Governor General lays before the Board, a Letter which he has lately received from Mr. Hol- 

lond, deputed by the Preſident and Select Committee of Fort St, George to the Court of the Nabob 
Nizam Ally, at Hydrabad. This contains an Account of his Proceedings, and the State of his Nego- 
nations, to the Time in which it was written. | 


The Board received the original Intimation of this Commiſſion in a Letter from the Select Com- 
mittee, dated the 7th February, but hath never received from them any further Advice of the parti- 
cular Objects deſigned to be accompliſhed by it, nor of the Progreſs made towards the Execution of 
them, which muſt be aſcribed to ſome official Inattention. In this Perſuaſion he is confirmed, by the 
Aſſurances of the Commander in Chief, who left that Preſidency about the Time of Mr. Hollond's 
Appointment, and by a Letter received ſince from Mr. Hollond, ſoon after his Arrival at Hydrabad, 
containing a Report of the Reception which he met with from the Nazim, and a Copy of his Inſtruc- 


tions. By ſome Accident this Letter has been miſlaid, which the Governor General regrets, becauſe 


it obliges him to have Recourſe to his Memory for the Subſtance of it, which, though of little Im- 
Portance when it was received, is become of very material Conſequence at this Time, from the great 


ariation which has been made, as well in the Principle and Deſign, as in the Progreſs of Mr. Hol- 
lond's Commiſſion.

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In the Letter from the Select Committee, dated the 9th February laſt, they aſſign as their Mo. 

tives for this Deputation, their Apprehenſions leaſt the Jealouſy of Nizam Ally, ſhould be excited b 

their Connection with his Brother, the Nabob Bazaler Jung, and by the long Arrears withheld of 
his Peſcuſh, and induce him to take a hoſtile Part againſt them; and the profeſſed Object was 
therefore to ſatisfy him on both theſe Subjects; and ſuch, in his Recollection of them, was the Sub.

Bazalet Jung; to apologize for their Want of Punctuality in the Payments of his Peſcuſh, to ſettle 
the Mode of diſcharging the Arrears, to require from him the previous Aſſurance of a pacific Dir. 
poſition towards their Government, and to give him ſimilar Aſſurances of theirs, and of their firm 


Determination to abide by every Article of the Treaty of 1768. Theſe . Inſtructions ſeemed equally 


wiſe and well adapted to the Seaſon and Occaſion which gave Birth to them, and were ſuch as per. 
haps in the ſtrict Conſtruction of the Dependance of that Preſidency on the Controul of this Go. 
vernment, they were authoriſed to give, by their own ſeparate Power, ſince the profeſſed and only

Object was the Preſervation of Peace, grounded on a Treaty already exiſting. 


But by the Tenor of the ſubſequent Inſtructions tranſmitted to Mr. Hollond, it appears that they 
have been imperceptibly led from their firſt Deſign into a Train of Demands, which were both in 
their natural Tendency oppoſite to it, and have proved ſuch in their Effect. The Treaty with Bazalet 
Jung is concluded and avowed without the Participation of his immediate Sovereign and their 
Ally; the Arrears and current Payment of the Peſcuſh withheld, and effectually, though indi- 
rectly refuſed, under Pleas highly unreaſonable and irregular; and a Demand for Diſmiſſion of the 
French, and other Enemies, and Native Forces, entertained under the Command of Mr. Lally, a 
French Officer; a Demand in itſelf reaſonable and ſuitable to the Relation in which they ſtand with 
the Nabob; but neither politic nor reaſonable, while their other Demands indicate an Intention of 


War, and are even accompanied with indirect Threats of it. 5 


The Nabob has given to theſe Requiſitions their obvious Conſtruction, and unleſs his Arguments 
have received ſome Aſſiſtance in the Relation of them from Mr. Hollond, who appears to poſſeſs all 
the Requiſites for the Truſt to which he has been ſelected, they are ſuch as manifeſt the cleareſt 
Conviction of their Unreaſonableneſs, as well as a proper Senſe of the Inſult conveyed by them; as 
nothing but an extreme Contempt for his Power could apparently have dictated the Propoſal of re- 
tnquithing ſuch valuable and acknowledged Rights, without One Conceſſion offered in Return, that 


' might ſerve as a ſpecious Cover to his Credit in yielding them. 


To demand the abſolute Ceſſion of a Right acquired by Treaty, or even the Variation of it, with. 


cout ſomething propoſed as an Equivalent or Alternative, will, though not a direct Breach of Treaty, be 


always conſidered as ſuch ; as the Demands of States are ſuppoſed to be deliberate Acts, of which 
every Conſequence has been duly weighed before they were paſſed, with a Reſolution to ſupport 
them; and becauſe they cannot be ſupported but by Violence, either immediate or eventually im- 
plied, or by the Principle of Right, which is entirely excluded from the preſent Queſtion. But tie 
Right of Nizam Ally to the Peſcuſh ſtands yet upon ſtronger Ground, ſince it ought to be remem- | 


bered that it was the Effect of Solicitations and Importunity on our Part, his conſiſting in a ſimple 


Acquieſcence, extorted from him by the Neceſſity of his Affairs; this Conſideration would render the 
Attempt doubly criminal to vreſt it from him. by = | 


It is but Juſtice to acquit the Preſident and Select Committee of Fort Saint George of ſuch an 


Intention or Reſolution, already decided within their own Breaſts ; the contrary is evinced by the 
final Inſtructions contained in their Letter to Mr. Hollond, dated the 1oth July. In this they di- 


claim all Thoughts of Violence, expreſſing their Hope to receive the Remiſſion of the Peſculh | 
from his Generoſity, and propoſe various and ſucceſſive Qualifications of their Demand, till they have 
reduced it apparently to a quiet Acquieſcence in the Treaty, as it now ſtands ; apparently, for a very 


different Reſolution may be ſuſpected in the concluding Declaration, that if all their Propoſitions 
are rejected, they will diſcharge what is due when they are in Caſh, but will defend their Rights, if 


they ſhould be attacked; a Mode of Expreſſion, which, without much Violence on the literal Con- 
ſtruction, may be taken as an implied, an indirect. Refuſal to diſcharge it, and a Threat of Re. 


ſiſtance, if it ſhould be reclaimed by Force ; ſo that the Negotiation, when it ſhall have run its Round

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While the political Syſtem of the Company's Affairs in India is eſpecially and excluſively en- 
truſted to the Charge of this Government, it ſeems to follow as a neceſſary Rule, that all political 
Negotiations ſhould originate with this Government, and all Commiſſions and Deputaitons to foreign 
States iflue immediately from it. But the Court of Directors have, in One Inſtance, determined 
otherwiſe. And this Board has already given its Conſent to Mr. Hollond's Appointment, though 
under Inducements widely different from the Circumſtances which have been ſince made the Objects 


of it. It would be therefore improper to withdraw it; and in other Reſpects he appears to be well 
qualified for it. 


The Deſign of this Minute is ſolely to bring forth a Queſtion before the Board, with all the intro- 
ductory Facts which appear neceſſary for the Determination of it; namely,“ Whether this Board 
ſhall incerfere in the preſent Negotiation, or ſtill leave it to the Conduct of the Select Committee 
of Fort Saint George ?” The Governor General torbears to offer any Opinion on the Mode of In- 
Es if any ſhall be judged proper, wiſhing rather to leave this Subject at large to their

Mr. Francis. I think this Board ought to interpoſe its Authority to prevent, if poſſible, any fur- 
ther Operation of the Meaſures taken by the Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George, without 
our Conſent and Knowledge, and which evidently tend to a Rupture with the Nizam at a very un- 
favourable Point of Time, and on the ſlighteſt and moſt unwarrantable Pretences.

The moſt important Information I have 

been able to obtain ſince my Arrival here, is, that the Soubah begins to grow jealous of Hyder 

Ally's increaſing Power; and, in effect, not only the Soubah's Security, but our own, ſeems to render 

it neceſſary, that a Check ſhould be given to the Incroachments of that reſtleſs Uſurper. By the Re- 

duction of the Fort of Chittuldungum, I have been informed, that he acquired an Acquiſition of 


Country to the Amount of 30 Lacks of Rupees. He has ſince been employed in the Countries — 


bordering on the Soubah's. He has entirely ſubdued the Cuddapah Country, and poſſeſſed himſelf 
of a very large Sum in Plunder; and has exacted Sums of Money from the Cannoul Nabob, and 
from Bazalet Jung, the Soubah's Brother. How far it may be our Intereſt to preſerve Peace at 


preſent, you are the beſt Judge; but Hyder's Power, if it is ſuffered to increaſe, will certainly be-

In the Month of February laſt, a Letter was received from the Preſident and Select Committee 
of Fort Saint George, who had been appointed by the Company to manage and tranſact the political 
Affairs of the Preſidency, under the general Controul and Direction of this Government, informing 
us of their Intention to depute a public Miniſter to your Court, for the Purpoſe of explaining and 
accommodating ſome Subjects of Diflatisfagtion with your Highneſs, and confirming of the ancient 
Faith and Alliance between your Highneſs and the Company; and Mr. Hollond was ſoon after de- 
puted on this Service, with Inſtructions conformable to thoſe Intentions, namely, to give you the 
| ſtrongeſt Aſſurances of their Deſire to cultivate and preſerve the good Underſtanding which had ſo 
long ſubſiſted between you; to repeat their Intention of ſupporting the Treaty of Alliance concluded 
in 1768; and at the ſame Time to expreſs their Concern at the Arrears of the Peſcuſh, which had 
been ſuffered to accumulare, and to explain the unavoidable Cauſes which had prevented the punctual 
Diſcharge of it. VVV 5 


He was alſo to make you acquainted with the Situation of that Preſidency, in regard to the 
French, which made it expedient for them to enter into a Negotiation with Bazalet Jung, on partl- 
cular Points, to which Mr, Hollond was directed to ſolicit your Aſſent and Concurrence. 


Objects of the Nature here deſcribed, were ſo deſirable in themfelves, and fo conformable to our 
Wiſhes, that they could not but meet with our Approbation; and we were pleaſed to ſce them un- 
dertaken upon Principles, which had no other Profeſſion, or apparent Tendency, than to ſtrengthen 
and confirm the Obligation of a Treaty already concluded, and, of courſe, not requiring any ſpecial _ 
Authority from this Government. 25

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which he had met with from you, and of the particular Conferences which he had been admitted to, 
as late as the End of Auguſt, 


From theſe I underſtand, the Negotiation had been imperceptibly carried beyond the Limits ori- 


ginally preſcribed to it; and that ſome Propoſitions had been made to your Highneſs, which you 
had received as Demands, and miſconſtrued them into an Intention to depart from the Treaty ſub— 
ſiſting between you and the Company, although this Government has received no Communication of 
theſe Subjects, from that of Fort Saint George; yet, as the llighteſt Cauſes, if ſuffered to operate, often 
produce the moſt important Events; and as it is my Wilh, and equally that of the other Members 
of this Government, to remove firſt the Impreſſion of a Miſunderſtanding with your Highnets, 
eſpecially on an Occaſion which might reflect upon the Engliſh Faith, if it were attended with other 
Conſequences; we have therefore judged it incumbent upon us, to interpoſe our Authority and Me— 
diation, to recall the Negotiation, on the Part of the Government of Fort Saint George, to the Terms 
of their original Inſtructions; and to remove the Doubts to which the Paſt may have given Birth 
in your Breaſt, by informing you, that the Government of Fort Saint George hath never entertained 
an Idea of the Intention which feems to have been imputed to them; if they had, they would cer- 
tainly have informed us of it, as ſuch a Deſign could not be carried into Execution, nor the Com- 
pany's Name pledged to any new Engagements, without the Knowledge and Sanction of this Go—

T HE Governor General has laid before us a Letter which he has lately received from Mr. 
Hollond, your Minilter at the Court of the Nabob Nizam ul Much, dated the 3d September; 


which contains Matters of ſo great Importance to the general Intereſts of the Company, as, in our 
Judgment of them, to require our immediate Interference. 


We impute it to an official Omiſſion, that we have never yet received the regular Information of 
Mr. Hollond's Appointment, of which the firſt Notice was conveyed to us by an early Letter, ad. 
dreſſed by him to the Governor General, with a Copy of his Inſtructions. We were indeed adviſed 


in your Letter to us, of the 7th February laſt, that you had appointed a Miniſter to this Court, 


for the ſpecial Purpoſes of facilitating the Acquiſition of the Guntoor Circar, and generally to confirm 
the Nabob in the Intereſt of your Government. Such allo we underſtand to have been the Subſtance 
of your Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond, from the Governor General's Recollection of them, theſe hay. 
ing been by ſome Accident unfortunately miſlaid, with an Explanation in Addition to them, of the 
Cauſes which had compelled you to withhold the regular Payment of the Peſcuſh due to the Nabob 
by Treaty for the Northern Circars, and a Promiſe of diſcharging the Arrears, and greater Punctua- 
lity in the future Payment of it. _— 


Buch were the original Objects of this Deputation, and they appeared to us to have been my 


wiſely and ſeaſonably adapted, both to the Relation in which we ſtood to the Nabob Nizam Ally 
Cawn, and to the general Exigencies of our Affairs, at a Period when, as you very jultly obſerve, 
we were engaged in a War, which acquired ſpecial Sanction from the controlling Powers which are 
veſted in this Government; and we patiently waited the Iſſue of it, in the Perſuaſion that the tame 


Prudence which planned, would direct the Execution of it to the moſt happy Termination. We are 
not ſufficiently acquainted with the Progreſs of this Buſineſs, to diſcover the intermediate Cauſes 


which ſeem imperceptibly to have led the Negotiation into a very different Channel; but we per. 


1 ceive, by the Copies of Mr. Hollond's lateſt Correſpondence with you, to the Beginning of September,

deſired, however, that through me he might, as a Friend intereſted in your Proſperity, communicate 
his Sentiments upon the Subject of the Syſtem of Politics with regard to the Marattas, in which he 
conſiders you engaged.

We confeſs to you, Gentlemen, we felt no ſmall Degree of - Surprize to find that our Endeavours 
to caſe the Company, by friendly and perſuaſive Means, of a heavy and diſgraceful Burthen, ſhould 
have fallen in your Opinion under the Imputation of a Breach of Faith: We cannot conceive how an 
Application to the Nizam, to ſhew the like Favour to the Company on this Occaſion that he had 
done to other Tributaries in ſimilar Caſes, with an expreſs Declaration on our Part, that we meant to 
proſecute our Claim upon no other Footing than that of a Requeſt, which he might grant or refule as 
he thought proper, ſhould have been liable to ſo harſh a Conſtruction. But you ſay, that “the

that which he afforded, by receiving the French Troops under Mr. Lally, into his Service, contrary 
to the Treaty of 1768, we think the Style of our firſt Repreſentation erred rather on the Side 
of Forbearance than of Spirit. It was the violent Manner in which the Soubah thought 
proper to receive a Requeſt, that occaſioned the {pirited Repreſentations made by Mr. Hollond, 
and our ſubſequent Orders to him to addreſs the Nizam in a Style ſuitable to the juſt Olf-nce he 


had given to us. When we ſaid, in a former Letter to you, that “ we were engaged in a War which

We are extremely concerned that you ſhould have thought it neceſſary to interfere in an Affair of 


this Kind; but our Feelings are ſtill more affected by the Manner in which it has been done. If the 
Credit of this Government were in any Shape hazarded by an Application to the Soubah, which we 
can by no Means believe, the proper Way of retrieving it, would have been to have allowed us to 
withdraw the Application; and not by the Mode you chuſe to follow, which could poſſibly anſwer

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But ſhould it ſeem to the Company, as we are in no Doubt it will, that any Interference. xt all, 
vpon this Occaſion, was not juſtified by the controlling Powers lodged in your Government, then 
the Manner of doing it will appear ſtill more extraordinary and improper, - We have heard, and in- 
deed ſeen upon our own Records, during the Adminiſtration of Mr. Whynch and Lord Pigot, ſome

This Power, as we conceive, is only a negative reſtraining Power, confined to Two Points, Orders 
for declaring War, or for making Treaties, not a poſitive compell-ng Power, extending to all the 
political Affairs of the other Preſidencies; yet you are pleaſed to tell the Nizam, that we had been ap- 
pointed by the Company to tranſact the political Affairs of this Preſidency, under the “ general Con-

The Governor General and Council of ers have thought proper, in the moſt public Manner, 
to manifeſt a Diſapprobation of our Conduct: They tax us with an Omiſſion towards them, in not 
having given them regular Intimation of Mr. Hollond's Appointment to the Nizam's Court; they 
cenſure the Application we directed Mr. Hollond to make to the Nizam, for a Remiſſion of the 
Peſcuſh, as a Meaſure which tended to produce a Rupture with the Nizam ; and finally, they have 
iſſued their Orders to this Preſidency, through the Channel of a Letter to the Nizam; a Copy of

From, the Nizam's Letter, I believe it will appear evident, that the principal Cauſe of his Diſ- 
pleaſure, , was the Meaſure purſued by the Bengal Government; and that it was not on account 
only of our Application to him, for a Remiſſion of the Peſcuſh, that he thought proper to take 
Offence, and to declare Intentions ſo hoſtile: It is the Support given to Ragonaut Row, and the 
Meaſure purſued with the Marattas, that are the principal Objects of his Attention; for he writes 
more at large, and expoitulates more fully on them.

The Guntoor Circar had long been an Object which both the Government of Bengal and Ma- 
dras thought extremely proper to get Poſſeſſion of, even by Force of Arms, if other Methods failed “. 
But when the preſent War with France broke out, it became abſolutely neceſſary to ſecure it; for 
ſuch is the Situation of that Country, that if poſſeſſed by an Enemy, it cuts off all Communication 
by Land with our other Circars; and at the very Time our Troops were before Pondicherry, a 
French Force under M. Lally, in the Service of Bazalet Jung, continued for ſome Time actually 
in the Guntoor Circar, uſing every Endeavour to form an Intereſt, and to cauſe a Diverſion of our 
Troops from before Pondicherry, for the Protection of our Northern Settlements. The Port of 
Mootapillee, in the Guntoor Diſtrict, gave the French an Opening into the very Heart of the Decan, 
and would have enabled them not only to diſturb the Tranquillity of our Poſſeſſions in the Circars, 
but to renew their old Connections, and form ſuch Alliances, as gave them heretofore great Weight 
in that Part of the Country, and would not fail to do ſo again; for I believe it has been generally 
allowed, that the withdrawing the French Force under Buſly from the Deccan, was one of the molt 
impoligic, Meaſures of General Lally's Government; and that it gave a more fatal Stab to the In- 
tereſt of the French in Indoſtan, than even the Reduction of Pondicherry at that Time +. Many 
Repreſentations were made by this Government to the Nizam, for the Removal of the French Troops 
from that Part of the Country, but in vain; no Satisfaction could be obtained either from the Ni. 
zam, or his Brother Bazalet Jung; and, ſtrictly ſpeaking, the Territory was, by the Conduct of the 
Brothers, forfeited to the Company; for it is expreſsly ſtipulated, that Shuja ul Mulk (Bazalet Jung) 
was only to enjoy the Circar as a Jagheer during his Life, under certain Reſtrictions ſpecified in the 
Treaty with the Nizam, and in caſe of Failure in any-of thoſe Reſtrictions (which has actually hap-

of Current Charges, and a Proportion of his Balances. The Raja of Tanjore pleading Poverty, nd 
not keeping up the Payment of his Subſidy, but with the utmoſt Difficulty, and conſtantly in At- 


rears, either from his own Inability to look into his Affairs, or from the Miſmanagement of his De-. 


wan. This Government, in ſome Meaſure, reſtrained from taking a Line which might remedy the 


Evil in the Tanjore Country; or at leaſt if they took ſuch a Step, they ſubjected themſelves to the 


Uncertainty of having their Meaſures approved of at Home; add to theſe Confiderations, that the 
Revenues of this Preſidency, even on a Peace Eſtabliſhment, with the preſent increaſed Force, allow. 
ing for the civil Service and Proviſion for Inveſtment, will do little more than anſwer our current 


Diſburſements, and leave this Government without a Fund for the Events of War. 


Thus circumſtanced, although on the Reduction of Pondicherry the Tranquillity of the Carnatic 
was ſecured, for the preſent, by the Expulſion of our national Enemy; yet as there was a Proſpect 


of the Continuance of the War in Europe, the Events and Conſequences of which were uncertain, 


it ſtill became neceſſary to provide for futtfre Exigencies. The only Means we had to effect which, as 
we could expect no Increaſe of Income, were not only to endeavour the eſtabliſhing, as much as 
poſlible, a Plan of internal Economy, but alſo the preventing our Treaſury from being exhauſted 
by any Demand or Diſburſements we could avoid. The heavy Tribute of the Peſcuſh came imme- 
diately under the latter Predicament; and the obtaining its Remiſſion from the Nizam, ſeemed the 
molt practicable Relief that could, in the preſent Conjuncture, be applied to our embarraſſed Frealury. } 


We were accordingly induced to make the Trial of effecting it: And we inſtructed Mr. Hollon 


to uſe his Endeavours for that Purpoſe, by Argument ſupported by the Circumſtances of the 


Times, which ſeem to afford a fair Opportunity for Succeſs. 


Indeed it muſt be apparent that we were unable to pay the Peſcuſh ; but in our Inſtructions to 
Mr. Hollond, communicated by him to the Governor General, there is another very forcible Realv! 
aſſigned, beſides our Inability, for withholding it from the Nizam, which I ſhall here mention. 


The Treaty of 1768 being concluded with the Nizam only, we have hitherto made all gur

Mr. Bellecombe furniſhed Mr. Lally, and many of 
his Officers, with Commiſſions in the Service of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ; and ſome Letters have 
been intercepted, which are addreſſed to him as Colonel in the French Service, and Commander in 
Chief of all their Forces in the Decan; and under the Nizam's Protection, there is no Doubt but 
that they are at this Moment conſidered as maintaining the Intereſt of the French in India. 


It will be found upon Examination, that the Nizam's Conduct has been unfavorable to the Eng- 
liſh, from the Commencement of the Meaſures adopted in Favour of Ragonaut Row, for he has al- 
ways been connected with the Poonah Miniſtry, and has generally acted under their Influence, bit 
ill has fo far wavered from that Connection, through Jealouſy of the Englith; as to encourage, in 
ſome Degree, the Views of Hyder, the moſt formidable Rival to both. This is the moſt impolitic 
Meaſure he could follow, for it is plain that Hyder has Views of Conqueſt Northwards; and would 
ſoon poſſeſs himſelf of the Decan, were he not to be checked eicher by the Marattas or Engliſh ; the

te It has reached my Ears that the Nabob Shuja ul Mulk Bahauder, has given up the Circar of 
Guntoor to the Engliſh, with an Intention of making an Alliance with them, and having a Body 
of their Troops ſtationed with him; ſuch a Step could never be dictated by Prudence or Fore- 


fight, In every Part throughout Indoſtan, where the Engliſh have eſtabliſhed their Influence, and 
got a Footing under the Cover of giving Protection and Aſſiſtance, Experience has ſhewn what 


Treatment thoſe have met with, who have had any Connection with that Nation. It may be 
ſeen by their Conduct towards the Nizams of Bengal and other Places, whom they have ſtripped of 
every Thing, and reduced under their Authority, His Excellency, no Doubt, did not attend to 
all theſe Conſideretions when he thought of entering into a Treaty with them, for if he had, it is 
probable he would not have conſented to it. It is my Opinion that the Engliſh ſhould not be allowed 
to have a Footing in this Part of the Country, Time will ſhew whether any Benefit accrues from 


it or not. His Excellency might ſettle Things in ſuch a Manner, that he would keep Poſſeſſion 


of the Circar of Guntoor : This muſt be done by allowing the Killedars of my Covntry to rent 
that Circar from him, which would be paid to him in Three Kiſts, by the Means of the Houſe 


of Wollap Sundes, the Soucar ; Nobody would then dare to attack that Country, Thanks to 
Heaven my Troops are not few, and his Excellency would find it more for his Advantage to 


apply to me for Succour than another.

When the Treaty was ſettled with the Nizam in 1766, an Army had been formed to the North. 
ward under General Caillaud, to take Poſſeſſion of theſe Circars, ceded to the Company by the 


Phirmaund of Shaw Allum : A Negotiation took Place, in which General Caillaud was employed on 


the Part of the Company, and a Treaty concluded, in which no Mention is made of the Mogu!'; 
Phirmaund, but the Circars are received as a Grant ſolely from the Nizam, with a Peſcuſh annexed to 
them, A Quit Rent, agreeable to the Terms of that Treaty might then perhaps be very proper, 
when we did not think ourſelves ſufficiently powerful, or from other Reafons did not deem it expe. 
dient, to claim them, in conſequence of the Phirmaund we had received. But when the 24 Treaty 
of 1768 was entered into, after the War with the Nizam, in conſequence of his having joined Hyder, 
and the former was in no Situation to diſpute our Title to the Circars, (as will appear from the Firſt 
Article of the Treaty, where they are claimed in conſequence of the Phirmaund) a Peſcuſh to the 
Nizam was more than ought to have been granted, for the ſame Phirmaund that gave the Circars to 
the Company, gave the Carnatic to the Nabob, free from all Tribute or Demands whatever, either 
for Arrears or otherwiſe, In the Treaty with the Nizam of 1768, the Nabob receives the Carnatic 
exactly conformable to the Tenor of the Phirmaund, but the Company are burthened with an en- 
creaſing Tribute, and One of the Circars is allowed to remain as a Jaghire with the Nizam's Brother, 
Bazalet Jung. It is very well known, that the Nizam, at the Time he made them over to the Com- 


_ pany by the Firſt Treaty, received no great Benefit from the Circars ; the Troubles raiſed by the Ze- 


mindars, who all endeavoured to maintain an Independency, and the Troops the Nizam was obliged 
to have on Foot, in order to keep theſe Zemindars in Subjection, did not admit of any great Surplus 
Revenue coming into his Treaſury, WhillÞ the Tribute or Peſcuſh remained at only Two Lacks of 


Rupees per Annum, which by the 5th Article of the Treaty of 1768, it did, for the Firſt Six Years, 


the Burthen was not greatly felt by the Company; but when that Tribute from the Year 1774 came 
to be raiſed to Five Lacks of Rupees per Annum, and when the Troops, which are neceſſary to be 
kept up by the Company, the Charges of Collections, Loſſes ariſing from unfavourable Scaſons, and 
the Failure of many Zemindars, are taken into Conſideration, the Peſcuſh muſt evidently appear too 
great, and its Diſproportion to the Revenues naturally occaſioned the Arrears due to the Nizam. 


The Remiſſion or Diminution of thoſe Arrears, and of the Tax which cauſed them, was the Object 
we wiſhed to arrive at, not for the Want or Deſire of bringing on a Rupture, but to eaſe the Di. 
treſſes we labour under; and we endeavoured to attain that End, not by Violence or Threats, but 
by Repreſentation, and candid rational Expoſtulation, as our ſcveral Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond will 
ſhew.

But the principal Objection to the Meaſure of the Peſcuſh ſeems to be, that it was undertaken 
at an improper Lime; for the Council General do not think it prudent, in the preſent State of 
our Affairs, to expoſe them to the Hazard of a Rupture with a Power, „which at any other Time 
« we ſhould have held in much lighter Eſtimation than we now do, with ſo many weightier Con- 
„ cerns upon our Hands, which will ill bear this Addition to them.” But who could conceive, that 
after the Credit our Arms had obtained in a national War both on this and the Malabar Coaſt, we 
ſhould be brought to lo critical a Situation as to dread the Reſentment of the Nizam, whoſe Power 
but a few Months ſince was held in ſo light Eſtimation : For on an Apprehenſion expreſſed by myſelf 
to the Governor General, chat the Nizam might take Advantage of the Troubles to raiſe Diſtur— 
bances in the Circars (which was not improbable, when we conſider that Mr. Lally, who commanded 
the Frenc Party, would be ready and*defirous of promoting ſuch a Plan) the Governor General ex- 
preſſed himielt in Antwer to my Letter in the following Terms: * am not ſufficiently apprized of 
« the Necellity of providing an extraordinary Defence for the Circars, having no great Opinion of 
„ the Power of Nizam Ally, nor apprehenſive of his making any formidable Attempt to vreſt 
«& them from us.” I take Occaſion to repeat here, that we had ſufficient Grounds to withhold the 
Peſcuſh, from the Views and Conduct of the Nizam, and that it would have been highly impolitic 
to have furniſhed, if not a declared Enemy, at leaſt a very doubiful Friend, wich Money to be 
employed againſt ourtelves, and that too when we could ſo ill ſpare it. Nothing can point out 
more {trongly the Light in which the Nizam ſtood with the Governor General and Council, than 
the Inſtructions given to Mr. Elliot for his Negotiations with Moodayjee Booſla, wherein it is ſaid, 
«© The Nabob Nizam Ally Cawa has always been connected with the French, and is now in cloſe 
« Union with the Miniſters at Poonah 3” and at the Time theſe Inſtructions were drawn up, ſo little 
Delicacy was obſerved on the Point of National Faith, or of furniſhing Tales to the World, that r 
one of the Conditions on which we were to purchaſe the Friendſhip of Madajee Booſla, wwas the 5 
Recovery of the Conqueſts which have been made from his Country by Nizam Ally; this was qualified 
indeed, by directing a Reference on the Point, it demanded, to the Governor General and Council, 
unleſs be ( Moodajee Booſla) ſhall require it, as an indiſpenſable Condition of his forwarding our Views in 
the Weſtern Part of India. : . . 


The Powers veſted in Mr. Elliot were diſcretionary and abſolute; and how, in Point of National 
Faith, do theſe Inſtitutions agree with the firſt Article of the Treaty with Nizam in 1766, and con- 
firmed by the Treaty of 17682 | | 


The Two contracting Parties do, by virtue of this Treaty of Honour, Alliance, and Friendſhip, 
ſolemnly engage a mutual Aſſiſtance, to eſteem the Enemies of one the Enemies of both, and con- 
trarywiſe, the Friends of one the Friends of the other, If the former Declaration, that the Nizam 
had always been connected with the French, and was at the Time in cloſe Union with the Miniſters of 
Poonah, gave ſufficient Authority for the before mentioned Article in the Inſtructions, in that Cale the 
withholding the Peſcuſh, even forcibly, would have been full as wile, as juſt, and as politic a Mea- 
ſure, as the Attempt to wreit from the Nizam his former Conqueſts. bs 


It is now Time to finiſh this Subject, which I ſhall do by obſerving, that ſince, however, the 
Governor General and Council thought expedient to interpoſe their Authority, and to prevent the 
Succeſs we might have reaſonably expected from our Endeavours to obtain Remiſſion of the Tribute, 
it would have been proper, in caſe the Soubah ſhould peremptorily inſiſt on immediate Payment of 
the Arrears due to him, to have pointed out to us in what Manner, or from what Funds, we were to 
ſatisfy him; for they acquaint us, the Treaſury in Bengal is ſo exhauſted, that they cannot afford us 
the leaſt Aſſiſtance : And I cannot help remarking how miſerably injudicious and untortunate thoſe 
Meaſures muſt have been, which, by exhauſting our Treaſury, alarming every ſeparate State in India, 
and giving Conſequence to the inſignificant, have reduced us, even after important Succeſſes, to the 
Neceſſity of ſubmitting to a Man, whom the Council General themſelves have proved to be ſo much 
our Enemy, and at the ſame Time of ſo light Eſtimation,

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After what has been ſaid, I hope none will think our Conduct can rationally be charged with! 
having the ſmalleſt Tendency to involve the Company in War, or that there was Occaſion for con- 
vey ing Inſtructions to us in trite Remarks or ſplendid Declamation. I will, however, confeſs th. 
Force of what is contained in a Paragraph of the Council General's Letter: *The World, on Occ,. 
* {tons of a {uppoled Breach of national Faith, or Ruptures grounded on Plans that require a lon 
* Tale to convince and vindicate, ſeldom attend to ſuch Circumſtances as may be offered in De. 
* tence.” Nor can this Obſervation be more fully verified than it was in the Caſe of the Rohill 
War, when neither Repreſentations, nor the Efforts of Party, could prevail to wipe off the Qiu 
with which it was attended; and perhaps the Maratta War may afford another Inſtance for f pplica- 
tion; but whether it is applicable to our Meaſures, the World will judge. 


I come now to ſpeak of the laſt Paragraph of the Governor General and Council's Letter, and t 
conſider, whether, in the delicate Criſis to which they ackrowledge the Company's Affairs are 
brought, they have actually choſen the Means that are likely to promote the End they profeſs, Which 
is, to retrieve (as they are plealed to expreis themſelves) the Credit of our Government, without occa. 
ſioning any Diminution of its Influence, That the Credit this Government have obtained has engaged 
the Attention of that of Bengal, evidently appears. If, as they profeis, they were anxious to ſuppott 
its Influence, when the Governor General laid before the Council the Advices received from Mr. 
Hollond, why, inſtead of immediately addrefling the Nizam (without having acknowledged the Re. 
ceipt of any Letter from him) did not they adviſe us where they thought we were wrong, or on whar 
Points the Neceſſity of the Times made it prudent for us to alter our Meaſures ? Do nor the laſt Pry. 
poſals contained in our Inſtructions of the ioth July; which Mr. Hollond had to offer to the Nizum, 
leave ſufficient Opening for ſuch a Conduct on the Part of the Governor General and Council, who, by 
ſo doing, would have continued in our Hands the finiſhing the Buſineſs which we had begun, en 
rendered unneceſſary that Letter to the Nizam, which, inſtead of ſupporting the Credit and Influcycs 
of this Government, ſeems only calculated to deſtroy both? Such a Mode of Proceeding on the Var: 
of the Governor General and Council, I mult oblerve, would have been conſonant to the Orders of be 
Company in their General Letter to Bengal, under Date the 5th February 1777, Paragraph the cth 
and 24th.—Par. 20th. But as you mult have known that it was not poſſible, at the Time ot con- 
cluding the Treaty with Ragobah, for the Country Powers to have been apprized of your Au!.oity 
to controul other Preſidencies, in concluding Treaties, or in making Peace and War; or that our 
Governors and Councils reſpectively were reltrained from acting independently in thoſe Caſes ; and a 
that Treaty had been formerly entered into by an Agent from Bengal, and ſolemnly ratified by the 
Governor and Council, under the Seal of the Company, we cannot but diſapprove of your Mode 
of Interference, by ſending an Ambaſſador directly to Poonah, without firſt conſulting the Governor 
and Council of Bombay, and of your Determination to diſavow and invalidate the Treaty concluded 
by them, and alſo of your taking ſuch further Steps as muſt degrade them in the Eyes of the Natives, 
and perhaps make it impoſſible for them hereafter to conduct our Affairs on the Malabar Coaſt, with 
Honour to themſelves, or Advantage to the Company.” —Paragraph 24th. ** This would have been 
the preciſe Line we wiſh to have drawn; and if, on any future Occaſion, you ſhall think it neceſſary to 
exerciſe the Powers veſted in you by Parliament, relative to Peace and War, we direct that you pur- 
ſue the Method adopted, when you thought Colonel Tipton's Negotiations at an End; and that you 
contribute all in your Power to preſerve to our reſpective Governors and Councils, that Conſequence 
which may enable them, on all Occaſions, to promote the Intereſts of the Company.” Inſtead of fol- 
lowing the Line here pointed out, the Letter to the Nizam breathes a Spirit of the controlling 
Powers beyond what is lodged in the Bengal Government; the Act of Parliament plainly points out 
how tar that controlling Power exiſts; and this Government, ſo far from diſputing or raiſing Duubts 
on it, are defirous it ſhould take Place in its full Force; and they have ever, not only wiſhed to co- 

operate with the Council General on every Point relative to the Company's political Intereſts, but to re- 
ceive their Opinions upon Subjects that do not᷑ immediately come under their controlling Power, a Power 
they have xpreſſed a very juſt Idea of themſelves in their Conſultations of the 8th November 1775. 
„ Theſe Opinions the Board only offer as Mediators voluntarily choſen by the Parties themſelves; by 
the Act of Parliament, the Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George are enjoined to trantmit to the 
Governor General and Council, Advice and Intelligence of all Tranſactions and Matters whatever 
that ſhall come to their Knowledge relating to the Government, Revenues, or Intereſts of the Com- 
pany; but no Power is given to the Governor General and Council to exerciſe any Controul or Autho- 

rity over the other Preſidencies in theſe Matters, their Power being ſolely confined by the Act to Holt 
lities and Treaties, yet this Board are of Opinion, that they have a Right to expect an implicit Veic- 
' rence to be paid to their Judgments on the preſent Occaſion, not ſought by them, but brought before 


them in a ſolemn and deliberate Appeal from the Preſidency of Fort Saint George, and the N abob of 
the Carnatic,” | | 


The Remark in che latter Part of this Reſolution, is certainly juſt; for after a ſolemn and delive- 
rate Appeal to their Judgment, on any Subject, though nor within their controlling Power, they 
undoubtedly had a Right to expect that a Deference ſhould be paid to that Jucgment. 


The 
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The Buſineſs entruſted to Mr. Hollond, was entirely a Matter of Revenue; had our Endeavoui 
ſucceeded by the Application he made, the Nizam might have beſtowed the Favour on the Company 
by a Grant, without a formal Treaty; but if it became neceſſary to form a Treaty, and to pledge 
the Company's Name to any new Engagement, we ſhould, in due Time, have given the Council 


= whey Notice of every Circumſtance neceſſary for their Knowledge, and yielded vp to them the 


onour of putting the finiſhing Hand to the Treaty. 


In this Tranſaction, we looked only to the Credit arifing from a due Conſideration of the Com- 
pany's Intereſts ; and in fo large a Field as the Bengal Government have for acquiring Reputation, by 
a proper Economy, a frugal Management of the immenſe Treaſures of Bengal, the extenſive Line 
of Negotiations entruſted to their Care, and a Deſire to procure Peace to the Company, and by their 
Weight and Influence to preſerve it amongſt the Country Powers: I ſay, the ſmall Share of Honour 
this Government have within their Reach, (now that our natural Enemies are ſubdued) ought not 
to have excited either the Jealouſy of the Governor General and Council, or their haſty Interference 
in ſo peremptory and impolitic a Manner as they have done. We ſhould not have heſitated to follow 
the Meaſures they recommended to us, and had they done it in a Manner leſs derogatory to the Rank 
and Powers of this Preſidency, it would have carried no leſs Weight. But whoever peruſes the 
Letter to the Nizam, which is pointed out as the Guide for our Conduct, and the concluding Para-

itſelf is a Stretch of their Prerogative, 


Having now fully replied on every Matter on which the Letter from the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal called upon us for Vindication, I ſhall proceed to conſider a Subject that requires 
little Introduction, as it relates to what has been diſcuſſed in the former Part of this Minute; I mean 
the War with the Marattas; which, although it originated elſewhere, yet, as it is connected with and 
affects this Preſidency, as well as every other Part of India, falls properly within the Province of its 
Conſideration. I will venture to ſay, that it is as important and intereſting a War as the Company 
have ever been engaged in; for it ſeems to ſuſpend every other Operation, and has manifeſted to the 
Country Powers our Weakneſs and Inablity ro engage in ſuch extenſive Plans of Conqueſt, I will 
view it under the Heads of Juſtice, of general Policy, and of temporary Expediency, 


In Regard to its Juſtice, after the Treaty between Colonel Upton and the Miniſters and Chiefs of 
Poonah, in 1766, had been notified, there could be no juſt Grounds to quarrel with thoſe Miniſters, 
unleſs they had committed fome Infraction of that Treaty, or had ſhewn decided Marks of an inimi- 
cal Diſpoſition towards us, by the actual Commitment of Hoſtilities, or by a proved Combination 
with our declared Enemies, Neither an Infringement of their Treaty, nor the Commitment of Hoſti- 
lities, is imputed to them; but it is alledged, that they gave Reception to the Chevalier De St. Lubin, 
who is ſuppoſed to be ſent on the Part of the King of France to form a Treaty with the Marattas. 
In the firit Place, 1 have no Proof that Mr. St. Lubin was an actual Miniſter from the Court of 
France; at leaſt M. Bellecombe was not acquainted with his having any ſuch Commillion, for in 
an intercepted Letter from him, in Anſwer to one he had received from the Chevalier, recommend— 
ing the ſending a Vakeel to Poonah (which would have been unneceſſary if there had been a Miniſter 
there) he ſays, © that in the preſent Situation of the French Affairs, they were not in a Condition to 


conſider of any great Enterprize ; that the beſt Way was to remain quiet; that the Steps the Engliſh 


were following, would ſufficiently diſguſt the different States in Indoſtan; and that the French might 
then, at a more convenient Juncture, ſtand forth to Advantage. We have nothing to do at preſent 


(ſays he) but ro ſtart the Game for the Engliſh to purſue.” This Letter is in Poſſeſſion of Sir Ed- | 


ward Vernon; by ſome Miſtake a Copy of it was not kept in the Secretary's Office. 


It ſeems to me moſt probable, that St. Lubin, who is known to be an Adventurer, might, from his 
own Speculation, wiſh to take Advantages of the Situation of Affairs, and try to promote the Intereſt 
of France by the Project of an Alliance with the Marattas, which would recommend him to the 
Favour of his Sovereign if he ſucceeded. But on whatever Footing he made his Propolals at Poo- 
nah, it does not appear that they were accepted, or that any Steps to our Diſadvantage were taken 
in conſequence of them. Although the Governor General, in his Letter to the Nizam, writes, & Thar 
„the Marattas made a Treaty with the French, I can give your Excellency the moſt clear 
and undoubred Proofs ;” yet in the following Part of his Letter, he departs from this Certitude, 


and expreſſes himſelf in leſs poſitive Terms: „If (ſays he) on the contrary, it is found that this Re- 


« port is falſe, and that the Marattas entertain no bad Deſgns, or that they have relinquiſhed them 
* if they ever had any, we ſhall never act in any Shape which may prove detrimental to their Af— 
„fairs, &c. And this Uncertainty is allo expreſſed in the Council General's Inſtructions to Mr. 
Elliot, where it is ſaid, ++ Or if you are convinced from other Circumſtances of the Non-exiſtence 
of the Engagements, which we ſuppoſed to have been formed between him (the Chevalier 
St. Lubin) and the Miniſters, &c.“ On the other, the Nizam tells the Governor General, “Before 
* the Commencement of Hoſtilities, I gave my Advice to the Poonah Miniſters, and preva.led on

would have been more to the Honour and Advantage of the Company, and more likely to be !aſting, 
than that cor.cluded at Poonah ; his Pretenſions to the Supreme Authority, either in his owo Right, 


of the Marattas, and if, from any Circumſtances, you ſhall deem it expedient, we ſhall have no Ob- 
Council ar Bombay.” 


If Ragonaut Row's Pretenſions to the Supreme Authority are better grounded by Conſanguinity 
than thoſe of his Competitors ; it is well known he paved the Way to theſe Pretenſions oy the 
Murder of his Nephew Narrain Row, which, according to the Chriftian Ideas of Juſtice, mult 
have greatly weakened, if not altogether cancelled them: It, however, they are till admitted, upon 
what Grounds is the Treaty propoled with Moodajee Booſla of Berar, to be formed, of whom it 35

@ conſider the Maratta War in the Light. of Policy, it is evident, chat the Reſolution 
of ſupporting Ragobah was founded by the Company, to . procure an Intereſt through 
him in the Maratta State, that would prevent the Eſtabliſhment and Encroachment of . 
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French; but if he has no Intereſt himſelf there, how can he procure it for us? The Com- 
pany mult have believed, that ſome Part of the Adminiſtration of the Maratta State, had made 
Application for our Interference, and of courſe that he had a ſtrong Party on his Side. But 
it ſoon afterwards appeared, that no Application could have been made by the Miniſtry ar 
Poonah; that our Reſidents there had been egregiouſly deceived ; that the Preſidencies of 
Bengal and Bombay had been originally miſinformed, and through them the Company had 
been miſled in this Matter. For on the March of the Bombay Troops, not one of the Miniſters 
ſtood forth in the Support of Ragonaut Row, not the Shadow of a Party feemed formed in his 
Favour ; on the contrary, contending Intereſt united to oppoſe him as a common Enemy, Indeed; 
this appeared plain enough to the Governor General and Council, before the fatal Retreat of the 
Bombay Troops in January laſt, for in the Inſtructions to Mr: Elliot, dated the 18th July 1778, it 
is ſaid, © theſe Miniſters appear to us to have all been united in the Keſolution of oppoling the Pre- 
tenſions of Ragonaut Row ; he has now no Party left amongſt the Marattas, with whoſe Aid he could 
venture to aſſert them.” And even Moodajee Booſla, who hd expreſſed an uncommon Eagernels for 
our Alliance, although tempted with every Offer that could excite either his Ambition or Revenge, 
declared, that he could not truſt Ragonaut Row, nor involve himſelf in any Delign to which he was 
a Party. In this Situation, the eſtabliſhing Ragobah at the Head of Affairs at Puonah by Compulſion, 
would require an Exertion and Force not leſs than ſufficient to ſubject the Maratta Dominions. 
this would be a direct Deviation from the ſalutary and wife Plan of Policy adopted by the Court of 
Directors, expreſſed by them in repeated Orders, to confine ourſelves to the Defence and Protection of 
their preſent Poſſeſſions, and not to employ their Forces on diſtant Expeditions, and never to engage 
the Company in any Diſputes between the Country Powers, but to leave theſe Powers to be a Check 
upon one another without our Interference. The Court of Directors, therefore, could never mean to 
involve themſelves in an Undertaking of ſuch Magnitude, in Support of Ragobah. 


The Maratta, when united under one Head, has long been the Dread of every State in India; what 
could be more delireable, than to ſee that Power divided, and fo waſting its Strength in internal Quar- 
rels, as to become leſs formidable and dangerous to ourſelves! When they ſhewed no Inclination to 
break with us, and entered into no Engagements with our Enemies, I cannot think it conſiſtent with 


ſound Policy in us, to follow Meaſures that cauſe them to lay their private Diſputes aſide, to reunite, 
and to direct their Reſentment againſt us. : 


If the Meaſures we have purſued with the Marattas were, at any other Time, leſs improper than in 
my Opinion they are, there are Realons ſubſiſting that render them at this Conjuncture inexpedient, 


and even inexcuſable. When the Britſh Nation was involved in a diſtreſsful War, not only with the 


American Colonies, but with the Powers of Europe, the immoveable Object of our Attention ſhould 
have been the Security of our Settlements and Poſſeſſions; and the great Advantage we had to derive 
from the Expulſion of our national Enemies, was eſtabliſhing Peace with the States of Indoſtan. 
We ſhould have uſed all our Endeavours to convince them, that we were ſatisfied with our preſent 
Dominions, and had no Idea of encreaſing them, nor of extending Influence over our Neighbours. 
That fo far from harbouring Deſigns of invading their Territories, we wiſhed to ſupport and protect 


them; and this Line of Conduct was the more eligible, as, while it de nas our Intereſt, it not 


only coſt us nothing, but gave us an Opportunity of huſbanding our Finances, and of providing 
a Fund for any poſſible Exigence; and then if our national Enemies thought proper to invade us, 
we had Reaſon to believe that the neighbouring Powers would be more diſpoied to ſupport us, than 
to give them a favourable Receprion. On the contrary, by intruding ourſelves in the Quarrels of the 
Powers of Indoſtan, we muſt be thought unfriendly, ambitious, and turbulent; and inſtead of making 
them our Friends, we have rendered them our Enemies. But at this Period, the Eve of the Expira- 


tion of the Company's Charter, there was not Time for Plans, the Concluſion and Fruits of which muſt 
be diſtant, and the Expence immediate. It was of the utmoſt Conſequence to the Company, to have 


a full Treaſury in Bengal, as we cannot tell what their Occaſions for Money may be : No Wars ſhould 

have been engaged in, except what immediate Self-defence required; no Expeditions ſet on Foot to 

diminiſh that Fund, which had been before hand collected, and on which it is probable a great De- 
pendance had been placed. The Proprietors at Home have been reſtricted from encreaſing their Di- 

vidends, that a Fund might accumulate there for particular Purpoſes. A Fund was known to be 

accumulated in India; perhaps the latter may have been intended for ſome important Uſe: What will 
our Conſtituents think, when they hear that a very conſiderable Amount of that Fund has been be- 

forchand diſpoſed of in a fruitleſs Expedition of the Bengal Froops through Indoſtan. 


To conclude, I think our Meaſures reſpecting the Marattas have been very unjuſt, impolitic, inex- 
pedient, and ruinous: I think an End ſhould be put to the War as toon as poſſible. From their 
Backwardneſs to quarrel with us, I hope a Reconciliation may yet be effected, and they are the N a- 
tion from whoſe Alliance we have the moſt Advantage to expect, and who are the moit likely to be 
a Check on thoſe who are hoſtile to us ; I ſhall then rejoice to lee that Syſtem purſued, which will be 
the moſt conducive to the Intereſts of the Company and Nation, | 


After having thus fully given my Sentiments on the ſeveral Points mentioned in a former Part of 
my Minute, whatever may be the Opinion of the Committee; however we may feel ourſelves burt 
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by the Proceedings of the Council General, relative to our Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond ; or what ever 


Proſpects of Advantage to the Company we may ſuppoſe are fruſtrated, I ſtrongly recommend that 
we do not ſuffer any Circumſtance to interrupt the Harmony that might ſubſiſt between the T'wo 
Preſidencies. It was with this View, that in Conformity to the Wiſhes of the Council General, I im. 
mediately adopted their Sentiments, and moved in the laſt Committee for the Re-call of Mr. Hol. 
lond, and that a Letter ſhould be wrote to the Nizam, to aſſure him of our firm Intentions to pre. 


ſerve the Friendſhip ſubſiſting between his Highneſs and the Company; that we never entertained any 


other Deſign ; and that his ſuppoſing to the contrary, muſt have ariſen from ſome Miſtake : For 
whatever our particular Sentiments may be, it is a Duty incumbent, on us, to make the co. operat- 
ing with the Council General our firſt Conſideration, and to adopt every Idea of their's that may lead 
to Peace, in order to remove, as far as depends on us, every Embarraſſment which the late Mea. 
ſures may have brought on the Affairs of the Company. But at the ſame Time that I recommend 
this to the Committee, and mean heartily to join with them in it, it is nevertheleſs my Wiſh, that 
the Sentiments I have expreſſed in this Minute may be known to the Council General and to the 
Company, by being tranſmitted in our Diſpatches to both. To the Company, it is no leſs my Duty 


than my Inclination, to offer my Opinion on their Affairs in every Department of the Service; and 


by the controlling Power veſted in the Governor General and Council, I am bound to obey thbei: 
Inſtructions on certain Points, and ſhall always, readily and with Pleaſure, comply, as far as that 
Power goes, even to an extreme Idea of it: Still I claim a Right, at the Time I receive and put their 
Directions into Execution, to ſtate my Sentiments on them to this Committee, and to themſelves, if 
neceflary, and to proteſt againſt the Conſequences, where I apprehend they may be attended wich 


Danger or Detriment to the true Intereſts of the Company. The Diſpute with the Marattas is likely 


fo materially to affect this Preſidency, as well as other Parts of the Company's Poſſeſſions, that ] 
ſhould be in ſome Degree culpable not to expreſs my Sentiments on it, when drawing to ſuch ſcrious

Since writing the foregoing Part of this Minute, I have received a Copy of the Nizan'; 
Letter to the Governor General, in Anſwer to one the Nizam received from him on the Sub.

Haſtings. —— This Letter is entered in Conſultation the 17th January. x 


1 am apprehenſive from this Letter, that as we give up Points, the Nizam will rife in his De- 
mands, and at any Rate come to an open Rupture with us, in caſe. Affairs are not accommodated | 
with the Marattas. On that depends the Line he will follow, being, notwithſtanding the pompous 
Language he makes uſe of, no further to be conſidered than as an Auxiliary, whoſe Conſequence 
will encreaſe from our Contention with much more powerful States; and ſhould we comply with his 
Requilition, to give up the Guntoor Circar, which we have in the moſt unexceptionable Manner ob- 
tained on Bazalet Jurg's own Offer to us, it may be attended with very diſagreeable Conſequences. 
The Governor General and Council ſhould be fully acquainted with the Neceſſity there is for our 


obtaining it; for from its Situation, were that Circar in Poſſeſſion of an Enemy, our Communica- 


tion by Land will be entirely cut off with the others, and even a Part be open to the French, ſhould 
they make any Attempt in that Quarter. The Nizam takes no Notice of the French Troops in his 


Service; but it is to be hoped that the Governor General and Council will ſtrengthen our Remon-

The Nizam in his Letter mentions the Treaty formed between the Marattas and Hyder Ally, 
which plainly ſhews the Combination that has been entered into; and I am apprehenſive, that unlels 
Peace takes Place with the Miniſters at Poonah, that neither the Payment of the Peſhcuſh nor any other 
Conceſſion on our Part, will prevent him fem joining to diſtreſs us as much as poſſible. |

JHOFE it will not be thought neceſſary for the Members of this Government, or for myſelf parti- 
+ cularly, to engage in a Controverfſ 


to er y with the Preſident and Select Committee of Fort Saint George, 
in the Juſtification of our Meaſures, which they have thought proper to arraign. I hope that the 
Board will, on this Occaſion, alſo join with me, in referring theſe extraordinary Performances to the 
Conſideration of the Court of Directors, that they may take ſuch Meaſures as they in their Wiſdom 


may think neceſſary, for preſerving the Dignity of this Government from ſuch Inſults in future, as 
can only tend to involve the Two Preſidencies in an Altercation, as dangerous as unbecoming. 


The Preſidency of Fort Saint George detains our Recruits, under the Pretence of Sickneſs; and 
before the Departure of the Ships that brought them to Madras, incorporates them with their own 


Troops. When we remonſtrate on this Procecding, point out to them the Inſufficiency of our Eu— 


ropean Force for the Defence of Bengal, and deſire the Recruits may be ſent to us, they elude 


our Demands ; tell us, in very groſs Language, that they are entirely on Terms of Equality with us, 
and oſtentatiouſly remind us of the Honours they have received from the Capture of rondicherry. 


When we are obliged, from Neceſſity, to interfere in their Negotiations with Nizam Ally Cawn, 
in conſequence of Information tranſmitted to us, at their own Delire, by a Miniſter they had deputed

If this Obſervation be true of Negotiations of 
a pacific Nature, it holds much more ſtrongly, and becomes of infinitely greater Importance to the 
common Intereſt of the Britiſh Empire in India, when applied to Afts done, or Declarations made 
by the ſubordinate Preſidencies, which, without literally denouncing War, tend directly to provoke 
it, or to render it inevitable: Under the Letter of the Act of Parliament, they are then to defend 
themſelves againſt Hoſtilities which they have themſelves excited, or Which they may profeſs to ex.

faction from the Receipt of your Letter, he was till at a Lots ro know what were the Intentions of 
the Madras Board: That there was now poſſibly but a ſhort Time left for Deliberation, and a little 
Space might produce great Events: That Hyder Ally was a Pupil of ours in the Art of War, and 
had made great Progreſs in the European Forms of Diſcipline : That he had a large Treaſury and 


Army: That the Marattas, between whom and us Hoſtilitics had already commenced, had been very 


buſy lately in negotiating with him: That they have agreed ro make a formal Ceſſion of certain 
Countries in Diſpute, which he had ſeized during the Family Quarrels; and further, to leſſen the 
Amount of their Claim of Chout, on Condition of his invading the Carnatic and Circars ; that a Plan 
of Operations had accordingly been formed: That Hyder's Son, Teepoo, had Charge of overrun- 
ning and ravaging the Carnatic : That Meer, Hyder's Brother-in- Law and Governor of Cuddapah, had 
the ſame Buſineſs in Charge with reſpect to the Circars : That Hyder himſelf, with the Main of his Army, 
intended to enter the Carnatic to ſupport his Son: That the internal Family Diſputes which had for 


a long Time prevailed among the Marattas, were in Part made up, and in Part cruſhed by the Seizure and 


Impriſonment of ſome of the diſcontented Chiefs: That 25,000 Horle had already been ſent towards 
Surat, to engage or harraſs Colonel Goddard's Army; that 15,000 more were ſoon to follow: That 
Moodajee Booſla's Army, under the Command of his Son, was on the Point of ſetting out, to go by 
the Way of Mahoor towards the Bengal Provinces, to ravage and lay walte thoſe Countries; and that 
the Poonah Chiefs were likewiſe ſending an Army to Bengal for the ſame Purpoſe. He concluded with 
ſaying, He had himſelf been reſtrained from taking any decided Part in thoſe general Commotions, 
from a ſteady Regard to the Obligations of the Treaty ſubſiſting between him and the Company, and 
from the Hope that their mutual Friendſhip would continue firm and unſhaken. As he is not clearly 


acquainted with the Nature of our complicated Government, he does not appear to be at a Certainty 


with reſpect to our Intentions, regarding the Payment of the Peſhcuſh; and the calling me away ſo 
ſuddenly on the preſent Occaſion, has, 1 believe, contributed to encreaſe his Perplexity, He has in- 


formed me, that he ſhall immediately write to Madras, and if the Board continue to deſire it, he ſhall 


ſend a Perſon to them conformably to their Deſire, but that he has no Bulinels to give him in charge 
other than he has declared to me, and that previous to his Departure he ſhall require ſome explicit 
and ſatisfactory Declaration regarding the Payment of the Peſhouſh.

Thar, independant of his own Force, his Influence over the Marattas was conſiderable, particularly

municate to me, and had alluded to in our Conference at the firſt Meeting: that none of his Servants 
were now preſent, and that he had choſen to be alone with me, purpolely to have the Opportunity of 
talking to me in private, and of hearing from me what were the real Intentions of our Government, 
in regard to an Alliance ſo beneficial, as he conceived, to both Parties, . 


How far the above Declarations may merit Belief or Conſideration, is ſubmitted, with Deference, to 
your ſuperior Judgment and great Experience; they came from an intereſted, and conſequently from 
a ſuſpected Quarter.

| was informed on the Sth [nſtant, that Lally had gone off with the whole of his Party to join 
Hyder, who had previouſly ſent him, as is reported, a Sum of Money to engage him in his Service. 
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If my Removal from Hydrabad hath, as I have Reaſon to ſuppoſe, been occaſioned by your Inter. 
poſition, founded on Information received from me regarding the Affairs that were in Agitation at this 
Court, it will nevertheleſs at the ſame Time appear, that in the Communications I have made to you, 
I have acted only in purſuance of the public Orders received from the Governor and Council of Ma. 
dras. My Situation has been ſingular: No leſs ſingular is the Situation of the Nabob Subahdar Nizam 
who has Affairs of Conſequence to negotiate, and does not know which Way to turn, or to whom the

Previous to my taking Leave of the Nabob, I ſhall not fail to execute the Orders contained in you; 
Letter of the goth November, in regard to the Treaty with Bazalet Jung. Although it was abfolui ly 
neceſſary to take ſome immediate Steps for the Removal of the Party under M. Lally, yet it wijj 
be difficult if not impoſſible io make the Nabob eaſy upon this Head. He perceives, and perhaps 
upon juſt Grounds, that his Brother will become abſolutely independant of him from the Inſtant our 
Troops reach Adon!, from whence he thinks they never will be recalled. He even apprehends, from 
the Alliance we have formed with his Brother, Miſchief much more alarming, The Brothers in tue 
deſpotic Government of India are all Pretenders to Mumud, Deſpotiſm being only ſupported by the 


Attachment of a few of the great Military Servants of the Prince, and by their Envy and mutual 


Suſpicions of each other, there is Foundation for Jealouſy ; and Bazalet Jung being a Prince of the go. 
verning Family, the Nabob will never be ealy whilſt our Troops remain with him. A proper Proviſion 
or Jaghi;e and perſonal Security may be guaranteed to him, but as long as a Party continue with him 
it will be difficult either to ſatisfy the Nabob's Pride or remove his Suſpicions. Hyder is no leſs 
jealous of our getting Footing in Adoni, having marked that Country as a Quarry tor the firſt ta. 
vourable Opportunity, and being ſenlible that Bazalet Jung cannot be attacked through us without 


manifeſt Diſgrace to the Engliſh Name, and conſequently not without a certain Rupture with us, 


The Nabob conſiders his Brother as a rebellious Vaſſal, whoſe Country he could eaſily take Poſlel. 
ſion of if it were not for the certain Conſequence, which he clearly foreſees, of his Brother taking 
Refuge with Hyder, who by having a Son of Nizam ul Mulk, a Pretender to the Government, un- 
der his Protection, would thereby acquire ſo great an additional Weight of Credit and Conſequence, as 
might lead him, under Pretext of ſupporting Bazalet Jung, to invade the Nabob's own Country: Such 
an Event might be the Conſequence, if Bazalet Jung were driven by the Nabob into Hyder's Hands, 
Hyder has already given out his having ſolicited from the King a Phirmaund for the Decan. He is 
ſuppoſed to have accumulated a very large Treaſury from the Countries of the Zemindars, under the 
Myſore Dependency, and from other petty and unconnected and unprotected Rajahs. I need not 


mention to you who are ſo well acquainted with his Hiitory, that he is thought to be a very able 


Soldier, and a Man of a reſtleſs, aſpiring, and vigorous Character. The Marattas are certainly afraid 


of him, and he is perhaps pretty nearly a Match for them and the Nabob united. His Highneſs 


aſſures me, that before an Anlwer to his Letter can come from Bengal, I ſhall hear of Hyder's hav- 
ing attacked ſome of the Countries dependant on the Carnatic. Of the Probability of this you may 
be able to judge by the Advices you may have received from Madras, 


As 1 conſider my Character to be in Danger of ſuffering by the Meaſure adopted by the Madras 
Board, I hope I ſhall be juſtified in recommending to your particular Attention, my having kept up 


the Negotiation in a Tone beyond the Extent of my Orders, by having adhered rigidly to my Fut 


Propoſition, although I was fully authorized to offer others more favourable. The Deſire of obtaining 
the beſt Terms poſſible tor the Company, would. have been a tuificieat Inducement to me to have done 
this, had there been no other Motive, but 1 had others allo for wiſhing to avoid making any 
further Propoſitions. ne MO 


On reading over my Inſtructions, you vilh not fail to obſerve, how evidently the Declarations which 
1 was therein directed to make to the Nabob, differ from the Requelts that followed fo ſhortly after. 
I mult jay that I wholly diapproved of them, not only as being contrary to the Obligations of the 


Treaty, but as coming forth at a wrong Period; Declarations fo directly contrary to them having 


lo recently been made. The Juncture ikewile was critical, there being other important Buſineſs already 
on our Hands, and no Certainty of our being ſecure from another Contelt with the French, in Alliance 
with Hyder. Kequeſts of this Kind proceeding from a Power jealous of the Dignity aud Indepe!- 
dance of Government, are in reality Demands, and mult ever be conſidered as ſuch. The Company 


could not receive a Refufal, and exhibit afterwards to this Country the Spectacle of a forced Com- 


pliance : The Governor and Council poſſibly may not have adverted to this Conſequence ; and I, 
perhaps upon falſe Principles, implicitly obeyed my Orders, fearing, if I had made any Repreſen- 
tations on the Occaſion, that I might have been thought wanting in Zeal, and diſinclined to undertake 
a. difficult Negotiation, I ſhould have been exceedingly unwilling however, without poſitive Orders,

From Governor Rumbold to Nizam Ally Khan, dated 17th December 1 779. 


MIR. Hollond has fully adviſed me of every Circumſtance that has paſſed relative to the Peſcuſh, and 

I aſſure your Highneſs it is with equal Concern and Surprize that I obſerve the unfavourable 
Manner in which you have been pleaſed to conſtrue my Intentions upon this Subject. I think too 
well of your Highneſs to ſuppoſe you can really have miſtaken the Part I have acted; however, leſt 
this ſhould be the Caſe, I ſhall once more repear ; The Requeſt I made for a Remiſſion of the Peſcuſh, 


ſolely took its Riſe from the long Friendſhip ſubſiſting between your Highneſs and the Company, 


and the Idea I had formed, that upon a fair Repreſentation of the Difficulties we experience, in 
regard to the Payment of this Money, your Highneſs would be induced to conſider our Claim in 


a proper Light. The Matter being thus left to your own free Will, and being accompanied by 


Aſſurances the moſt friendly, and Expreſſions full of Reſpect, there could be no poſſible Ground to 
imagine, that our Conduct proceeded from any hoſtile Intentions; and your Highneſs will permit me 
to obſerve that it was injurious to our HonGur to ſuſpect us of Deſigns which had not a Colour of 


Probability, and which were fo inconſiſtent with that Attention we have always paid to our Engage- 


ments with your Highneſs. 


As Mr. Hollond has not been able to prevail with your Highneſs to comply with our Wiſhes, and 


as we fee no further Occaſion at preſent for his remaining at your Highneſs's Court, I have directed 


him immediately to return to Madras; and I am to requeſt you will furniſh him with the neceſſary 
Paſsports and Safeguard.

Having fully conſidered our preſent Situation with reſpect to the Country Powers, and having too 
much Reaſon to ſuppoſe, from the Declaration of the Governor General and Council, that a War 
with the Marattas 1s inevitable, as alfo from the Intelligence we have received, that nothing yet has 
been ſettled by General Goddard; I ſubmit to the Committee's Conſideration, whether our laſt 
Letter to Mr. Hollond and the Nizam are ſufficient to quiet the Mind of the latter with reſpect to 
the Peſcuſh, or of any Deſigns on our Part to diſturb the Tranquillity of his Government: For as his 
Attachment to the Maratta Miniſtry has been declared by himſelf, and it is probable, in caſe of a 
War with them, will lead him to take an active Part againſt us, eſpecially if what is ſo confidently 
aſſerted prove true, that Hyder Ally has entered into the Combination, and concluded a Treaty with 
the Miniſtry at Poonah, it is incumbent on us not to afford the leaſt Pretence, either for the Nizam, 
or the Governor General and Council, to impute to this Government any Share in the Meaſures that 
have already involved the Company's Affairs in Difficulties, and are likely to be attended with a 
tuinous and deſtructive War.

I The Letter from the G General and Council of Bengal, dated the Ath November 1779, 


gives me no leſs Surprize than Concern; Surprize I ſay, becauſe at a Time when we were uſing our 
utmoſt Endeavours to manage the Affairs of this Preſidency, and to promote the Honourable 


Company's Intereſt committed to our Charge to the beſt Advantage, I flattered myſelf that our 


Conduct had ſome Claim to Approbation rather than Cenſure ; and I feel Concern, that from the 


Neceſſity of Self-defence,-I ſhould be forced into an unſeaſonable Controverſy with thoſe whom I do 


not wiſh to have the ſmalleſt Appearance of Variance with. 


The Governor General and Council have thought proper, in the moſt public Manner, to mani- 


feſt a Diſapprobation of our Conduct. They tax us with an Omiſſion towards them, in not having 


given them a regular Intimation of Mr. Holland's Appointment to the Nizam's Court; they cenſure 


the Application we directed Mr. Hollond to make to the Nizam, for a Remiſſion of the Peſcuſh, as 


a Meaſure which tended to produce a Rupture with the Nizam ; and finally, they have iſſued their 


Orders to this Preſidency, through the Channel of a Letter to the Nizam a Copy of which they 


It is my Intention to examine minutely, and to anſwer, the Charges contained in this Letter; but 
I muſt firſt premiſe, that I think the Manner and Style in which it is written, not leſs exceptionable 
than the Matter it contains; the Reprehenſion it conveys, I cannot but think an Indignity offered 


to this Prefidency. In Caſes where we were ſo unfortunate as to differ in Sentiments from the Gover- 


nor General and Council ; we ſhould receive their Opinion and candid Advice with Pleaſure, and 
due Attention; but ſuch dictatorial Reprehenſion I think degrading to a Board veſted with fo

From the Nizam's Letter, I believe it will appear evident, that the principal Cauſe of his 
Diſpleaſure, was the Meaſures purſued by the Bengal Government ; and that it was not on account 
only of our Application to him for Remiſfion of the Peſcuſh, that he thought proper to take Ot- 
fence, and to declare Intentions ſo hoſtile; it is the Support given to Ragonaut Row, and the 
Meaſures purſued with the Marattas, that are the principal Objects of his Attention, for he writes 
more at large, and expoſtulates more fully on them. But ſince the Nizam has alſo mentioned 
as a Cauſe of Uneaſineſs, our Deſign of poſſeſſing ourſelves of the Guntoor Circar, and our Applica-

Force under M. Lally, in the Service of Bazalet Fung, continued for ſome Time actually in the Guntoor 
Circar, uſing every Endeavour to form an Intereſt, and to cauſe a Diverſion of our Troops from before Pon- 
dicherry, for the Protection of our Northern Settlements. The Port of Mootapilly, in the Guntoor 
Circar, gave the French an Opening into the very Heart of the Decan, and would have enabled them 
not only to diſturb the Tranquillity of our Poſſeſſions in the Circars, but to renew their old Connec- 
tions, and to form ſuch Alliances as gave them heretofore great Weight in that Part of the Country, 
and would not fail to do ſo again; for 1 believe it has generally been allowed, that the withdrawing 
the French Force under Buſly, from the Decan, was one of the moſt impolitic Meaſures of General 
Lally's Government; and that it gave a more fatal Stab to the Intereſt of the French in Indoſtan, 
than even the Reduction of Pondicherry at that Time . | „ 


Many Repreſentations were made by this Government to the Nizam, for the Removal of the 


French Troops from that Part of the Country; but in vain; no Satisfaction could be obtained either 


from the Nizam or his Brother Bazalet Jung; and ſtrictly ſpeaking, the Territory was by the Con- 


duct of the Brothers forfeited to the Company, for it is expreſsly ſtipulated, that Shuja Ul Mulk 


(Bazalet Jung) was only to enjoy the Circar as a Jagheer, during his Life, under certain Reſtrictions 
ſpecified in the Treaty with the Nizam, and in cafe of Failure in any of thoſe Reſtrictions (which 
has actually happened) the Company were authorized to poſſeſs themſelves of it; but as we found 
an Opening for a Negotiation with Bazalet Jung, we embraced this Opportunity, and obtained the 


Circar at Rent during his Life, on Terms advantageous to the Company, and infinitely ſo in point of 


Security, not only from any Attempts of the French, but from the ambitious Views, or from the 

_ reſtleſs Diſpoſition of the neighbouring Powers. The Policy and Utility of this Meaſure are fo 
evident, that it does not require any further Explanation 3 and as it met very early the Approval 
of the Council General, they will now, I ſuppoſe, conſider it as a Step that ought not in Juſtice 
to have given the Nizam Offence, ſeeing the Circar was obtained with the Free will and Con- 
ſent of Bazalet Jung himſelf, who even firſt made the Propoſal of renting it to the Company. 


I come now to explain the Affair of the Peſcuſh, and our Motives for wiſhing to procure its Re- 
miſſion, and the Steps we have taken for that Purpoſe, in the ſeveral Inſtructions given to Mr, 
Hollond; and I truſt it will appear, that we have not endeavoured by any Means to involve the 


Company in a War, as the Council General would inſinuate. It has, on the contrary, been the con- 


tant Object of this Government, to preſerve Peace with all but our national Enemies. I have 
lincerely lamented every Step that has been taken to diſturb the Tranquillity of any of the Indian 


States, when ſo fair a Proſpect preſented itſelf to the Company of almoſt an unbounded Affluence

The Northern Circars did not yield the Amount of Revenue expected from them. We had flat- 
tered ourſelves with an Encreaſe from that Quarter, inſtead of Diminution; but the Country ha! 
ſuffered from Two unfavourable Seaſons, The Zemindars, from Diſputes among themſelves and 
Miſmanagement, were impoveriſhed, and upon a thorough Inveſtigation were found unable to make 
good their Balances without the Indulgence of Time, Upwards of a Year's Peſcuſh was due to the 
Soubah when Pondicherry ſurrendered ; and this heavy Burthen was accumulating without a Pro- 
ſpect of diſcharging it; our Treaſury was entirely exhauſted with the heavy Expences of the Siege 
of Pondicherry; the Expedition to Mahé; the Maintenance of French Priſoners, and their ne. 
ceſſary Conveyance from this Part of the World; and the great Expence of compleating the Fortifi. 
cations, which was abſolutely neceſſary to be done without Loſs of Time, and are now nearly finiſh- 
ed. We knew not where to look for Supplies; from Bengal we were not to expect Aſfiſtance: 
The Nabob, from the Decreaſe of his Revenue, his diſtreſſed Stuation on Account of Debts, and 
the Maintenance of a large Family, and other Cauſes, unable to furniſh us with more than the ſti. 
pulated Share of current Charges and a Proportion of his Balances: The Rajah of Tanjore plead. 
ing Poverty, and not keeping up the Payments of his Subſidy, but with the utmoſt Difficulty, and 
conſtantly in Arrears either from his own Inability to look into his Affairs, or from the Mii. 
management of his Duan : This Government in ſome Meaſure, reſtrained from taking a Line which 
might remedy the Evil in the Tanjore Country, or at leaſt if they took ſuch a Step they ſubjected 
themſelves to the Uncertainty of having their,Meaſures approved of at Home: Add to theſe Con- 
ſiderations, that the Revenues of this Preſidency, even on a Peace Eſtabliſhment of the preſent en— 
creaſed Force, allowing for the Civil Service and Proviſion for Inveſtment, will do little more than 
_ anſwer our Current Diſburſements, and leave the Government without a Fund for the Events of War, 


Thus circumſtanced, although on the Reduction of Pondicherry the Tranquillity of the Carnatic 
was ſecured for the preſent by the Expulſion of our national Enemy; yet, as there was a Proſpect 
of the Continuance of a War in Europe, the Events and Conſequences of which were- uncertain, it itil] 
became neceſſary to provide for future Exigencies; the only Means we had to effect which, as we 
could expect no Increaſe of Income were, not only to endeavour the eſtabliſhing, as much as poſſible, 
a Plan of internal Economy, but aiſo the preventing our Treaſury from being exhauſted by any 
Demand or Diſburſement we could avoid. The heavy Tribute of the Peſhcuſh came immediately 
under the latter Predicament; and the obtaining its Remiſſion from the Nizam, ſeemed the molt 


practicable Relief that could, in the preſent Conjuncture, be applied to our embarraſſed Trealury. 


We were accordingly induced to make the Trial of effecting it; and we inſtructed Mr. Hollond to 
uſe his Endeavours for that Purpoſe, by Argument ſupported by the Circumſtances of the Times, 
which ſeemed to afford a fair Opportunity for Succels, EE EI 


Indeed it muſt be apparent, that we were unable to pay the Peſcuſh ; but in our Inſtructions to 
Mr. Hollond, communicated by him to the Governor General, there is another very forcible Reaton 
aſſigned, beſides our Inabihty, for withholding it from the Nizam ; which I ſhall here mention. 
The Treaty of 1768 being concluded with the Nizam only, we had hitherto made all our A p- 
plication relative to the Guntoor Circar, immediately to him, and conſidered him as reſponſible 10: 
the due Execution of that Part which concerns his Brother : Upoa this Ground, viewing the Conduct 
of Bazalet Jung in regard to the French Troops, as an Infringement of the Treaty, we judged it 


proper to delay the Payment of the yearly Peſcuſn to the Nizam, until we could obtain ſome Satil- 


faction on that Head. 


The Cauſe of the Complaint has never been removed ; for when, by Negotiation, we had prevailed 
with Bazalet Jung to diſmiſs the French Troops under Monſieur Lally, they marched immediate);

ſoon poſſeſs himſelf of the Decan, were he not to be checked either by the Marattas or Engliſh, 


the Nizam ſingly being unable to reſiſt him, The following Letters will ſhew the Dilpolition ot che 


Copy of a Letter from Hyder Ally Cawn, to Iflecher Caton. 


« It has reached my Ears, that the Nabob Shuja ul Mulk Bahauder has given up the Circar of 
Guntoor to the Engliſh, with an Intention of making an Alliance with them, and having a Body of 
their Troops ſtationed with him. Such a Step could never be diftared by Prudence or Foreſight. 
In every Part throughout Indoſtan, where the Engliſh have eſtabliſhed their Influence, and got a 
Footing under a Cover of giving their Protection and Aſſiſtance, Experience has ſhewn what 
Treatment thoſe have met with who have had any Connection with that Nation, It may be ſeen 
by their Conduct towards the Nazims of Bengal, and other Places, whom they have ſtripped of 
every Thing, and reduced under their Authority. His Excellency, no Doubt, did not attend to 
all theſe Conſiderations, when he thought of entering into a Treaty with them; for if he had, it is 
probable he would not have conſented to it. t is my Opinion that the Engliſh ſhould not be 
allowed to have a Footing in this Part of the Country. Time will ſhew whether any Benefit ac- 
crues from it or not. His Excellency might ſettle Things in ſuch a Manner, that he would keep Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Circar of Guntoor. This muſt be done by allowing the Killidars of my Country to 

rent that Circar from him, which would be paid to him in Three Kiſts, by the Means of the 
Houſe. of Wollap Sundur, the Soucar; nobody would then dare to attack that Country. 
Thanks to Heaven, my Troops are not few, and his Excellency would find it more tor his Ad- 
vantage to apply to me for Succour than another, When once a Treaty takes Place between us, 
no one will dare to think of diſturbing that Circar. It is in no Shape whatever prudent or conſi— 
derate to cal] the Engliſh into that Country. When Hurry Pundit Purkik came ſome Time ago, 
and diſturbed his Excellency's Territories, I expended Lacks for the Good of his Excellency, and 


drove away Hurry Pundit, If 1 had not done it at that Time, his Excellency would have been 


obliged, to comply with the exorbitant Demands which he made,

It has reached my Ears, that the People about you have thought it adviſable to let the Engliſh 


Company have the Renting of the Guntoor Circar from you, and to have a Body of Engliſh Troops 


placed with you. This 1 conſider as no Proof of your Prudence or Foreſight ; you well know the 
Diſpoſition of thoſe Europeans, who when once they get any Thing in their Poſſeſſion, never part 
with it, as may be ſeen from what they have done in Bengal and Oude. Suja ul Dowla poſſeſſed 
ſome Power while living, but now the Engliſh Authority prevails throughout his Country, the Situa- 


tion his Sons are in, is known to all the World; it is not in their Power to recover their loſt Domi- 
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nions. Hyder Ally Cawn can ſcarcely be conſidered in any Light but a Zemindar ; he is not fecy; 0 
in his Poſſeſſions, for we ſhall be able to recover, when our Power iacreales, any Countries which he 
now takes; but it is highly improper to throw ſo much Power into the Hands of Europeans: Ton 
have done wrong in following this Step, for if ever you ſhould find it neceſſary to call for my Support 
it will not be granted to you: I now, therefore, write to you, to let me know what your Intentions are 
If you perſiſt in doing this, you will find the bad Conſequences of it. Give me your Anſye; 
immediately.” 2 5 5 | 

This Recommendation of Hyder by the Nizam is an expreſs Contradiction to the Second Article 
of the Treaty of 1768, which ſtipulates that,“ Bazalet Jung ſhall neither keep up nor receive from 
Hyder Naigue, any Vakeel or Correſpondence, but live in Peace and Harmony with the Engliſh 
Company and the Nabob Walaw Jaw, and give no Protection or Aſſiſtance whatever to the fad 
Naigue, or any of his People, nor any other Enemies of the Company, or the Nabob Waulau Jau; 
but if this Article ſhall at any Time be infringed, the Company ſhall be at Liberty, by virtue of ti; 
Treaty, to take Poſſeſſion of, and keep the Circar of Murtazanagur in the lame Manner as the other 
Four; and the Nabob Auſulph Ja engages to aſſiſt them therein with his Troops, if neceſſary,” 


Such is the Man we had to deal with; but prompted with the Embarraſſment of our Finances, aq 
a falutary Policy, to get rid of the Burthen of the Peſhcuſh, we thought the Nature, and! may ſay 
the Unreaſonableneſs (as I ſhall now endeavour to ſhew) of the Peſhcuſh itſelf, afforded us a very ju} 
Plea to expoſtulate, and endeavour with the Nizam for a Remiſlion, if not of the Whole, at Ieaſt ot 
a Part of that Burthen. | . 5 


When the Treaty was ſettled with the Nizam in 1766, an Army had been formed to the North. 
ward under General Caillaud, to take Poſſeſſion of thele Circars, ceded to the Company by the 
Phirmaund of Shaw Allum : A Negotiation took Place, in which General Caillaud was employed on 
the Part of the Company, and a Treaty concluded; in which no Mention is made of the Myugul's 
Phirmaund, but the Circars are received as a Grant ſolely from the Nizam, with a Peſhcuth annexed to 
them. A Quit Rent, agreeable to the Terms of that Treaty, might then perhaps be very proper, 
when we did not think ourſelves ſufficiently powerful, or from other Reaſons did not deem it ex. 
pedient to claim them in conſequence of the Phirmaund we had received ; but when the Second 
Treaty of 1768 was entered into, after the War with the Nizam, in conſequence of his having joined 
Hyder, and the former was in no Situation to diſpute our Title to the Circar (as will appear from 
the Firſt Article of the Treaty, where they are included in conſequence of the Phirmaund) a Peſh— 
cuſh to the Nizam was more than ought to have been granted; for the ſame Phirmaund that gave 
the Circars to the Company, gave the Carnatic to the .Nabob, free from all Tribute or Demands 
- whatſoever, either for Arrears, or otherwiſe. In the Treaty wich the Nizam of 1768, the Nabob 
receives the Carnatic exactly conformable to the Tenor of the Phirmaund, but the Company are 
burthened with an encreaſing Tribute, and one of the Circars is allowed to remain as a Jagheer with 
the Nizam's Brother, Bazalet Jung. It is well known that the Nizam, at the Time he made them 
over to the Company by the Firſt Treaty, received no great Benefit from the Circars; the Troubles 
raiſed by the Zemindars, who all endeavoured to maintain an Independency, and the Troops, the 
Nizam was obliged to have on Foot, in order to keep thoſe Zemindars in Subjection, did not admit 
of any great Surplus Revenue coming into his Treaſury : Whilſt the Tribute or Peſhcuſh remained 
only at Two Lacks of Rupees per Annum, which it did by the Fifth Article of the Treaty of 1968, 
for the Firſt Six Years, the Burden was not greatly felt by the Company, but when that Tribute from 
the Year 1774 came to be raiſed to Five Lacks of Rupees per Annum, and when the Troops which 
are neceſſary to be kept up by the Company, the Charges of Collections, Loſſes ariſing from un- 
favourable Seaſons, and the Failure of many, Zemindars, are taken into Conſideration, the Peſhcuſn 
muſt evidently appear too great, and its Diſproportion to the Revenues naturally occaſioned the Arrears 
due to the Nizam. oft. © ready e NE 


The Remiſſion or Diminution of theſe Arrears, and of the Tax which cauſed them, was the Object 
we wiſhed to arrive at, not from a wanton Deſire of bringing on a Rupture, but to eaſe the Diſtreſs 
we labour under; and we endeavoured. to attain that End, not by Violence or Threats, but by 
Repreſentation and candid rational Expoſtulation, as our ſeveral Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond will

% We ſhall now enter with you upon a Subject, which we have much at Heart, and which, by its 
Importance, well merits. every Attention we can give to it. 'The'Pelcuſh, ſettled by the Treaty of 
1768, to be paid annually to the Soubah for the N orthern Circars, has always appeared to us not 
only a very expenſive, but in ſome Meaſure a diſgraceful Charge upon the Company, conſidering the 
free and unconditional Grant by which the Mogul, conveyed thoſe Provinces to them. When we 
reflect on the Power of the Company at that Time, and, the Inability of che Soubah to make any 
effectual Oppoſition againſt it, we cannot but conſider the Surrender of their Right to hold the 
Circars free of all Demands wharſoever, by virtue of the Mogul's Phirmaund; the Acceptance of a 
Saned for them from the Soubah, on bo of paying him a Tribute nearly equal to what 7 
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yielded him, and the giving up to Bazalet 


Circars, as very great Conceſſions; any one of which ſhould have been eſteemed luſhcient to purchaſe 


what the Whole only obtaincd; we mean, the peaceable Poſſeſſion of the Lands granted by the

« If it were thought abſolutely neceſſary to pay any Tribute to the Soubah, the Sum of Two Lacks 
of Rupees Annually for the Four Circars that we retained, ſcems to have bcen the molt realonable 
Valuation; and it appears extraordinary to us, that this Sum, which was apreed to be paid for the firſt 
Six Years, {hould by the lame Treaty have been raiſed, after that Period, to Five Lacks of Rupees per 
Annum, without tie Company's reaping any additional A 0 
This laſt Sum is indeed highly exorbitant, and were we even to lay no Streſs upon the Mogul's Phir— 


waund, but attend merely to the Expence and Riſk of maintaining Poſſeſſion of the Circars, under 
the Company's Authority, we ſhould deem it unreaſonable. 


« Seeing then that the Company have, under all Circumſtances, made but a diſadvantageous Bargain

„We would have you by Degrees break the Subject to the Soubah ; and when you think him ſuf- 
ficiently prepared, we wiſh you to repreſent to his Highnels, that although by the Mogul's Phirmaund 
we are entitled to the full and undiſturbed Poſſeſſion of the Five Circars therein granted, free of all 


Demands whatſoever ; yet, in Conſideration of the great Reſpect which the Company had for his 


Highneſs, and their earneſt Deſire to preſerve his Friendſhip and Good-will, they relinquiſhed in a

« If therefore the Soubah, after all your Endeavours, ſhould appear diſinclined to remit the Whole, 
we would have you try to bring it to the former Standard of TWO Lacks of Rupees, which is as 
large a Sum as the Countries can afford after the Fallures, Loſes, and Charges they have lately 
ſuſtained, and are ſtill likely to ſuſtain during the preſent War; if it be poſſible allo to obtain a pro- 
portionable Remiſſion of the Arrears on this Account, we ſhould be well pleaſed. 


« WE have written to the Soubah, as you will ſee in the encloſed Copy of our Letter, on the 
Subject of the French Party under Lally ; expreſſing our Surprize at his entertaining them in his

The above Extracts contain fully the Sentiments and Intentions of the Committee, and I flats 
myſelf will vindicate them from the Imputation of any Deſign to violate Treaties, or bring on * 
Rupture with the Nizam. I cannot diveſt my ſelf of the Conviction that our Claim for the Ken 
ſion of the Peſhcuſh, is both reaſonable and expedient in itſelf; the Annals of Bengal ſhew, hit | 
the entire Stoppage of a Peſhcuſh, though unconditionally to be paid by Treaty *, is not a novel NMI.

But the principal Objection to the Meaſure of the Peſhcuſh ſeems to be, that it was undertaken at 
an improper Time; for the Council General do not think ic prudent, in the preſent State of our Af- 
fairs, to expoſe them to the Hazard of a Rupture with a Power, © which at any other Time 
we ſhould have held in much lighter Eſtimation than we now do, with many weightier 
Concerns upon our Hands, which will ill bear this Addition to them.” But who could con- 
-ceive, that after the Credit our Arms had obtained in a national War both on this and the Malabar 
' Coaſt, we ſhould be brought to fo critical a Situation as to dread the Reſentment of the N zam, 
whoſe Power but a few Months ſince was held in ſuch light Eſtimation 3 for on an Apprehenſion 
expreſſed by myſelf to the Governor General, that the Nizam might take Advantage of che Irou- 


bles, to raiſe Diſturbances in the Circars (which was hot improbable, when we conſider that Monf, 


Lally, who commanded the French Party, would be ready and deſirous of promoting ſuch a Plan) 
the Governor General expreſſed himſelf in Anſwer to my Letter in the following Terms: 
am not ſufficiently apprized of the Neceſſity of providing an extraordinary Detence tor the Cir- 


cars, having no greater Opinion of the Power of Nizam Ally, nor apprehenſive of his making any 


formidable Attempt to wreft thetn from us 3” I take Occaſion to repeat here, that we had ſufficient 


- Grounds to withhold the Peſhcuth, from the Views and Conduct of the Nizam; and that it would 


have been highly impolitic to have furniſhed, it not a declared Enemy, at leaſt a doubrtul Friend, 


with Money, to be employed againſt ourſelves, and that too, when we could fo ill ſpare it. Nothing can 


point more ſtrongly the Light in which the Nizam ſtood with the Governor General and Council, 
than the Inſtructions given to Mr, Elliot for his Negotiation with Moodajee Booſla; wherein it is 
ſaid, The Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn has always been connected with the French, and is now in cloſe 


Union with the Miniſters at Poonah ;” and at the Time theſe Inſtructions were drawn up, ſo 


little Delicacy was obſerved on the Point of National Faith, or of furniſhing Tales to the World. that 
one of the Conditions on which we were to purchaſe the F riendſhip of Moodajee Booſla was, the 
Recovery of the Conqueſts which have been made from his Country by Nizam Ally. This was 
qualified indeed, by directing a Reference on the Point, if demanded, to the Governor General and 
Council, unleſs he (Moodajce Booſla) ſhall requi 
ing our Views in the Weſtern Part of India. 


The Powers veſted in Mr. Elliot were diſcretionary and abſolute ; how in Point of national Faith 


do theſe Inſtructions agree with the firſt Article of the Treaty with the Nizam in 1766, and con- : 


-firmed by the Treaty of 1768? The Two contracting Parties do, by virtue of this Treaty of Honour, 
Alliance, and Friendſhip; folemrily engage a mutual Aſſiſtance ; to eſteem the Encmics of the one 
the Enemies of the other: If the former Declaration, that the Nizam had always been connected 
with the French, and was at that Time in cloſe Union with the Miniſters of Poonah, gave ſuf- 


-ficient Authority for the before mentioned Articles in the Inſtructions, in that Caſe the with- 


holding the Peſhcuſh even forcibly, would have been full as wiſe, as juſt, and as politic a Mealure, 
as the Attempt to wreſt from the Nizam his former Conqueſts, 


It is now Time to finiſh the Subject, which 1 ſhall do by obſerving, that ſince however the Go- 
vernor General and Council thought it expedient to interpoſe their Authority, and to prevent the 


Succeſs we might have reaſonably expected from our Eiideavours to obtain Remiſſion of the Tribute; 
it would have been proper, in caſe the Soubah ſhould peremptorily inſiſt on immediate Payment 
of the Arrears due to him, to have pointed out to us in what Manner, or from what Funds we were 


to ſatisfy him; for they acquaint us, that the Treaſury at Bengal is ſo exhauſted, that they cannot 
afford us the leaſt Aſſiſtance; and I cannot help remarking, how miſerable, injudicious, aud untor- 
tunate thoſe Meaſures muſt have been, which, by exhauſting our Treaſury, alarming every ſeparate 

State in India, and giving Conſequence to the inſignificant, have reduced us, even after important 
Succeſſes, to the Neceſſity of ſubmitting to a Man whom the Governor General and Council them- 
ſelves have proved to be ſo much our Enemy, and at the ſame Time of ſo little Eſtimation. 


After what has been ſaid, I hope none will think that our Conduct can rationally. be charged with 
having the ſmalleſt Tendenty to involve the Company in War, or that there was Occaſion for con- 
veying Inſtruſtions to us in trite Remarks or ſplendid Declamations, I will however confeſs the Force 
of what is contained in a Paragraph of the Council General's Letter: The World, on Occaſions of a 


ſuppoſed Breach of a national Faith or Ruptures, grounded on Plans that require a long Tale to 


convince and vindicate; ſeldom attend to fuch Circumſtances as may be offered in Defence.“ Nor can 
this Obſervation be more fully verified than it was in the Cale of the Rohilla War, where neither 
Repreſentations nor the Efforts of Party, could prevail to wipe off the Odium with which it was at- 


tended; and perhaps the Maratta War may afford another Inſtance for Application; but whether it is 
applicable to our Meaſures the World will judge. Tt 


I come now to ſpeak of the laſt Par agraph of the Governor Gener al and Council's Letter , and 
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re it as an indilpenſable Condition of his forward- 
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to cobſider, whether, in the delicate Criſis to which they acknowledge the Company's Affairs are 
brought, they have actually choſen the Means that are likely to promote the End they profeſs, which 
is to retrieve (as they are pleaſed to expreſs themſelves) the Credit of our Government without oc ca. 
ſioning any Diminution of its Influence. That the Credit this Government have obtained has engaged 
the Attention of that of Bengal, evidently appears, If, as they profeſs, they were anxious to lupport 
its Influence, when the Goyernor General laid before the Council the Advices received trom Mr. 
Hollond, why, inſtead of immediately addrefling the Nizam (without having acknowledged the Receipt of 
any Letter from him). did they not adviſe us where they pee us wrong, or on what Points the 
Neceſſity of the Times made it prudent for us to alter our Meaſures? Do not the laſt Propoſals con- 
tained in our Inſtructions of the 10th of July, which Mr. Hollond had to offer to the Nizam, leave 
ſufficient Opening for ſuch a Conduct on the Part of the Governor General and Council, who by ſo 
doing would have continued in our Hands the finiſhing, the Buſineſs which we had begun, and rendered 
unneceſſary chat Letter to the Nizam, which, inſtead of ſupporting the Credit and Influence of this 
Government, ſeems only calculated to deſtroy both;? Such a Mode of Proceeding on the Part of the 
Governor General and Council, I muſt obſerve, would have been more conſonant to the Order of the 
Company in their general Letter to Bengal, under Date the gth of February 177), Paragraphs 2oth 
and 24th.-Paragraph 2oth. gut as you muſt have known that it was not poſſible at the Time of con- 
cluding the Treaty with Ragobah, for the Country Powers to have been apprized of your Authority 
to controul our other Preſidencies in concluding Treaties, or in making Peace and War; or that our 
Governors and Councils retpeCtively wete reſtrained from acting independently in thoſe Caſes, and ax 
that Treaty had been formerly entered into by an Agent from Bengal, and ſolemnly ratified by the 
_ Governor and Council, under the Seal of the Company, we cannot but diſapprove of your Mode ef 
Interference, by lending an Ambaſſador directly to Poonah, without firſt contulting the Governor and 
Council of Bombay, and of your Determination to diſavow and invalidate the Treaty concluded by 
them, and alto of your taking ſuch further Steps as muſt. degrade them in the Eyes of the Natives, 
and perhaps make it impoſſible for them hereafter to conduct our Affairs with Honour to themiclves, 
or Advantage to the 8 Par. 24th. This would have been the preciſe Line we wilh to 
have drawn; and if, on any future Occaſion, you ſhall think it neceſſary to exerciſe the Powers veſted 
in you by Parliament, relative to Peace and War, we direct that you purſue the Method adopted 
when you thought Colonel Upton's Negotiations at an End; and that you contribute all in your 
Power to preſerve to our reſpective Governor and Councils, that Conſequence which may enable 
them on all Occaſions to promote the Intereſt of the Company.“ 75 RD” 


Inſtead of following the Line here pointed out, the Letter to the Nizam breathes the Spirit of 
the controlling Powers, beyond what is lodged in the Bengal Government. The Act of Parliament 
plainly points how far that, controlling Power exiſts, and this Government, fo tar from diſputing 
or railing Doubts on it, are deſirous it ſhould take Place in its full Force, and they have ever not only 
wiſhed to co-operate with the Council General, in every Point relative to the Company's Political In- 
tereſts, but to receive their Opinions upon Subjects that do not immediately come under their con- 
trolling Power, a Power they have expreſſed a very juſt Idea of themſelves, in their Conſultations of 
the 8th November 1775. '** Theſe Opinions the Board only offer as Mediators, voluntarily choſen by 
the Parties themſelves. By the Act of Parliament the Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George 
arc enjoined. to tranſmit to the Governor General and Council, Advice and Intelligence of all Tranſ- 
actions and Matters whatever that ſhall come to their Knowledge, relating to the Government, Re- 
venues, or Intereſts of the Company; but no Power is given to the Governor General and Council 
to exerciſe any Controul or Authority over the other Preſidencies in theſe Matters, their Power being 
folely confined by the Act to Hoſtilities and Treaties. Yet this Board are of Opinion, that they have 
a Right to expect an implicit Deference to be paid their Judgement on the preſent Occaſion, not 
ſought by them, but brought before them in a ſolemn and deliberate Appeal from the Preſidency of 
Fort Saint George, and the Nabob of the Carnatic.” JJ. 


The Remark in the latter Part of 5 Reſolution is certainly juſt, for after a folemn | and deliberate 
Appeal to their Judgment on any Subject, though not within their controlling Power, they un- 
doubtedly had a Right to expect that a Deference ſhould be paid to that Judgment. 


The Buſineſs entruſted to Mr. Hollogd, was entirely a Matter of Revenue; had our Endeavour 
fucceeded by the Application he made, the Niaam might have beſtowed the Favour on the Company 
by a Grant, without a, formal Treaty; but if it became neceſſary, to form a Treaty, and to pledge 
the Company's Name to any new. Engagements, we ſhquld in due Time have given the Council Ge- 
neral Notice of every Circumſtance neceſſary for their Knowledge, and yielded up to them the Ho-

Having now fully replied on every Matter on which the Letter from the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal called upon us for Vindication, I ſhall proceed to conſider a Subject chat requires 
little Introduction, as it relates to what has been diſcuſſed in the former Part of this Minute; I mean 
the War with the Marattas; which, although it originated elſewhere, yet, as it is Connected with and 
affected this Preſidency, as well as every other Part of India, falls properly within the Province of its 
Conſideration. 1 will venture to ſay, that it is as important and intereſting a War as the Company 
have ever been engaged in; for it ſeems to ſuſpend all other Operations, and has manifeſted to the 
Country Powers, our Weaknels and Inability to engage in ſuch extenſive Plans of Conqueſt, I will 
view it under the Heads of Juſtice, of general Policy, and of temporary Expediency, 


In regard to its Juſtice; after the Treaty between Colonel Upton and the Miniſters and Chiefs of 
Poonah, in the Year 1776, had been ratified; there could be no juſt Grounds to quarrel with thoſe Mi- 


niſters, unleſs they had committed ſome Infraction of that Treaty; or had ſhewed decided Marks of ini- 


_ mica] Diſpoſition towards us, by the actual Commitment of Hoſtilities, or by a proved Combination with 
our declared Enemies. Neither an Infringement of their Treaty, nor the Commitment of Hoſtilities, is 
imputed to them; but it is alledged that they gave a Reception to the Chevalier De St. Lubin, who is 
ſuppoſed to be ſent on the Part of the King. of France to form a Treaty with the Marattas. In the firſt 
Place, I know of no Proof that M. St. Lubin was an actual Miniſter from the Court of France, at 
leaſt M. Bellecombe was not acquainted with his having any ſuch Commiſſion ; for in an intercepted 
Letter from him in Anſwer to one he had teceived from Mr. Chevalier, recommending the ſending 
a Vakeel to Poonah (which would have been unneceſſary if there had been a Miniſter there) he ſays, 
te that in the preſent Situation of the Freneh Affairs, they were not in a Condition to conlider of any 
great Enterprizes z that the. beſt Way was to remain quiet; that the Steps the Engliſh were following 
would ſufficiently diſguſt the different States in Indoſtan, and that the French might then,, at a more 
convenient Junckure, ſtand forth to Advantage, We have nothing to do at preſent (ſays he) but to 
ſtart the Game for the Engliſh to purſue!” This Letter is in Poſſeſſion of Sir Edward Vernon; by 
ſome Miſtake a Copy of it was not kept in the Secretary's Offi ee. 


lt ſeems to me moſt probable, that St. Lubin, who is known to be an Adventurer, might, from 
his own Speculation, with to take Advantage of the Situation of Affairs, and try to promote the In- 
tereſts of France by the Project of an Alliance with the Marattas, which would recommend him to 
his Sovercign if he ſucceeded, But on whatever Footing he made his Propoſals at Poonah, it does 
not apprar that they were accepted, or that any Steps to our Diſadvantage, were taken in conſe- 
quence of them. Although the Governor General, in his Letter to the Nizam, writes,“ That the 
Marattas made a Treaty with the French, I can give your Excellency the moſt clear and undoubted 
Proofs; yet in the following Part of his Letter he departs from this Certicude, and expreſſes 


himſelf-in leſs poſitive Terms: © If (ſays he) on the contrary, it is found that this Report is 
falſe, and that the Marattas entertain no bad Deſigns, or that they have relinquiſhed them if they 


ever had any, we ſhall never act in any Shape which may prove detrimental to their Affairs,“ &c. 
And this Uncertainty is alſo exprefſed in the Council GeneraPs - Inſtructions to Mr. Elliot, where 
it is ſaid, © Or if you are convinced from other Circumſtances, of the Non-exiſtence of the En- 
gagements which we ſuppoled to have been formed between him (the Chevalier St. Lubin) and 


the Miniſter,” &c. On the other Hand the Nizam tells the Governor General, © Before the Com- 


mencement of Hoſtilities, I gave my Advice to the Poonah Miniſters, and prevailed on them to diſ- 
miſs the French Ambaſſadors, who had come to Poonah with a Deſire of ſettling a Treaty of Friend- 
ſhip with the Pundit Purdhaun and the Circar.“ And it is well known that Monſieur St. Lubin was 
obliged to Jeave Poonah, and retire to a Settlement belonging to the Portugueſe. This Proceſs con- 
veys no Preſumption of the ſuppoſed French Treaty; indeed It is moſt probable, that the Succeſs of 
our Arms againſt the F trench, muſt have rendered the Poonah Miniſtry very cautious of connecting 
themſelves with a Nation, whoſe Influence and Power ſeemed entirely: annihilated in Aſia. The Part 
the Poonah Miniſtry acted, confirins this, for they took no Steps, after the Retreat of the Bombay 
Army, to impede the March of General Goddard. Had they entertained hoſtile Intentions towards 
us, or been diſpoſed to favour the French Intereſt, they would have exerted themſelves to prevent 
the Junction of the Bengal Detachment with the Forces of the Bombay Preſidency; and in that Caſe, 
Ldo not believe that the Detachment, though commanded by a gallant and excellent Officer, could 
have reached Surat, nor would the Pretence, or Maſk, have availed, that the Bengal Troops were 
ſent, not to aſſiſt Ragonaut Row, with whom this Government has entered into no Treaty, not to 
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difturb or moleſt the Poonah Miniſters, with whom we were Friends, (as the Governot General Writes 
to the Nizam) but merely to the Aſſiſtance and Protection of Bombay, Had the Poonah Miniſtry been 
conſcious of deſerving the Reſentment of the Engliſh, feeing ſuch a Mihtary Manceuvre, they would 
have been on their Guard, and expected it, and have tried to eounteract it; on the contrary, the Marat. 
| | tas ſhewed: an extraordinary Degree of Moderation, to be aceounted for only by their Deſire of cont. 
nuing on peaceable Ferms with the Engliſh. Had they entertained Views of ſupporting the Intereſt 
of the French, or of leſſening our Power and Conſequence, they would never have ſuffered the 
Bombay Army to march baek in the Manner they did: the Freaty of Tulicanoor will ſhew how 
humiliating a Situation the Troops were reduced to; the Marattas dictated their own} Terms, and 
though they required the Surrender of Salſet, and other Diſtricts, before granted to the Company, we 
do not find, by the Accounts from Poonak, that they now rigorouſly demand the full Execution of 
the Terms of that Treaty; nor would the Governor General and Council be juſtified in ſurrendering 
up the Countries the Company poſſeſs. But if, as the Marattas give Way, we riſe in our Demand, 
and inſiſt on other Advantages, and the Reimburſement of thoſe Expences incurred by a War which 
they never fought, and feemed inclined to avoid, there is no ſaying to what further Lengths the Diſ- 
putes may extend, nor when we may look for the much to be deſired Object, Peace; for, as they 
muſt conſider ſuch a Demand as unjuſt to comply, with it will require more than a common Degree 
of Reſignation, and a very earneſt Deſire on their Part to put an End to their Troubles, which 
their Family Diſputes firſt occaſioned, and with which, juſtly ſpeaking, the Engliſh had no Right to 
interfere, Hang

There can be no Doubt that the Marattas muſt already feverely ſuffered themſelves, from the Dir. 
turbances we have raiſed; their Armies have been kept in the Field at a conſiderable Expence, and they 
have been obliged to ſuſpend all other Operations, and to form Alliances, on ame. Points they 
have deemed themſelves entitled to, in order to be guarded againſt our Attempts; ang it is almolt 
certain that they have entered into a Treaty with Hyder Ally, their long avowed and inveterate Enemy: 

| Nothing could have brought them to ſuch a Mealure, but the Deſpair of being able to effect a perfect 
Reconciliation with the Engliſh. e IE ER V 


Thus far the Ground of a juſt Cauſe of Quarrel with the Poonah Miniſtry ſeems untenable: The 
Company themſelves however, approve of the Meaſure of ſupporting Ragonaut Row's Pretenſions to

The Maratta Power, when united under One Head, has long been the Dread of every State in 
India. What could be more detirable than to ſee that Power divided, and to waltino its Strenorh 
in internal Quarrels, as to become leis formidable and dangerous to ourtelves ? When they ſhewed no 
Incl ation to break with us, and entered into no Engagements with our Enemies, I cannot think 
it confiltent with ſound Policy in us, to follow Meaſures that cauſe them to | 
putes aſide, to reunite, and to direct their Relentments avant us, 


If the Meaſures we have purſued with the Marattas were at any other Time leſs improper than in 
my Opinion they are, there are Reaſons ſubſiſting that render them, at this Conjuncture, mexpe— 
dient, and even inextcuſuble. When the Britiſh Nation was involved in a diſtretstul War, not only 
Wich the American Colonies, but with the Powers of Europe, the immoveable Object of our Atten— 
tion ſhould have been the Security of our Settlements and Poſſeſſions; and the great Advantage we 
had to derive from the | xpulſion of our National Enemics, was eſtabliſhing Peace with the States. of 
Indoſtan. We ſhould have uſed all our Endeavour, to convince them that we were ſatisfied with 
our preſent Dominions, and had no Idea of increaling them, nor of extending our Influence over 
our Neighbours; that fo far from harbouring Uelipns of invading their Territories, we wiſhed to 


ſupport and protect them: And this Line of Conduct was the more eligible, as, while it ſtrength- 


ened our Intereſt, it not only colt us nothing, but gave us an Opportunity of huſbanding our Fi- 


nances, and of providing a Fund for any poſſible Exigence: And then, if our national Enemies 
thought proper to invade us, we had Reaion to believe that che neighbouring Powers would be more 


_dilpoſed to ſupport us, than to give them a favourable Reception. On the contrary, by intruding 


ourſelves in the Quatrels of the Powers of Indoſtan, we mult be thought unfriendly, ambitious, and 


turbulent ; and, inſtead of making them our Friends, we have rendered them our Enemies. But at 
this Period, the Eve of the Expiration of the Company's Charter, there was not Time for Plans, 
the Concluſion and Fruus f which mult be diſtant, and the Expence immediate. It was of the 
utmoſt Conſequence to the Company to have a full Treaſury in Bengal, as we cannot tell what 
their Occaſions for Money may be. No Wars ſhould have been engaged in, except what immediate 
Self-detence required. No Ixpeditions ſet on Foot to diminiſh that Fund wh.ch had been before— 
hand coliected, and on which it is probable a great Dependance had been placed. The Proprictors 
at Home have been reſtricted from increaſing their Dividends, that a Fund might accumulate there 
for particular Purpoſes. A Fund was known to be accumulated in India, Perhaps the lutter ma 


have been intended for ſome important Uſe. What will our Conſtituents think when they hear, 
that to a very conliderabie Amount of that Fund“ has been beforehand diſpoſed of in a fruitleſs 


Expedition of the Bengal Troops through Indoſtan. 


To conclude : I think our Meaſures, reſpecting the Marattas, have been unjuſt, impolitic, inex. 

pedient, and ruinous. I think an End ſhould: be put to the War as ſoon as puffivle: From their 
Back wardneſs to quarrel with us, 1 hope a Reconciliation may yet be effected; and that they are 
the Nation from whoſe Alliance we have the moſt Advantage to expect, and who were the moſt 
likely to be a Check on thoſe who are hoſtile to us. I ſhall then rejoice to ice that Sy ſtem purſued 
which will be the moſt conducive to the Intereſt of the Company and Nation. 5 


After having thus fully given my Sentiments on theſe ſeveral Points, mentioned in a former Part of 
my Minute, whatever may be the Opinion of the Committee, however we may feel ourſelves hurt by the 
Proceedings of the Council General, relative to our Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond, or whatever Proſpects 


of Advantage to the Company we may ſuppoſe are fruſtrated, I ſtrongly recommend, that we do not 


ſuffer any Circumſtance to interrupt the Harmony that ought to ſubſiſt between the Two Preſidencies. 
It was with this View, that in Conformity to the Wiſhes of the Council General, I immediately 
adopted their Sentiments, and moved in the laſt Committee for the Recall of Mr. Hollond; and that 
a Letter ſhould be wrote to the Nizam, to aſſure him of our firm Intentions to preſerve the Friend- 
ſhip ſubſiſting between his Highneſs and the Company; that we never entertained any other Deſign,

Sentiments may be, it is a Duty incumbent on us to make the co-operating with the Council General 
dur Firft Conſideration; and to adopt every Idea of theirs that may lead to Peace, in order to rem 

as far as depends on us, every Embarraſſment which the late Meaſures may have brought on the 
Affairs of the Compary. But at the fame Time that I recommend this to the Committee, and mea, 
heartily to join with them in it, it is heveftheleſs my Wiſh, that the Sentiments I have cxpreſſed in 
this Minute, may be known to the Council General and to the Company, by being tranſmitted in 
our Diſpatches to both. To the Company it is no leſs my Duty than my Inclination, to offer me 
Opinion on their Affairs, in every Department of the Service; and though, by the controllin;.

Hydrabad, with your Kno ledge, fimply for the Purpoſe of explaining ſome Things, which would 

tend to confirm the Frienaſhip between us; that whatever he might have ſaid, beyond what has been 
agreed upon in former Treaties, has been done without the Orders of the Council; but that you had 
wrote to the Governor and Council of Madras, to abide by the Terms of the Treaty, and at the 
fame Time had delired Mr. Hollond to ſuſpend the Buſineſs until he ſhould receive freſh Orders 
from Madras. > : CT 


The Contents of the above Letter, replete with Sincerity, have given me great Pleaſure and 
Satisfaction. The Company, for their Sincerity and Adherence to their Treaties, have been for a 
long Time Examples to the World, particularly what I experienced after the Concluſion of the 
Treaty in 1768, has made a deep Impreſſion in my Heart, and is publicly known to all the World. 
When you wrote me at firſt, acquainting me of your Acceſſion to the Government of Bengal, and 
the Superintendency of all the Engliſh Settlements, and enquiring into the Treaties made with the 
different Powers, I gave you a particular Account of the Treaty I had entered into with the Com- 
pany, by Means of the Governor and Council of Madras; and J alfo explained every Part of it to 
Colonel Upton, who was here in his Way from Poonah, after having made Peace with the Pundit 
Perdhaun, in Conſequence of the Troubles raiſed by Ragonaut Row, the Enemy to my Govern- 
ment, in order that Colonel Upton might report it to you. However, ſome untoward Circumſtances 
which have happened of late, have ſcarce left me Room what to imagine, when I at the ſame Time 
conſidered the former Conduct, and ſtrict Regulations of the Engliſh Company: For Inſtance, what 
has happened with regard to Ragonaut Row, which I wrote to you about in a former Letter, of 
which I now ſend you a Copy. You, Sir, m Anſwer to that Letter, told me, that the Actions of the 
Company were uniform, and that there ſhould be no Deviation whatever from the Treaty I had made 
with the Governor and Council of Madras; but every Thing that has happened ſince, has been in 

Contradiction to it, ſetting aſide what is now done towards Ragonaut Row, which is juſt what was 
done before. Mr, Hollond, without any Reaſon whatever, now inſiſts upon a Remiſſion of the [mall 
Peſhcuſh from the Circars of Rajahmandry, &c. which Countries formerly yielded Lacks to me, and 
were given up to the Company for the Reaſons ſpecified in the incloſed Letter, and from which 
they reap ſuch Advantages, that which is paid to me does not amount to a hundredth Part of them.

We dig 
not ſay in our Letter to you on this Occaſion, that we ſent theſe Troops © to co-operate in the

ſures you might really have in Contemplation, or what Turn might be given to the State of Affaits 
on. that Side. In order therefore to prevent any Miſtake with reſpe& to our Intention in detech. 

ing Troops from this Prefidency, we declared expreſsly, that the Object was to enable General 
Goddard to conclude an honourable and immediate Peace. You had in a, Letter dated the 
5th April laſt, communicated the Terms of your intended Negotiation with the Marattas, and thoſe 
Terms which were to reſtore Fhings to the Footing of the Treaty made. by Colonel Upton at 
Poonah, appeared to us, after the Diſaſter ſuffered by the Bombay Troops, both ſafe and ho. 
nourable ; here then is fully explained the Intention of our Re-inforcement. So far we ſee our 
Way clearly, and are conſcious that we ate acting for the true Intereſt of our Employers ; but if 
any other Meaſures differing materially either in Form or Complexion from the Object we have

When we wrote our Letter to you of the 5th January, on the Subject of your late Interference 
in our Proceedings at the Nam's Court, we did it under the Impreſſion that you had exceeded, in 
a very cſſential Point, the controlling Powers lodged in your Government; and the juſt Alarm oc. 
caſioned by this Conduct, and by the Right you had ſet up of « general Controul and Direction 
in the political Affairs of this Preſidency,” put us upon a careful Peruſal of the Authorities from 
' whence theſe Claims might be ſuppoſed to proceed. We were indeed before ſatisfied in our own 
Minds, that they had not the ſmalleſt Foundation, but by the Manner in which they were now 
advanced and exerciſed, we were led to think it poſſible that our Judgment might have erred, for 
we could hardly conceive that Gentlemen, placed in high Truſt, and acting under the ſacred Ap. 
pointment of the Legiſlature, would aſſume any Powers not warranted by their Commiſſions, be. 
_ cauſe it is evident, that the leaſt Oppoſition to ſuch Powers muſt create Inconveniences of an em- 
barraſſing Nature, and becauſe real Authority is always much more reſpected when it acts within 
its juſt and proper Sphere, than when it is mingled with Powers of an ill- founded or doubtful

Such were our Reflections at the Time we examined into the Claims that had been advanced; 
and as our Credit much depended upon the Manner in which we were able to ſupport the Poſi— 
tions we might eſtabliſh, we determined to go to the Bottom of the Subject, and to treat it in 
our Letter to you with Cloſeneſs, that we might have the Benefit of a particular Reply, and our 
Errors, if we had formed any, removed by new Lights. We referred to the Act of Parliament, 
and quoted the Clauſe which forms the only true and proper Teſt of the controlling Powers: We 
ſhewed, that it expreſſed nothing like the Power you had claimed and exerciſed ; but that it re- 
{trained the other Preſidencies only from *“ making Orders for declaring War, or for negotiating 
or concluding any Treaty of Peace, or other Treaty, without your previous Conſent.” We 
ſhewed alſo, that this was the Senſe in which the Court of Directors underſtood it, and in which 
you yourſelves formerly underſtood it. The Clauſe is indeed expreſſed with Perſpicuity, and the 
Limitation is ſo clearly and precifely marked, that we do not ſee how it can be miſtaken. We 
expected howeyer, when you were ſo pointedly called upon to defend the Powers you had claimed 
and exerciſed, you would have endeavoured to prove them by the ſame Teſt that we had employed 
to diſprove them. Inſtead of this, you tell us only in general Terms, That you ſhall not diſ- 
pute with us the Right of your Government to interfere in ſuch of our political Meafures as tend 
% ro difturb the Peace of India, or Treatigs ſubſiſting with other Powers, while we think pro- 
„ per to yield to the Exerciſe of it; and hope, that you ſhall not be compelled to the diſagreeable 
« Neceſlity of enforcing it.“. ” „ — A 


The firſt Obſervation that occurs to us upon this Paſſage, is, that you were not called upon to 
diſpute with us, but only to ſhew the Authority on which your Powers reſted. No Man can ex- 
pect Obedience to Powers which he is unable or unwilling to produce; and it would be unjuſt to 
the laſt Degree, to think of enforcing ſuch Powers before they have been produced. The Second 
Obſervation is, that we have never yielded, as you ſuppbſe to the Exerciſe of the Rights you 
claim. If you allude to our withdrawing the Application to the Nizam for the Remiſſion of the 
Peſticuſh ; we reply, that we did not withdraw it, becauſe you diſapproved or interfered in the 
Meafure, but becauſe the Application could not be properly ſupported after you had encouraged 
the Nizam to reject it, and becauſe we were unwilling to conteſt a Point of Right with you in a 
Place where no Diſagreement between us ſhould even have appeared; much leſs have becn con- 
tinued by our perſevering under thefe Circumſtanees in a fruitleſs Demand. 


In order, however, to remove all further Miſapprehenſions upon this Subject, we now declare, 
in expreſs Terms, that we have not yielded, and that we cannot yield, to the Power you have al- 
ſcrted, of © general Controul and Direction over our political Affairs,“ until you ſhew us your

But in your Letter now before us, though you have treated the Points we had conteſted, in ſuch a 
Manner as if they were totally indefenſible, upon any Ground of Auth Tity, yet you feem ex— 
tremely unwilling to yield them to us; and with the View, as we ſuppoſe, of maintaining the Ap- 


pearance of your new Powers as long as potlible, a new Phrale is introduced, and repeated in more 


than one Place; we mean that by which we are called a Subordinate Preſidency.“ theſe Words 
we do not remember to have crept into your Correlpondence at any I ime betore, oven hen your 
Claims were not diſputed, and we little expected to ſee them in your preſent Letter, ſtanding wich— 
out a Shadow of Support. * Subordinate” is a Word of extend ve Signification, and as it is here uſed, 
may be conſtrued into a general Inferiority. So Paina is ſubordinate o Fort William, and Maſu- 
lipatam to this Preſidency; but for our Part, we totally diſclaim any ſuch Subordination, and declare, 
that any Idea drawn from ſuch a Word, is inapplicable to the relative Situation in which we are 
placed. As well might we ſay, Fort William is ſubordinate to this Preſidency, as this Prefidency to 
Fort William. 


Tou are pleaſed alſo in your Letter, after expreſſing the Intention of not entering into a Diſpute 
with us, concerning the Powers we conteſted, to make one general Oblervatioa on the Subject of 


Negotiations undertaken by the other Preſidencies; which you lay, is ſtated not ſo much with a View 


of its bring applied, „as it might be,” to the Caſe now before you, but to meet the general and 
dangerous Doctrine which you conceive is implied in that Paragraph of our Letter which ends with 
the following Words: „Bat it it had led to a Treaty, there is no Reaſon to imagine that we ſhould 
not have required your Conlent in due Time, and concluded it in all proper Form.” | 


Permit us to remark, in this Place, that when you were taking from our Letter a Quotation which 
you thought implied a general and dangerous Doctrine, it would have had the Appearance of Can— 
dour, if you had been pleaſed to inſert the whole Paragraph; becauſe it ſometimes happens, as in 
this Cafe, that a partial Quotation may convey a very different Senſe from that of the whole Paiage, 
taken together. This Omiſſion which you have made, we ſhall now ſupply. Speaking of yuur 
Interference in our Proceedings with the Nizam, and trying it by the Powers of the Act of Parlia- 


ment, we ſaid, There was no Order made or given by us, for declaring War againſt the Nizam; 


we neither made nor gave any Order for negotiating a new Treaty with him. All that we did was 
to take Advantage of Mr. Hollond's Reſidence at the Nizam's Court, to requeſt a Favour for the 


Benefit of the Company. The Nizam's Comphance would have led to no new Treaty, becauſe we 
offered nothing to engage it, but general Expreſſions of Friendſhip. But if it had led to a Treaty, 
(that is, if any Circumſtance had ariſen, which might have made it requiſite to offer ſpecific Terms, 


to engage the Nizam's Compliance). there is no Reaſon to imagine we ſhould not have required your 
Conſent in due Time, (that is, when thoſe Terms had been communicated to you) and concluded it 
in all proper Form.“ e e 25 


Here then is the plain, genuine Senſe of the whole Paragraph; and we appeal to the Judgment of 
any one, Whether there be any Expreſſion which can convey the leaſt Idea of a general and dange- 


Tous Doctrine, or any Doctrine inconſiſtent with the juſt Powers of your Government? Yet you have 


been pleaſed, upon an imperfect Quotation of our Words, to draw Concluſions directly oppoſite to 
thoſe which were meant or warranted by the Senſe of the whole Paſſage z and from theſe erroneous 
Concluſions, you have ſuppoled that we intended generally, in our Negotiations, to take all the pre- 
vious Steps which neceſſarily lead to the Concluſion of Treaties, ſo as to make your Conſent a mere 
Formality. This we have never done in any Caſe, nor do we mean it, for the Reaſon you have 
yourſelves given. But there is nothing in the Act of Parliament which reſtrains our Endeavours to 
ſerve the Company, by Applications to any of the Country Powers, to do Jultice, or to ſhew Favour 
to them in any Thing which comes under our immediate Cognizance z nor are we prevented by that 
Act from making any Declarations (except that of War) which we think neceſſary, in Support of 
the Rights and Honour of the Company, as far as they are committed to our Charge. If ſuch Re- 
queſts and Declarations, from the Miſconſtruction of the Perſons to whom they may be addrefled, 


or from their Weakneſs, or from their Propenſity to quarrel with us, or from any other Caule, ſhould 


at any Time bring on a War, there is no Help for it that we know of; and all we have to do in ſuch 
a Caſe, is to avoid declaring or committing Hoſtilities without your previous Conſent, unleſs the 
Neceſſity be ſo imminent as would render it dangerous to wait for it. All this is perfectly clear, and 
the Line is moſt diſtin&ly traced by the Act of Parliament. But by your Interpretation, after mak- 
ing erroneous Concluſions, and ſuppoſing: Caſes upon them which do not ſeem to affect the Queſtion 


between us, and which in ſome Parts are not very intelligible, you ſay, © By Means ſuch as theſe, the 


Governor General and Council may, in every Inſtance, be deprived of the Powers veſted in them by 
Parliament; or, which amounts to the ſame in Effect, their Advice and Conſent may never be deſired, 
until it muſt arrive too late to prevent the Operations of Steps already taken.“ But your Conſent,

let it arrive ever ſo early, cannot in any Caſe prevent the Operation of our Meaſures; nor do we ſup. 
poſe you wiſh to prevent any Operations at all by your Conſent to them. 


With all due Reſpect however to your Judgment, we conceive, that beſides deviating from the 
Powers granted by Parliament, and extending them to undefined Lengths, you ſeem to have miſap. 
prehended the Nature of the Power which is actually granted to you, and the Inconveniences propyl. 
to be remedied by it. You will, we truſt, excuſe a Suggeſtion of this Kind from us, who are b 
your Conduct become particularly concerned, that every Thing which appears doubtful upon this in. 
tereſting Point, ſhould be cleared up. We ſaid in a former Letter, and we now repeat, that the con. 

trolling Powers with reſpe& to War and Treaties, was, in our humble Opinion, intended to remedy 
a moſt glaring Abſurdity in the former Syſtem, which was, that Three Preſidencies being totally in. 
dependent of each other, though all under one common Maſter, made political and other Treatie; 
with the Country Powers of 'the moſt contradictory Nature ; and thus it happened that the Company 
were ſometimes expoſed to Imputations of Breach of Faith, and to other Inconveniences ariſing 
from the oppoſite and claſhing Engagements of their different Preſidencies: To remove this Ah. 
ſurdity, as we conceive, a reſtraining Power was lodged in your Government, ſufficient to prevent 
this, or any other Preſidency, from negotiating any Treaty, or making War, without your previous 
Conſent; by which Means, and by proper Attention on your Part, it is impoſſible for the Company 
to fall into the Inconveniences above pointed out. But there is nothing of a poſitive Nature in this 
Right; it cannot direct us to make or alter any Treaty, to declare any War, or to purſue any Intereſt 
that we deem incompatible with the Welfare of our Employers. In ſhort, it has no one Power of 
Compulſion; it has only the Power of a ſimple Aſſent or Negative upon a Queſtion, neceſſary to be 
propoſed by us, before we can begin any Negotiation for a Treaty, or make any Order for declaring 
War; and yet it is ſufficient for all the Purpoles intended by it. 1 

We have now urged every Thing that appears neceſſary to us, upon this important Subject; we 
have done it with Deliberation and Candour, and we hope with all due Reſpect; for we are not 
conſcious of the leaſt Degree of Warmth, Relentment, or any other Feeling which is inconſiſtent 
either with our public or private Characters. If you really poſſeſs the Right you have claimed, exer- 
ciſed, and promulgated, of * directing and controlling the political Affairs of this Preſidency,“ or 
any other Right except that which the Act of Parliament has ſo expreſsly defined, we are ready to 
yield it the moſt implicit Acquieſcence, and we make it out particular Requeſt, only that you will 
produce the Authority for it; or if you think it is contained in the Act of Parliament, that you will 
ſhew us how or where it is expreſſed, that we may aſſent to it if we poſſibly can: But until this be 
done, we hope and expect that you will refrain from the Exerciſe of ſuch Rights, as we cannot in 
Duty to our Truſt acknowledge; and from uſing Language and Expreſſions in your Letters, denoting 
them, becauſe neither can anſwer any other Purpoſe than to provoke Differences; and we aſſure you 
it is not our Wiſh to diſagree, but to act with you in perfect Harmony and good Underſtanding ; to 
pay you every Reſpe& and Attention which are jultly due to you, and to co-operate with you moſt 


heartily in all Meaſures that ſhall appear to be calculated for the Honour and Intereſt of our common 
Employers. e 5 | 


You are pleaſed in the latter Part of your Letter, after ſpeaking of the Minute we ſent you from 
our Preſident, to expreſs your Hope, “that we will confine our Correſpondence with you to our. 
„ own Concerns; and reflect, that our Cenſures on your Acts are unbecoming the Relation of our 
« Government to yours,” &c, You will be pleaſed to remember, Gentlemen, that we have never 
written to you upon any Thing which did not immediately concern us; that we have not cenſured 
any of your Acts, and have only remonſtrated againſt ſuch as directly tended to deprive us of our 
Authority, or weaken the Reſpect due to it, If you mean © by confining our Correſpondence to 
our own Concerns,” that we are not to offer an Opinion upon any public Meaſure which may affect 
the Peace of India, and in which we may be conſequently called upon to act, we hope you will. 
pardon us, if we declare, that in ſuch Cafes, we conſider it as an indiſpenſable Duty we owe to the 


Company to declare our Sentiments, and that by ſo doing, we act perfectly conſiſtent with the Re- 
lation in which we ſtand to your Government. | 1 | | 


You have been pleaſed likewiſe to inſinuate, that what we have urged in Support of our Re- 
monſtrances, is derived from falſe or defective Materials; we beg Leave to aſſure you, that we 
have uſed no Materials, but ſuch as are perfectly authentic, being your own Letters, and ſuch other 
Letters and Papers as have come to us officially, or from undoubted Authority.

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Mr. Johnſon's Minute on Mr. Hollond's Suſpenſion. 


MX. Johnſon now delivers in the following Minute, at the ſame Time apologizing for not entering 
it ſooner, on account of the Number of Letters and Papers he had to refer to. 

Having given my Negative againſt che Suſpenſion of Mr. Hollond, I think it neceſſary, in Juſtice 
to that Gentleman, to afſign my Reaſons for not concurring in ſo ſevere a Meaſure with the Preſident 
and General. In doing this, it would not be improper to enter into a thorough Inveſtigation of the 
Powers granted by Parliament to the Governor General and Council of Bengal, it having been often- 
fibly their Claim to a ſuperintending and controlling Power over this and the other Preſidencies, that 
has given Riſe to the Repreheniion of Mr. Hollond's Conduct; but I ſhall touch no farther on this 
Subject, than may be requiſite to Jjuilify the Vote I have given. I ſhall enter more fully into the 
Examination of the Minute Jett us by Sir Thomas Rumbold, recommending this Suſpenſion ; as that 
Gentleman ſeems, from ſeveral concurrent Circumſtances, which I ſhall take Occaſion to mention, to

have been actuated by a Spirit of perſonal Reſentment againſt Mr. Hollond. 


In this Minute, which I conſider as a Political Teſtament, as he there arrogates to himſelf a Power 
of direfting the Proceedings of the Committee, even after his Reſignation of the Chair, we are told 
that „every Thing which may have contributed to the Interference of the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal, in the late Demand from this Preſidency for the Remiſſion of the Peſhcuſh, and 
eſpecially tuch as originated with Mr. Hollond, ſhould be fully explained and underſtood.“ „ Mr, 
Hollond's Initructions from us, (lays Sir Thomas) directed him in general, only to communicate to 
the Governor General and Council of Bengal every neceſſary Intelligence, by which (ſays he) I con- 
ceive nothing more would be underitood, than that Mr. Hollond, who, by reſiding at a public Court, 
muſt be acquainted with many Particulars relating to the Affairs of the ſeveral Preſidencies, ſhould 
communicate directly to Bengal (for the Sake of Expedition) ſuch Intelligence concerning the Affairs 
of that Preſidency, as might be neceſſary for their early Information.” If this was the true Senſe of 
the Inſtructions Mr. Hollond received from the Committec, it is very extraordinary that they ſhould 
be worded in ſuch a Manner, as evidently to convey a different Meaning. Had the Conveyance of ſuch 
Intelligence only, been the Intention of the Committee, it is more than probable they would have 

expreſſed it in Terms as explicit, as they did in their Inſtructions to Maſulipatam. * The Gentlemen 


(Jays one of the Letters to Mr, Hollond) of Maſulipatam, having requeſted that you might be 


ordered to correſpond with them, upon ſuch Buſineſs as may relate to their Factory, we direct, that if 
any Subject of this Nature ſhould occur, you would write to them accordingly.” Here no Doubt 
could ariſe in his Mind, what Portion of Intelligence he was to convey to Malulipatam it was evi- 
dently ſuch as only related to their Factory: Neither was there any Room for Doubt in his Inſtruc- 
tions relative to the Governor General and Council of Bengal. We deſire (tay the Inſtructions) 
that you will, during your Reſidence at the Nizam's Court, convey every neceſſary Intelligence to the 
Governor General and Council of Bengal, as well as to us, and that you will be as early as poſſible in 
all your Communications to both Preſidencies.“ If Words have a Meaning, it implies clearly, that Mr. 


Hollond ſhould convey every neceſſary Intelligence to the Governor General and Council, as fully, as 
amply, and as particularly as to us; there is here no Diſtinction made between the Two Prefidencies ; 
And Sir Thomas Rumbold perverts the Meaning, and attempts to miſlead the Underſtanding of the 


Committee, where he lays, * the Intelligence to be conveyed to Bengal, was only ſuch as related to that 
Prefidency.” That this Miti.repreſentation too was wilful on the Part of Sir Thomas, and calculated to 
anſwer ſome preſent Purpoſe, is evident from his own Minute of the goth Decemver ; where, after 
quoting verbatim the Inſtructions on this Head, and leaving them their true Meaning, he adds, 
Mr. Hollond was not deficient in complying in the molt ample Manner with this Deſire;“ and thus, 
affords the cleareſt Teſtimony of his want of Candour in the Explanation he impoſes on the Com- 


mittee ; yet on this Explanation he founds his Argument, to induce us to form an ungenerous and 
illiberal Opinion of Mr. Hollond's Conduct. 


Mr. Hollond (he tells us) had particular Inſtructions relative to the Peſhcuſh, which did not di- 


rect him to communicate the Progreſs of his Negotiation to Bengal; nor do I (fays he) conceive 


he was in any Shape authorized by our general Inſtructions to him as Reſident, to communicate to 
the Governor General of Bengal, the Particulars of: a Negotiation: he had in Charge from us, his 
Superiors, and which related ſolely to the Intereſts of this Prelidency.” As he has explained the 
general Inſtructions, no doubt Mr. Hollond was wrong in communicating to Bengal what Sir Tho- 
mas ſays related lolcly to this Preſidency z but when we take a fair and impartial View of theſe In- 
ſtructions, we find that Sir Thomas's Explanation of them has perverted theigevident Meaning, and 
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that Mr. Hollond acted with the ſtricteſt Propriety; for as theſe particular Inſtructions, relative to the 
Peſhcuſh, did not direct him not to communicate the Progreſs of his Negociation to Bengal, he was 
bound to do it by the Orders expreſſed in our general Inſtructions, being directed to convey to the 
Gentlemen there, all neceſſary Intelligence as well as to us. If this Government (he tells us) had 
thought it proper or neceſſary, that he ſhould communicate his Inſtructions and Correſpondence to 
Bengal, it would have directed him ſo to do.” But was not Mr, Hollond inſtructed to convey all ne- 
ceſſary Intelligence to them as well as to us? that is, as fully as to us; and was it not therefore 
neceſſary to acquaint the Government of Bengal, not only with the. Inſtructions he received from 
this Preſidency, immediately on his being ſent to the Nizam's Court, but allo to communicate to 
them every ſubſequent Letter he received from the Committee, in order that the Gentlemen there 
ſhould have a juſt Idea of the Cauſe of his Deputation, and of the ſtrict Attention he paid to the 
Orders ieee , of aan otro Repay 


When I compare this unauthorized Communication (ſays Sir Thomas) of all our Inſtructions and 
Letters to Bengal, with other Circumſtances which have come to my Knowledge, I cannot poſſibly 
force myſelf to think that Mr. Hollond has, as he aſſerts, uſed his Endeavours to accompliſh our 
Views, or that they have been throughout uniformly ſincere and zealous,” ' Bur this Communication. 
which Sir Thomas is pleaſed to term unauthorized, was in Fact authorized by the general Orders, to cor- 
reſpond equally with the Two Preſidencies, and give them all neceſſary Intelligence: For how could 
the Government of Bengal form a judgment of Mr. Hollond's Adherence to the Inſtructions he re. 


ceived, if they were unacquainted wich che Inſtructions themſelves? As to the Circumſtances which dir 


| Thomas ſays have come to his Knowledge, and which, for Reaſons beſt known to himſelf, he does not think 
proper to mention in his Minute, I am at a Loſs to conceive what they armee. 


As to Facts; to prove that Mr. Hollond was not fincere and zealous in his Endeavours to accoin- 
pliſh the Views of the Committee, Sir Thomas ſays, * That in the ſeveral Letters to Mr. Hollond, he 
was deſired to continue unremittingly the Negotiation concerning the Peſhcuſh, and to preſs it to a Conclu. 
ſion as ſpeedily as poſſible; yet (lays he) by a Letter from him to me, it appears, that he took upon 


himſelf to ſuſpend it, alledging as a Reaſon, that he thought it may be taken up again with greater 


Proſpect of Succeſs on the Arrival of His Majeſty's Ships and Troops, which were then expected.“ 


In reading over the Letters of the Committee to Mr. Hollond, I do not recollect to have met the 


Word unremittingly ; and if it was uſed, I think it was improper ; for, literal Obedience to Orders of 
this Nature, may fruſtrate their Intention. A Miniſter keeping his main Point in View, ſhould be 
left entirely to the Government of his own Prudence and Diſcretion. Mr. Hollond's ſuſpending this 


Negotiation at a Time when he ſaw the Nizam full of his own Conſequence and ſuperior Power, in 


order to take it up again when he muſt have been ſenſible of his Inferiority, was ſuch an Act of true 
Policy and ſound Judgment as ought rather to redound to his Honour, and entitle him to the Thanks 
of the Committee, than be brought againſt him as an Article of Accuſation. As a further Proof that 
Mr. Hollond was not ſincere and zealous in his beft Endeavours to accompliſh the Views of the Com- 
mittee, Sir Thomas tells us, that Mr. Hollond received a Letter from the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal, directing him to ſtay at the Nizam's Court as their public Miniſter ; which Ap- 
pointment (ſays he) Mr. Hollond regards as a further valuable Mark of Diſtinction, to the Honour 
conferred on him by us by his former Negotiation, and receives it with ſuitable Satisfaction. This 
(adds Sir Thomas) exceeds all that went before.” This it ſeems is the greateſt Crime that Sir Thomas 
thought proper to accuſe him of at the Committee; as if the Approbation of the ſuperintending Power 
in India were ſo little flattering, that a Gentleman in a public and conſpicuous Station ſhould not 
feel an honeſt Pride in it. Upon the Whole (ſays Sir Thomas) Mr. Hollond's Conduct in this Ne- 

gotiation, whether intentionally or not, ſeems to have been more calculated to aſſiſt the Views of the 
Nizam, and to promote the unſeaſonable Integference which took Place from Bengal, than to anſwer 
the Purpoſe for which he was employed.” Sir Thomas, however, appears here to have forgot the 
Commendation paſſed on the Conduct of Mr. Hollond by the Committee; for in one of their Letters 


they tell him © the Line you have taken, and the Firmneſs which appears to accompany your Re- 


_ preſentation to the Soubah, are very commendable.” His Conduct therefore could not have been 
calculated to aſſiſt the Views of the Nizam, nor to promote the Interference of the Government of 
Bengal, which was entirely brought about by the Committee themſelves, in attempting a Negotiation 
with a Country Power without their Permiſſion, contrary to the Injunction of the Act of Parliament. 


The firſt Letter for the Recall of Mr. Hollond, we are told by Sir Thomas Rumbold, in his Minute 
of the goth December, was moved in Committee by him; not for any of the Cauſes of Complaint 
brought againſt Mr. Hollond in his laſt Minute of the 1ſt April, but purely in Adoption of the Senii- 
ments of the Governor General and Council. The Paſſage I have in View is expreſſed in theſe Terms: 
However we may feel ourſelves hurt by the Proceedings of the Council Genera), relative to our In- 
ſtructions to Mr. Hollond, I ftrongly recommend that we do not ſuffer any Circumſtance to interrupt 
the Harmony which ought to ſubſiſt between the Two Prefidencies. It was with this View (ſays he) 
that in Conformity to the Wiſhes of the Council General, I immediately adopted their Sentiments, and 


moved in Committee of the 14th Inſtant the Recall of Mr. Hollond.“ There is here no Occaſion of 
betraying a confidential Negotiation, no Accuſation of having ſent Copies of the Inſtructions and Let. 


ters to the Council General, neither is there any want of Zeal or Sincerity ; and yet Sir Thomas then 
on : | knew 
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knew that Mr. Hollond had acquainted the Government of Bengal with the whole Progreſs of his 
Negotiation; had ſent them Copies of the Inſtructions and Letters of this Preſidency, and had ſaſ- 
pended his Application tor the Remiſſion of the Pcſhcuſh, until what he conceived would be a more 
favourable Opportunity. It theſe Cauſes of Acculation really ever exiſted, they exiſted then, and 
why was he not then ſuſpenued ? Sir Thomas cannot be charged with Lenity towards Mr. Hollond, and 
if thele Acts of Delinquency are founded in Truth, it is more than probable, that inſtead of moving 


for his Recall, in Adoption of the Sentiments of the Council General, he would have moved for his 
immediate Suſpenſion from the Service. ; 
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To the firſt Letter of Recall, Mr. Hollond endeavoured to pay a ready and dutiful Obedience. He 
acquaints the Nizam of the Orders he received to return to the Preſidency z and that as ſoon as he 
ſhould be in Readineſs to ſet off, he ſhould wait on him for Leave: But a few Days after, the Nizam 
informed him he ſhould have a Letter for him to forward to the Governor, at the ſame Time deſiring 
him to remain at Hydrabad until he could receive an Anſwer; and as this was a Requeſt he could 
not refuſe without Offence; his Excuſe on that Occaſion has been admitted. 


Notwithſtanding the Requeſt contained in the Nizam's Letter, it was not thought proper to permit 
Mr. Hollond to remain longer at his Court; and he was accordingly, by Letter of the iſt February, 
directed to return to Madras with all convenient Expedition. Nearly, however, about the fame 
Time that he could have received this Letter, he receives One from the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal; in which they tell him, „“ that although he is a Servant of the Company belonging 
to another Preſidency, and therefore not dependant on their Authority, yet they deem it ſo effential 
to the genefal Intereſt of the Britiſh Empire in India, that an Engliſh Reſident ſhould be ſtationed at 
that Juncture with Nizam Ally, that they enjoin him to remain at Hydrabad in that Quality, as he 
thould anſwer fot the Conſequence of his Departure to the Court of Directors.“ Thus was Mr. Hol- 
tond-thrown into a very difagreeable Dilemma; ordered by one Preſidency to leave Hydrabad, and 
by the other to remain there; he was laid under the Neceſſity of diſobeying one of them. In this 
Situation he took that Part which appeared to him moſt conſonant with the Company's Intereft, and 
_ accorgihgly remained at the Nizam's Court; informing, however, this Preſidency of the Cauſe, and 
efyefting his Confidence of their Approbation. A 
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At the ſame time that the Governor General and Council diſpatched theſe Orders to Mr. Hol- 
lond, they wrote to the Commigee, expteſſing their Concern to perceive that the Suddenneſs of Mr.

Though I ſhould have agreed with the Committee, in not allowing Mr. Hollond to remain at 
Hydrabad as the public Miniſter of the Government of Bengal only, after he had been appointed to \ | 9 
act in that Capacity by this Preſidency, yet, in order to keep up an Appearance of Unanimity, I 1 
ſhould have urged the Propriety of permitting him to remain under the Orders he had received from N — 
us, as well as theirs, until ſuch Time as they had appointed one of their own Servants Reſident Cs 
there. This Propoſal I ſbould have thought would have met with the Approbation of the Com- 
mittee, in conſequence of Sir Thomas Rumbold's Recommendation, in his Minute of the zoth 
December, that we ſhould not ſuffer any Circumſtarice to interrupt the Harmony which ought to 
ſubſiſt between the Two Preſidencies.” To which he adds, that it is a Duty incumbent on us to 
make the co-operating with the Council General our Firſt Conſideration,” 
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But Sir Thomas waf then too much hurt, I imagine, at Mr. Hollond's Conduct, to attend to any 
Conſideration of Harmony or Co-operation with the Government of Bengal; and therefore a Third 
Letter was diſpatched to Mr. Hollond, ordering him directly from Hydrabad, and threatening him 

with putting in Execution the Powers veſted in the Committee in Caſe of Delay, 
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To this Letter Mr, Hollond returned a very reſpectful, and in my Opinion a very ſatisfactory 
Anſwer, The Indiſpoſition of the Nizam had prevented his ſeeing him, and conſequently his taking 
Leave; not having Orders to depart without taking Leave, he could not of himſelf attempt ſo 
offenſive a Meaſure, and therefore, had no other Cauſes intervened, he found it impoſſible ro pay an 
inſtant Obedience to the Orders he received. He did not conceive he could incur our Diſpleaſure by 
obeying the peremptory Injunction of a Government conſtituted by Parliament the Guardians of the 
public Peace of India, more particularly when that Government declared theſe Injunctions to be 
founded on the preſent critical Situation of public Affairs. He thought the Conſideration of general 
and public Objects ought to ſuperſede the Regard due to particular and partial Syſtems ; and there- 
fore, though covenanted to act under this Preſidency, that he could not diveſt himſelf of the ſuperior 
Duty he owed to the Company, taken collectively, or of that zealous Attention due from a faithful 


Servant to their general Intereſts ; for thefe Reaſons, regardleſs of his perſonal Intereſt, he was under an

of Concord and Unanimity ; I ſay we find him refuling it, for though this was oſtenſibly the Act of 
the Committee, I have myſelf no Doubt that the Refuſal originated in him, and that more from a 
Principle of Implacability to Mr. Hollond, than Jealouſy of the Council General: And finally, we 
find him purſuing Mr. Hollond, to the Moment of his Departure for Europe, leaving us the Exe- 
cutors of his laſt Will, ro ſuſpend that Gentleman the Service, ſhould he attempt to delay Obedi- 
ence to this Jaſt Order, without ever recommending it to us to weigh well the Arguments he may 
offer in his Defence, before we determined on exerciſing ſo ſevere an Act of Authority. The Wel- 
fare of the Company requiring the Concurrence of the ſeveral Preſidencies in every Meaſure that 
may tend to promote them, | conceive that the Requeſt of the Governor General and Council of

nity of this Government; and therefore I think the Refuſal of that Requeſt, and the Recall of Mr.

When the Enemy lately 
entered the Carnatic, we forefaw that the Jaghire, as well as other Parts, might be expoſed to the 
Ravages, and that Madras might be diſtreſſed for” Proviſion; we therefore requeſted the Nabob, in 
the moſt preſſing Manner, to iſſue poſitive Orders to the Amuldars, to lay in as much as poſſible of 
the Grain, Proviſions, and Production of the Country, of every Kind, into the Forts of Chinglepur 


and Poonamalee, and to ule all poſſible Means of convey ing a good Store to Madras. We muſt do 
the Nabob the Juſtice to ſay, he did repeatedly iſſue his Orders, and we believe with a Deſire of 


having them obeyed ; yet the Effects were far ſhort of our Expectation ; of which it would be end- 
leſs to relate the Particulars. The Term granted to the Nabob, in the Name of Vencatachellum, 
for the Farm of the Jaghire and Poonamallee, will expire in July 1771.

pany, as with the View of conciliating his Mind, that had been apparently diſturbed by the late un- 
happy Diſſenſions in this Government; I, think we ought to be extremely cautious of denying him 
any Requeſt that is urged to us with the Degree of Solicitude, which he ſeems to feel upon the pre- 


ſent Occaſion. I am, on the other Hand, no leſs aware of deviating from the Line which our Em-

them this Year has been governed accordingly. After the Expiration of the laſt Cowle, in July, 
the Nabob having neglected to make his uſual Application to be continued in the Management, 
we thought it a favourable Opportunity for advertiſing them publicly to be let; more, however, 

with the View of aſcertaining the general Opinion of the real Value or Produce, than of putting them 

into other Hands. The Nabob, greatly alarmed at this Proceeding, addreſſed us a Letter, arxiouſly 
_ deſiring to have the Direction of them as uſual, for a Term of Five Years inſtead of One, We ſuſ⸗ 
pended our Deciſion until we had ſeen the Effect of our Advertiſement. Several Propoſals were 
delivered in, but none of them came up to our Expectation; nor was any ſufficient Security offered 
for the Rent, though a Thing abſolutely neceſſary to be inſiſted on. Under theſe Circumſtances, their 
Continuance with the Nabob was become a Matter of Neceſlity, even had we been diſinclined to the 
Meaſure ; but we confeſs to you, after the Wiſhes you had expreſſed fo lately, that we ſhould endea- 
vour, by every Means in our Power, to calm the Nabob's Mind, apparently much difturbed, and to 
eradicate from it every Suſpicion of your Want of Friendſhip or Good-will, We were plealed at 
the Opportunity thus given us, of promoting ſo deſirable.-an End; and though we did not comply 
with the Extent of his Requeſt, to be continued in the Direction of the Country for Five Years, we 
thought it in every View eligible to let him have it for Three Years; and we came to that Refolu- 
tion accordingly, which we hope you will approve.

20. We are however of Opinion, that the Character of Sitteram Rauze appears on the Records 
of.your-Preſidency too exceptionable to admit a Doubt of the Impropriety of ſuffering him to reſume 
a Power in the Circars, of which he had juſt been diſpoſſeſſed; and the committing of the Havelly 
Lands to his Management, without taking Care to provide for and eſtabliſh ſuch Reforms and Regy.

24. By a Letter from Captain Collins, on your military Conſultations of the 16th of October 
1777, it appears that Sitteram Rauze ſet out for the Preſidency the 21ſt of September 1577; the 
Agreement for the Havelly Lands was concluded with him in December 1777; the annual Rent 
agreed to be paid for thoſe Lands was, for the Firſt Five Years, Rupees 235,000 and in December 
1778, his Arrears of Rent amounted to Rupees 180,530 ; but we do not find that a ſingle Rupee 
of the large Sums remitted by the Agent of Sitteram Rauze to his Maſter, was ever required by our 
Governor and Council in Diſcharge of his Arrears to the Company, during the Whole of his Reſi- 
dence at Fort Saint George, Bi n . - 


25. By a Letter from the Rajah Viziaram Rauze to Mr. Davidſon, on your Conſultations of the 
45th of May, we learn, that the ſaid Rajah way to ſet out for the Preſidency the 28th of April 1778. 


206. The principal Zemindars being abſent from the Country, the Chief and Council of Vizaga- 

| patam repreſent themſelves in the greateſt Diſtreſs for the Means of Support; there was no Money 
to advance for the Inveſtment, which was nearly at a Stand; the Zemindary Agents were preſſed for 
Money without Succeſs, and pleaded Want of Inſtructions from their Supertors, as an Excuſe for 
Non-Payment. _ a J i175 


27. Upon this Repreſentation, your Preſident informs the Board, that the Zemindars aſſured him 
they had not only left Orders for diſcharging their Arrears, but alſo provided for the Management 
of their Affairs during their Abſence ; chat in particular Sitteram Rauze aſſured him, he had paid his 
Kiſt due in February, and given Orders for diſcharging the Remainder as it became due: And with 
thefe Profeſſions the Board ſeem to reſt ſatisfied, „„ 


28. The ſame Day, after expreſſing his Opinion that it was incumbent, without Delay, to appoint 
a Man of known Abilities as Duan to Viziaram Rauze, to aflift in eſtabliſhing the Order and CEco- 
nomy neceſſary to ſecure to the Company the punctual Receipt of their Revenue, and after paſſing 
the greateſt Eulogiums on Sitteram Rauze, your Preſident propoſed to the Board to make Sitteram

far theſe Ends have been anſwered we ſhalÞpreſently enquire. 


30. In your Preſident's Minute of the 20th of July, he ſtates, very truly, that the Jenimabundy of 
the. Diſtricts dependent on Vizianagrum had been long thought very inadequate, and far ſhort of x. 


other Zemindars had paid to the Company; and that the Court of Directors had higher Expecta- 
tions from the Chicacole than from any other Diſtricts in the Circars. : e 


31. He likewiſe obſerves, That as the Reduction of the Vizianagrum Troops had left the De- 
fence of that Circar to the Company, of courſe they would expect a Sum equal to the Expence of 
which the Zemindar was eaſed, by the diſbanding of his Troops. We agree with our Preſident in the 
Reaſonableneſs of this Expectation, and we are ſincerely concerned to find the Idea ſo ſoon and ſo 
totally abandoned. He proceeds to ſtate, that although Viziaram Rauze had diſbanded his Troops 
Eleven Months, and was thereby relieved of a conſiderable Expence; though he paid the Company 
but 305,000 of Rupees per Annum out of the Money he collected, which was probably upwards of 


m_ Times that Amount, he was ſtill in Arrears to the Company, and greatly in Debt to Indi-

In another Part of his Minute, your Preſident obſerves, that theſe are not Times to trifle with 
the Revenues, Inveſtments, or Reſources of the Circars: And we mult remark, that it had been 
well tor the Company, and honourable for your Board, if you had not departed from theſe Senti- 
ments; that before a final Concluſion of the Tribute or Jemmabundy could be made, Viziaram 
Rauze ſhould make good the Expences of the Expedirion under Colonel Braithwaite. The Preſident 
then declares his firm Conviction, that the Plan propoſed, namely, the Appointment of Sitteram 
Rauze to be Duan, was calculated for the Benefit of the Company, and free from every private View; 


| that as the Rajah obſtinately perſiſted in keeping at Variance with Sitteram Rauze, the Board 


ſhould forthwith appoint him Duan to the Circar ; and, except Mr. Johnſon, you approve in general 
the Sentiments of your Preſident. The Adoption of the Son of Sitteram Rauze by the Rajah, was to 

be confirmed by the Cowle of the Governor and Council ; but the Rajah was to be rendered ſenſible 
of the Impropriety of adopting his Brother's Son without Conſent of the Preſident and Council, and 
without giving a proper Nazir to the Company: This Reprehenſion might have been ſpared, be- 
cauſe you. are not authorized to require Nazirs for the Company on ſuch Occaſions ; and if they 
have at any Time been exacted, it muſt have been for the Benefit of Individuals. 


34. Having noticed theſe Particulars, we proceed to enquire how far your Conduct, reſpecting the 
Increaſe of our Revenues, has been agreeable to your Profeſſions of diſintereſted Zeal for the Wel- 
fare of the Company.

; 85. It is ſtated in the Report of the Sen witer of Circuit, dated the i6th of Avguſt $257, that 


Aecounts of Lands. had then been examined in the Chicacole Circar, for Five Years preceding, 
amounting to 14 Lacks per Annum : That 10 Lacks of the above were on account of the Rajah : 
That from Enquiries already made, and Informations received, they had every Reaſon to believe, 
that the Countries under Viziaram Ravze yielded at leaſt 20 Lacks of Rupees; that he maintained 


a conſiderable Force at a Monthly Expence of 50,000 or 60,000 Rupees; that his military Strength 


conſiſted of 11,000 Men, excluſive of 5,000 or 6,000 Pike and Matchlock Men, who might be col- 
lected from the neighbouring Diſtricts; and we no where find theſe Accounts of the Rajah's Re- 
venues, Strength, and military Charges, controverted. Taken at the loweſt Eſtimate, his military 
Charges amounted to 6 Lacks of Rupees per Annum. This Sum, therefore, according to the Spirit 


of the Court's Orders, and in perfect Coincidence with your own Sentiments on the Subject, ſhould, 


in any new Agreement with the Rajah, have been ſecured for the Company, in order to enable 
them to provide effectually for the Protection and Defence of the Country. | 


37. The Rent or Tribute paid by Viziaram Ravze, previous to the laſt Agreement, was Rupees 
3.05, 00. The Committee of Circuit, as above obſerved, had reported the Produce of his Revenues 
20 Lacks at the leaſt. And at an Attendance of the Two Brothers upon your Board, the 29th of July 
1778, Sitteram Rauze declares to the Rajah, in Preſence of the Governor and Council, that when 
he undertook the Management of his Affairs, the Annual Revenues amounted to about 7 Lacks of 
Rupees; but that when he gave up the Management thereof, he left the Rajah poſſcſſed of a 
Revenue, amounting to upwards of 22 Lacks per Annum. | | 


38. Whatever Errors might attend the Eſtimate of the Committee of Circuit, the Evidence of 


Sitteram Rauze ſtands uncontroverted, and muſt be deemed concluſive reſpecting the Amount of his

39. Upon this Decleration of Sitteram Rauze, you admoniſh the Rajah, that it is the laſt Oppor-

Pleas of his own Welfare, and the Intereſt of che Company; and immediately replied, That be ſhould 


 thenceforth conſider - himſelf diveſted of all Power and Conſequence whatever, ſeeing the Board urged 


him to a Meaſure which was contrary to his fixed Determination, and that the Reſult was to be the

41. Whereupon your Prefident immediately propoſed, that Sitteram Rauze ſhould be appointed 
Duan of the Countries dependant on Vizianagrum, for the Management of the Collections; that

43. The Preſident delivers a e's. to Sitteram Rauze, the newly appointed Duan and a Saned 
le to the Terms of his Appointment, — 


44. The Rajah continuing averſe to the new Duan,” your Preſident recommends, that he be po- 


ſitively ordered to ſend the Muſmadars, or Accountants, and other Officers of Revenue, to Sitteram 


Rauze ; and alſo to proceed with him to Vizianagrum, ſo ſoon as the neceſſary Stipulation for paying 
off his Balance, and ſettling a new Jemmabundy ſhould be concluded. / © 

45. This Conduct towards Viziaram Rauze was unjuſtifiable : As the Committee of Circuit were 
particularly directed to enquire what Security the Native has for his Property, and to take Care that, 
in caſe of Impoſition or Oppreſſion, the Means of Redreſs ſnould be rendered as eaſy as poſſible to 
the Under-tenants and Cultivators of Lands in the Northern Circars. It would be a ſtrange Per. 
verſion of Principles to ſuppoſe, that the undoubted Rights of the hereditary Rajahs and Zemindars 
of the Country might be reverſed or infringed with Impunity, or that they were leſs an Object of the 
Court's Attention, than thoſe of the lower Claſs of People. Our Surprize and Concern were therefore 
great, on obſerving the very injurious Treatment which the ancient Rajah of Vizianagrum received at 
the Preſidency; when, deaf to his Repreſentations and Intreaties, you, in the molt arbitrary and 
unwarrantable Manner, appointed his ambitious and intriguing Brother, Sitteram Rauze, Duan of 
the Circar, and thereby put him in Poſſeſſion of the Revenues of his elder Brother, who had juſt 
informed you that he ſought his Ruin. For, however neceſſary it might be to adopt Meaſures for 
ſecuring Payment of the Company's Tribute, no Circumſtance, except actual and avowed Reſiſtance 
of the Company's Authority, could warrant ſuch Treatment of the Raja. 


46. How far it may be prudent, under all Circumſtances, to revoke the Appointment now it has 


taken Place, muſt be the Subject of future Conſideration. | 


47. Sitteram Rauze having carried all his Points, and ſucceeded, 2s we apprehend, beyond his moſt 


fanguine Wiſhes, we are ſorry to find all Appearances of large Increaſe of Tribute vaniſh immediately, 
and a very different Language adopted, concerning the Advantages to be expected from the Chicacole 


Circar; and that, for the Revenues of a Country reported worth upwards of 22 Lacks per An- 


num, by Sitteram Rauze himſelf, he and his Brother will now give no more than 4,05,900 per 


Annum. 


48. The 18th of Auguſt, your Preſident reports to the Board, that a Reconciliation had taken 
Piace between the Rajah and Sitteram Rauze the Means uſed to accompliſh this Meaſure are not 


49. In your Preſident's Minute of the 2d October, inſtead of perſevering in the Ideas of immenſe 
Benefits to be derived to the n e e the Circars, he changes his Ground, and delivers himſel 
in Terms more likely to promote the Views of the Renter, than to increaſe the Jemmabundy. 


50. He repeats his former Aſſertion concerning the Havelly Lands having been granted before bis 
Arrival to Sitteram Rauze, on a large Increaſe of the Revenue for a Term of Ten Years. He 
hopes the Agreement with him will be punctually fulfilled ; but from all Accounts received, he is led 
to believe, that the Deſire of different People to have the Country under their Management, has in- 
duced them to offer more for Lands than they are really worth. That the Method of letting them 
to the higheſt Bidder, often proves deſtructive to the Country; that it ends at laſt in a Failure of 


Revenue, and occaſions an Accumulation of heavy Balance from Tear to Tear: That the Accounts 


given 
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gien in hy the Committee of Circuit, led you to imagine that the Value of thoſe Countries is much 
greater ban in Reality they are ſaid to be; but that it is not from Accounts collected from difierent 
People, ſome of them intereſted, others diſcontented, and wiſhing for a Change Government, chat 
the true Value of a Country can be eſtimated : That the Collections alone ought to determine the 
Jemmabundy : That he has found it extremely difficult to bring the Two Brothers, Viziaram and 
Sitteram Rauze, 1o conſent to any Increaſe of their Tribute ; they plead Inability on Account of their 
Debts to Soucars and others, of which they produce Proofs ; and aſſert, that their Country is not 
ſo valuable, nor does it produce ſo conſiderable a Revenue, as had been repreſented ; and finally, 
that they will only conſent, after much Altercation, to increale the Tribute of Three Lacks. Five 
thouſand Rupees, which they have hitherto paid, to Four Lacks Five thouſand Rupees: He was ick 
Hopes you would have been able to ſettle a larger Amount of Revenues for the Company from the 


Vizianagrum Country, but he did not believe it poſſible to obtain a further Increaſe at that 


51. He ſeems conſcious that the Company expect a greater Revenue from thoſe Countries; he there- 
fore wiſhes to obtain the Sentiments of the Members of the Board on the Point; and if any certain 
Mode could be adopted, that would do Juſtice to the Zemindars, and at the ſame Time to add to 

the Revenue of the Company, he would be happy to join in promoting it : But to this Declaration he 
ſubjoins an immediate and deciſive Opinion, that, in your preſent Situation of actual War, and of an 
exhauſted Treaſury, a certain efabliſhed Revenue was preferable to any ſpeculative Schemes, even i; 
they ſhould, in the End, be productive of a larger Tribute, which he thinks might be attempted 
with greater Proſpect of Succeſs, when there ſhould be a Certainty of Tranquillity in the Country, 
and nothing to apprehend from the Views of the French. | 


52. This is the Language of your Preſident, and theſe are the oſtenſible Reaſons which induced you, 
after having been driven to the Neceſſity of taking Poſſeſſion of the refractory Zemindati's Fort by 
Force of Arms, to reſtore the Whole to him upon the moſt inadequate Terms, and to put in the 

Power of his intriguing Brother, Sitteram Rauze, to maintain a larger Army to oppreſs the Country 
and to reliſt or elude the Company's Orders with greater Facility than at any Time heretofore. And 
inſtead of Care being taken that the Proportion of Produce due to the Cultivators and Under-tenants 
ſhall be preſerved, and the Means of Redrels, in Caſes of Impoſition or Oppreſſion, rendered as eaſy 
as poſſible, according to the wiſe and humane Inſtructions of a former Court of Directors, no Check 
whatever is eſtabliſhed, but the whole Country is left liable to all the Miſeries which can be occa- 
ſioned by the Cruelty, Avarice, and Rapacity of Sitteram Rauze. 


53. The ſpeedy Recovery of Balances due to the Company, was one of the profeſſed Objects of 
the Appointment of Sitteram Rauze. The Pretence was deluſory, and the Conſequences the very 
Reverſe of the Propoſition, Sitteram Rauze was appointed Duan in July 1778; in January 1779, 
the Balances due for Tribute, from himſelf and his Brother, were Rupees 5,75,999, beſides the 
Charges of the Expedition under Colonel Braithwaite, and excluſive of Rupees 1,03,030, due from 


Jaganaut Rauze to the Company, who, by your new Policy, had been ordered to ſettle his Accounts 
with Sitteram Rauze. * 


54. After the ſtrong Hand laid upon Viziaram Rauze, and conſidering, the Situation to which he 
had juſt been reduced by your veſting the Management of his Revenues in Sitteram Rauze, we 

think the Change of Sentiments, expreſſed in his Letter of the 6th of October, not at all ſurprizing, 
more eſpecially as the Reſtoration of his Fort, and the obtaining of the Zemindary of Ancapillee, 


were principal Objects of that Letter, It ſuited his Intereſt to expreſs himſelf in Terms, which he 
could not but know would be acceptable to you. He did ſo; and the Succeſs was anſwerable to his 


Expectations; for, inſtead of your retaining Poſſeſſion. of his Fort, in order to preſerve an Influence 
_ neceſſary to prevent future Diſturbances and Oppreſſions, you forthwith declared it to be an inconſi- 

derable Fortification, and order it to be delivered up on the fallowing extraordinary Condition ; 
namely, that the Baſtions and Walls ſhall remain in their preſent Situation. Ancapillee and Sallaveram 


Zemindaries were alſo granted to the Rajah; the Son of Sitteram Rauze was confirmed in the Pol- 


ſeſſion of Supreme Authority; all Zemindary Cowles' were ordered in future to be made out in his 
Name; and, what exceeds Belief, his Father, by your own Suggeſtion, was to become Security for 

the Payment of the Revenues ariſing from the Country, thus ſubjected to his Son's oſtenſible Autho- 
rity, and to his own real Management. ; 


5k. After adjuſting theſe Points in Favour of Sitteram Rauze, you call the Brothets before you, 


and profeſs to ule every Endeavour to prevail upon them, if payible, to conſent to a larger Increaſe 


of Jemmabundy: You aſſure them, it is no more than an Ad of Juſtice to the Company; and your 


Aſſertion was certainly founded in Truth; but as the Rajah objected to the propoſed Increaſe of Re- 
venue, though upon the molt frivolous Pretences, we haye the Mortification to find, that all your 
Applications were inſufficient to procure an Act of common Juſtice to your Employers, from a Per- 
ſon entirely within your Power, and over whoſe Property you had recently aſſumed and exerciſed the 
moſt abſolute and unlimitted Controul, 5

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56. Your Words on the Occaſion are, that * the Board are reduced to the diſagreeable Neceſſity 
of declaring, that their beſt Endeavours have been uſed to raiſe the Jemmabundy, and are 
ſorry that they have proved ineffectual; that there ſeems to be little, if any Proſpect of a larger In- 
creaſe; but the Preſident ſhall, however, once more endeavour to prevail with them to raiſe it.“ 
That is, the Preſident ſhall ſolicit the Rajah and his Brother to conſent to an Agreement, to pay 
more than 4,05,000 Rupees for a Country, which, by their own Confeſſion, yields upwards of 22

57, Two Days afterwards your Preſident reports, that notwithſtanding his moſt preſſing Solicita— 
tion, they (the Brothers) remain inflexible, and that he utterly deſpairs of Succeſs : You ſeem pre- 
pared for the Event; reſolve to accept the Terms offered, for the preſent, and that Cowles for the 
Chicacole Circar be made out for Five Years, upon the very inadequate Terms before mentioned. 


58. Upon this View of the Subject, we have a Right to enquire, Upon what Grounds of Policy, 
or of Duty to the Company, you acted, when you thus ventured to gratify the dangerous Ambition 
of Sitteram Rauze, before you had even ſettled ſuch a Jemmabundy as by your own Declaration 
would have been no more than an Act of Juſtice to the Company? The Report of the Committee of 
Circuit, and the poſitive Evidence of Sitteram Rauze, warrant us in aſſerting, that more than double 
the Amount of the Tribute for which you have agreed, might, and ought to have been obtained for 
the Company. The Means of adding conſiderably to our Revenues and Strength, were fully within your 
Power; you have not availed yourſelves thereof; but have concluded an improvident Settlement with 
the Vizianagrum Zemindar for Five Years, and thereby rendered Redreſs to the Company, without

59. We are in Poſſeſſion of one Fact, which, ſo far as it extends, ſeems to convey an Idea, tha:

60. On your Mayor's Court Procedings we find, that the Executors of the late Mr. John Read. 
| head (one of the Governor's Family) have lately obtained a Warrant of Arreſt againſt Sitteram 
Rauze, for the Balance of a Lack of Rupees promiſed to Mr. Readhead. We have no Conception 
of ſo large a Sum having been, bona fide, advanced by Mr. Readhead to Sitteram Rauze ; and we 
muſt conſider you very reprehenſible for not exerting yourſelves. to prevent, if poſſible, ſuch Tranſl.

61. We have, however, determined to take the moſt effectual Meaſures for diſcovering whether 
any Preſents have been lately received by any of our Servants, and if fo, to recover the Amount, and 
to return ſuch unlawful Plunder to the Natives from whom it has been ſo unjuſtly obtained. 


62. In your Letter to Maſulipatam, dated the 15th of April 1778, you order the Zemindars de- 
pendent thereupon, the Muſmedars of the Countries under them, and the Company's Dubaſh, to 
repair to the Preſidency, where the Jemmabundy is to be ſettled in future.

64. Your Preſident's Remark, that the Mode which you intended to adopt, had not impeded the 
Payment of former Balances, was very proper; and the Chief and Council were highly blameable 
for ſuffering the Zemindars to fall fo gieatly in Arrear; but it by no Means follows, that the 
Amoupt of the Expences incurred in a Journey to the Preſidency, would not have been better applied

65. The 21ſt of May 1778, the Chief and Council of Maſulipatam adviſe you of the Zemindars 
having taken Leave, id order to proceed to Madras. Their Letter is entered on your Conſultations 
of the 12th of June, and Three Days afterwards you order them to advertiſe for Propofals to 
rent the fevera} Farms under their Management, for a Period of 5, 8, or 10 Years.

67. The 20th July the Zemindars being arrived at Fort Saint George, your Prefident ac- 
quaints the Board, that he had for ſome Time paſt been employed in endeavouring to recover the 
Balances due from them, and in collecting particular Information relative to the Revenue of the 
different Countries, which he propoſed ſhortly to lay before you: And on the 2d of October, he 
delivered in a Minute on the Subject; in which he ſtates, that it appears from Enquiry, that the 
Zemindars are ſo loaded with Debts to the Company and to Individuals, that he obſerves, with 
great Concern, the little Proſpect there is of any great Increaſe of Revenue from the Lands, or of 
the ſpeedy Payment of what remains due from them; that it ſeems abſolutely neceflary to ſettle 
the Tribute for a Length of Time, to prevent the Zemindars from being liable to frequent Calls for 
new Settlements; that the Situation of the ſeveral Countries is ſuch, as to require Indulgence and 


Time to recover them; and that not the leaſt Part of the heavy Debts due to the Company, yere 
likely to be received. 


68. After this extraordinary Introduction, he gives a Detail of ſeveral Objections, Obſerva- 
tions, and Promiſes, of the principal Zemindars. As for thoſe who were leſs conſiderable, he ſays,

agreed to pay them: And as to the Payment of the large Balance upon the Havelly Lands in a

cauſe you have declared it would appear, that he was, under the oſtenſible Name of Jagabundoo, the

121. And notwithſtanding the Terms of Ball Kiſtna are ſo very favourable, we do not find 
khat Security has been taken for the Payment even of this reduced Demand. * 


122. On the preſent Occaſion we cannot avoid expreſſing our Diſſatisfaction at the ſmall Remains 
of apparent Dignity, Conſequence, and Comfort, which had hitherto; been preſerved. to the ancient 
Zemindars, being thus totally and unneceſſarily extinguiſhed, Subjection to the Company's Au- 
thority was neceſſary; but to be conſigned into the Hands of their Dubaſh and Interpreter muſt, 
we think, fo totally alienate their Affection, and detach them from our Intereſt, that we fear the 
ſtrong Hand of Power muſt be conſtantly exerted to preſerve the Country in Tranquillity ; for as to 
the Propoſal of Ball Kiftna, to lower the Tribute of ſome of the Zemindars, in order to render 
them more comfortable, after his own Terms hadbeen accepted and ſettled, we conceive it too glaring 
an Abſurdity to entertain any Expectation of its Operation in Favour of the 'miferable Natives. 


123. We remark, with particular Concern, that General Munro's Defire of having the Matter re- 
fexred ro Ganjam, before Ball Kiſtna's Propoſals were accepted, was not operative; and our Concern 
is exceedingly increaſed on finding the General Vote for the Agreement without Heſitation, when he 
knew that an Idea ſuggeſted by, and worthy of himſelf, had been paſfed over with filent Diſregard. 


124. Upon Receipt of your Orders at Ganjam, the Chief and Cormeil obſerve, that by the Re- 
duction of the Gumſoor Zemindary, the Diſtrièt in general is brought into a State of Franquillity, and 
the Revenue ſecured on a move permanent Footing than at any former Period fince the firſt Eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Company's Authority, This corroborates and confirms the Arguments urged by Meſſrs. 
Smith and Johnſon, in Debate at your Board, Our Servants at Ganjam had flattered themſelves, that 
their late Repreſentation of the Affairs of the Diſtrict, and Information of the very conſiderable Col- 
lections of the preceding Year, would have prevented the Acceptance of a Propoſal which, even ad- 
mitting the Terms fully complied with, appears inadequate to the Amount which would have been 
collected by the Company's Servants, They were, however, deceived in their reaſonable Expectation, | 
and we are ſorry to be obliged to lament the Embarraſſinent occaſioned to our Affairs, by this and 
ſi milar Tranſactions.

125. It appears, by your Inſtructions to Mr. Hollond, on Select Conſultations of 22d of February 
1779, that you were then anxious to know how the Nizam ſtood diſpoſed towards the Company; what 
his Deſigns were, and in particular, whether he meant to take any, and what Part in the preſent War 
with the French; or in coni-quence of Meaſures lately adopted by the Gentleman at Bombay, in 
Support ot Ragonaut Row; or by the Governor General and Council of Bengal, reſpe ct ing the 
March of our Troops, and the propoſed Alliance with the Rajah of Berar. 5 


126. Lou take for granted that a great Degree of Jealouſy and Diſtruſt muſt have been excited in 
the Nizam, becauſe thole Proceedings had been directed in Oppoſition to his profeſſed Views and In- 


tereſt. You ſay, he had openly remonſtrated to the Governor General and Council of Bengal, and 


to you, againſt the Support given to Ragonaut Row, whom he conſidered as his declared Enemy ; 


and that there was Reaton to believe, he was not leſs adverſe to the Meaſures which had been purſued 
relative to the Rajah of Berar. | | 


127. To remove theſe Impreſſions from the Mind of the Nizam, and to ſubſtitute others more 
favourable to the preſent Situation of the Company's Affairs, you fear will be a Work of Time 
and Difficulty, but relying much on the Sincerity of your own Intentions, and the ſeaſonable Exertion of 


Mr. tollond's Abilities, you did not deſpair of accompliſhing the Ends you had in View, at leaſt ſo

128. You encloſe Copies of Treaties concluded with the Nizam in 1966 and 1768, and deſire Mr. 
Hollond to aſſure the Nam of your firm Intentions to abide ſtrictly by the Terms of our Engage- 
ments, in all Reſpects; and that you had nothing ſo much at Heart, as the Preſervation of the Peace 
and Friendſhip eſtabliſhed between hin) and the Company by the Treaty of 1768. But as ſome 
Circumſtances had happened concerning the Guntoor Circar, which might be thought to affect the 


Terms of that Treaty, you explain them to Mr. Hollond, and prepare him to act as Occaſion ſhall 


require; you direct him to correſpond with our Servants at Bengal, and to convey to them all neceſ- 
fary Intelligence: And thus far your Conduct appears commendable, and has our Approbation. 


129. In a Letter from Mr. Hollond, dated the 17th of May, we find the moſt ſtriking Repreſen- 
tations of the Nizam's Concern and Diſpleaſure at your Tranſanctions with his Brother, relative to the 
Gunroor Circar. This Letter comes before us in the Conſultations of our Governor General and 
Council, having been tranſmitted co Bengal by Mr, Hollond, in the regular Courſe of his Correſpon- 
dence with that Preſidency. We have carefully examined your Records, but do not find the ſaid 
Letter on your Proceedings. A Copy is now tranſmitted a Number in the Packet; and we hope 
will appear to have been only an official and accidental Omiſſion, and not an intended Suppreſſion, 
We however cannot help remarking, that, with the ſaid Letter before you, we are utterly at a Loſs to 
account for your future Conduct on this important Buſineſs. e e 


110. You had juſt inſtructed your Reſident to aſſure the Nizam of your firm Intentions to abidis 


ſtrictly by the Treaty of 1708, and that you had nothing fo much at Heart: You had ſeen in the 


Letter abovementioned, to what Degree of Reſentment he had been raiſed, not by our aſſiſting 


Ragobah, and treating with the Rajah of Berar, but by your own Proceedings concerning Bazalet 


Jung, and the March of your Troops towards Adoni; yet, inſtead of abiding by your former 
Ground, and ſoothing him by further Promites of a punctual Adherence to public Treaties and En- 
gagements, you, at a Criſis ſo very alarming and improper, depart abruptly from all thoſe Decla- 


rations, and direct Mr, Hollond to attempt a Remiſſion or conſiderable Abatement in the ſtipulated 
Peſhcuſh, which you had ſuffered to be more than Two Years in Arrears, | 


131. It is not our Intention at this Time to proceed further on the Subject, than to point out the 
glaring Inconfiſtency of your Conduct, in a Meaſure of ſo much Conſequence in our political Syſtem; 
and to notify to you, that under all the Circumſtances of the Caſe, we fully approve of the Interpo- 
ſition of our Governor General and Council, of the Steps taken by them on the above Occalton, fo 
far as they have hitherto come to our Knowledge. 


132. By a Letter from your Preſident, dated the 14th of May 1779, we were informed that you 
had concluded the Treaty with Bazalet Jung, mentioned by the Select Committee in their Letter of 
the 13th of March 1779. Ae F ns 2 


133. The Genticents delivered by your Preſtdent on the Subje&, recorded on Conſultation the 
10th of July, were very proper. Your Care to effect the Removal of the French from the Guntoor 
Circar, was commendable ; and the Hints ſuggeſted by our Governor General and Council, in their 


Letter of the 25th of January 1779, were allo very judicious,

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134. Your"Letters and Proceedings, per Naſſau and Southampton, were teceived the -28th of 


Avgult laſt : We ſhall now reply, to ſuch Parts thereof, as immediately relpect the Guntoor Circar, 
and more particularly the letting of that Diſtrict to the N abob of Arcot. FED | | 


. 135. In the 15th Paragraph of your Letter of 14th October 779, you acquaint us, that the Gun- 
toor, Circar having been delivered into your Hands, your Preſident employed himſelf in aſcertaining 

its Annual Produce while in the Poſſeſſion of Bazalet Jung that having obtained particular Ac“ 
counts of the Receipts for the laſt Four Years, with the Charges of Collection, he laid them before 
you; that your Deliberations were, in what Manner to diſpoſe of the Circar, ſo as to realize the Sum 
for which you are to account to Bazalet Jung, according to the Tenor of your Agreement; that the 
Nabob, by the Court's Letter of the 4th of March 1767, Par. 13, had been promiſed the Gg untoor 

Circar at Rent, whenever it ſhould come into the Company's Hands; that his Highneſs addrefie 
you a Letter on the Occaſion, putting you in Mind of that Promiſe, and offering Propoſals to rent the

136, That there were only Two Ways of realizing, with any Certainty, the Produce of the 
Diſtrict; the One by collecting the Revenues on the Company's Account, and the other by letting it 
to the Nabob ; becauſe there appeared to you no other Perſon of ſufficient Reſponſibility to be en- 
truſted with ſo large a Rent; that if, by collecting the Produce yourſelves, it ſhould, from any Mic.

That being a Matter of Revenue, he thought it ſhould have been ſettled in the Council, That you 
thought otherwiſe, becauſe all the previous Steps, of a political or military Nature, had been adjuſted 
in the Committee; and becaule, in your Idea, the laſt Meaſure being connected with the reſt, could 
not with Propriety be ſeparated, or ſubmitted to the Opinion of thoſe Members of Council, who 
were unacquainted with preyious Proceedings.

138. However commendable it might be for your Preſident to endeavour to obtain all poſſible 
Information concerning the Produce of the Guntoor Circar, it was exceedingly unbecoming in him 
to obtrude Accounts of that Nature upon you, as a principal Ground ef Agreement with Mahomed 
Ally Khan; and unpard nable in you to conclude ſuch Agreement for Ten Years, without farther

13g. As an additional Help to your Deliberations, your Preſident lays before you the 1 3th Para- 
graph of the Comt's Letter of the 4th of March 1767, wrote in Anſwer to an Intimation from 
ort Saint George, that the Guntoor Circar being intermixed with the Country to the Northward, 
the Troops which he was obliged to keep to guard that Frontier, would, at the ſame Time, pre- 
ſerve Tranquility in Condavir ; and therefore it might be for our Intereſt to give him the Manage- 
ment at a reaſonable Rent, ſo ſoon as our Authority was perfectly eſtabliſhed. 


140. We ſhall not waſte Time in pointing out the very different Situation of Affairs at preſent, 
compared with the Period of 1767; nor need we ſtate the Circumſtances. at large, which convey 
the fulleſt Conviction, founded upon many Years Experience, that no Troops whatever, except 
ſuch as are regularly paid by the Company, and under their Diſcipline, ought to be truſted with 
the Protection of any Part of the Nabob's Country. 


141. We think it far from certain, that our Authority was ſo perfe#ly eftabliſhed in the Guntoor 
Circar, at the Time of Jetting.it to the Nabob, as was neceſſary; and if that Point had been incon- 
trovertible, and there had been, no other Objection than the Term of Ten Years, the Idea is ſo 
repugnant to the Letter and Spirit of repeated Inſtructions concerning Lands already under the Na- 
bob's Management, that we think your Conduct, in that Reſpect, amounts to little lels than open 
Contempt of the Authority of the Court of Directors.

143. Had you conſidered the 12th Paragraph of the ſaid Letter of 1767, and reflected but a Mo- 
ment upon the various Repreſentations of our Governor and Council, relative to Inconveniences 
experienced ſince that Period, on account of the Jaghire Lands being left in the Nabob's Hands, 
and ſubjected to his Managers ; and had you paid the ſmalleſt Attention to the Company's Senti- 
ments and Orders on that Subject, you muſt have been ſtruck with the Impropriety of committing

And however repugnant it may be to us, to take any Step that may hurt the Feelings of our an- 
tient Friend and much reſpected Ally, we cannot conſent to divelt ourſelves of that immediate and abſo- 
lute Authority in the Guntoor Circar, which we deem neceſſary for its Protection and Improvement; and 
therefore we mult, and hereby do expteſsly diſallow the Agreement, and poſitively direct, that Poſſeſ.

146. In the Execution of a Meaſure ſo very diſagreeable, Care muſt be taken that every Atten- 
tion and Reſpect be ſhewn to the Nabob, which the Nature of the Buſineſs will admit, in order to 
render your Proceedings as little offenſive or diſtreſſing to his Highnels as poſſible, _ ; 


147. In a political View we are alarmed for the probable Conſequences of your Conduct. You 
are informed, by Means of the Nabob himſelf, that Hyder Ally had Intelligence of all that paſſed at 
Madras, and in the Durbar of his Highneſs, You are not ignorant of the ſettled Hatred fubſiſting 
between the Nabob and Hyder; nor could you ſuppoſe, that Hyder would be an indifferent Spec- 
tator, when, in Addition to the oftenſible Plea of expelling the French, he found, that the Guntoor 
Circar, which borders upon the Cuddapah Country, was to be granted to his inveterate Enemy; and, 
upon this Ground, we ceafe to wonder at Hyder's Oppoſition to the march of Lt. Colonel Harpur's 
Detachment ; though we are extremely concerned at the Diſcredit which our Arms have fuſtained by

148. In regard to the March of the Detachment, we remark, that unleſs you had been certain of 
Hyder remaining peaceable, it was highly imprudent for Lieutenant Colonel Harpur to attempt a 
Paſſage of Six Days March through Hyder's Country ; more eſpecially, as every Subaltern in the 
Army might have known, that by croſſing the Kiſtnah twice, Hyder's Territories might have been

149. As the Nabob's People have, no Doubt, commenced the Collection of Revenues in the Guntoor 
Circar, the Impreſſions made thereby upon the Minds of the Natives will certainly be unfavourable 
to our Intereſt; and we fear, that the Removal of his Managers, however tenderly it may be done, 
will be conſidered by his Highneſs as a very deep and grievous Wound to his Dignity, 

150. In regard to Bazalet Jung, if you keep his Country, and are unable to afford him the ſti- 
pulated e l he will probably fall a Sacrifice to the Reſentment of the Nizam and Hyder Ally: 
The latter has, by your Imprudence, had an Opportunity of acquiring and manifeſting additional 
Conſequence; the Reſult may render him ſtill more troubleſome, and the Concluſion be unfavour- 
able to the Company's Affairs on that Side of India. 


151. Beſides theſe political Conſiderations, if the Nabob has advanced Money for Cultivation, 
another Field of Litigation and Embarraſſment will be opened with his Highneſs, relative to his 
Claims on the Guntoor Country : And as it may require the utmoſt Exertion of Wiſdom and 

Ability to diſtinguiſh in all Caſes what is right, we are alſo apprehenſive that the moſt unremitting 
and diſintereſted Perſeverance and Integrity may be found inſufficient to bring ſuch complicated 
Affairs to an happy Concluſion, when Poſſeſſion ſhall be reſumed for the Company: However, fo 
fully are we convinced of the Neceſſity of eſtabliſhing proper Regulations in the Circars, and of the

every neceſſary Information: The Poſſeſſion of the Circar was of very material Conſequence to the 
Company; and he wiſhed us to be acquainted of the Steps taken, by the Ships under Diſpatch : He 
flatrers himſelf with the Company's Approval; and ventures to anticipate the Credit which he ex- 
pects you to obtain, from a Tranſaction which in our Opinion proves a Majority of your Council 
unfit, and renders them unworthy, to be continued in the further Adminiſtration of our Affairs. 


159. "Under theſe Circumſtances, the Abolition of the Committee of Circuit, in Violation of an 
expreſs Appointment of the Company; the Trouble and Expence occaſioned to the an 606 
mg ial adv a * 85 emindars, 
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Zemindars, by obliging them to proceed to Fort Saint George; the letting of the Havelly Lands 
to Sitteram Rauze for Ten Years; the Appointment of him to the Duan of the Vizianagrum 
Diſtrict ; the cruel and unneceſſary Degradation of the Rajah, his Brother, by that Appointment ; 
the Agreement for the Vizianagrum Zemindary Lands, for the Itchapore Diſtrict, for the Maſulipa- 
tam Havelly Lands and Farms, upon Terms ſo very inadequate to their Value; and the Diſpoſal of 
the Guntoor Circar to the Nabob, for Ten Years; appear to us Tranſactions fo detrimental to the 
Intereſt of the Company, and ſo inconſiſtent with your known Duty, that we ſhould be wanting in 


our Duty as Directors, if you were not made to experience the ſevereſt Marks of our Relent- 
ment, 


160. We have therefore reſolved, That Sir Thomas Rumbold, Bart. Preſident of our Council, 


and Governor of Fort Saint George, John Whitehill and Peter Perring, Eſquires, Members of our 
ſaid Council, be diſmiſſed from the Service of 


miſſed accordingly.

161, We have already obſerved, that the Conduct of Meſſrs. Charles Smith and Samuel Johnſon 
have, on ſome Occaſions, been commendable, and particularly fo, in reſiſting the Agreement made 


with Ball Kiſtnah; but as thoſe Gentlemen concurred in the Abolition of a Committee of Circuit, 
which had been expreſsly appointed by the Company, and as that Act of Diſobedience of poſitive 


Orders has been ſo very prejudicial to our Intereſt, we can no longer deem Meſſrs. Smith and Johnſon 
fit Perſons to be of our Council, nor have any Share in the immediate Adminiſtration of our Govern- 
ment at Fort Saint George: Ir is therefore our Order, That Meſſrs. Charles Smith and Samuel John- 


ſon be not admitted to a Seat or Seats in our Council, except they ſhall be appointed, or ordered to 
ſucceed thereto, by the expreſs Authority of the Court of Directors. 


162. The Concurrence of General Munro, in the Reſolution for aboliſhing the Appointment of 
a Committee of Circuit, and the Countenance given by him to very improper Meaſures, on feveral 
- Occaſions, relative to the letting of the Diſtricts, deſerve the ſtrongeſt Mark of our Diſpleaſure; but 
as thoſe Subjects were foreign to the General's Military Profeſſion, as we cannot ſuppoſe he was in- 


fluenced by corrupt Motives, and as the Military Conduct of General Munro has been highly me- 


ritorious, we ſhall not, on the preſent Occaſion, proceed 


| further than to expreſs our Diſapprobation 
of his Conduct on the Occaſions before mentioned.
